Device, ^ivith the fame Stroke, His Horfe was black 
as Jet, but of fo (lately a Carriage, that be was an 
Addition to the good Mein of his Mafter. This 
i^night, after having follovved the Conrfe of the 
River forfome paces, forcea him felf into the thick- 
eft part of a Wood, which flood on his Right-hand, 
and there alighting off his Horfe, and giving his 
Helmet eo the Squire, he laid himfelf down on the 
Grafs to think on his Misfortunes, and how he 
might revenge himfelf on him that had been the 
Caufe of them ; when he heard a Voice, which 
obliged him to make a Truce with. his RefledioDs :

Almanzon* 

I Am Daughter to Zamut^ King of Fez, and the 
Queen Zamara : 1 he many Years the,« wtfe 
without Children, made them, look upon me as a 
Gift of Heaven, for whom they could not have too 
great a Tenderneft ; an4 as the People generally 
follow the examples of ^hc Snrereignr., 1 b-carTi" 
the Delight of the wboh? Court. The fmali Stock 
of Beauty I was niiftrcfs of, and the Crowu of FtZ" 
to which. I was Heir, engaged moil of the Princes 
t)f A/r/ca to come and lay themfelves at my Fect» 
They negleded nothing that might pleafe ; the 
Court of F£z never was fo fplenditl before ; not a 
Day pa^cd without either Horfe-Races, Tourna- 
ments, or othe; Diver fions, in which I always gave 
the Prize, Among this great number of Knights 
and Princes, the Prince of Maroc, furnamed the 
^crrihlct for his extraordinary Size, and fierce Look^ 
was the Perfon for whom the King, my Father, de- 
igned me, and to whom he promifed his Confent, 
if he could obtain mine. Thefe flattering Promifes 
made Zoroafter^ which was his Name, to redou- 
ble his Cares ; but the more Zeal he fhewed for 
my Service, the more I hated him. The King's

» contempt of Princcfles, adored by fomany illoftri- 
ons Knights, brought great Numbers to Fex on the 
Day appointed ; when the King, Queen, and my- 
fclf, were placed on Scaffolds built on purpofe, and 
cover'd with Tapeftries and Velvet embroidered 
9vid^ Gold, with the whole Court magnificently 
imffM, at our Feet. h% foon as the Judges of the 
PteH Aad opened the ^vA^Zoratrfter entered the liiU 
in gold armour befet with Emeralds ; his Helmet 
was covered with Green and rofe colour'd Feathers ; 
and on his Shield, which was the fame as his Ar- 
mour, he bore the Reprefentation of a Venus prc- 
fenting me a Golden Apple, with this Device, *7o 
ber 1 yield. 

After having paficd by tlie King, and fainted us 
with a fierce and lofty Air, he phccd hirofelf at 
die end of the Career, to watt for thofe who 
would difpute the Prize with him. In lefs than a 
quarter of an Hour a Knight prefenied hia>felf, 
whofe majeflick Mein drew every one's Eyes upon 
him ; but his Arm did not correfpond with his 
(lately Carriage, for Zoroafter foon lid himfclf of 
that Enemy^ and feveral others, and rwver doubted 
but he fi)Ould carry the Prize, which was my 
Pidture fct round with Diamodds, when a confufed 
Noife that was heard among the Croud, gave us 
new Attention : It was oceaiioned by a young 
Knight who aflt'd to enter the Lifts. But, O Hea- 
ven! how fatal was that Sight to me \ and what 
Tears ha« that Day coft me ! that amiable Stran- 
ger's Armour was Silver enamelled with Blue, with 
a large PJume of blue and white Feathers on his

thb tenfibfo Z^fHO/ier to ifat Grounds Evefy body 
ikid l»e deferred the Priftc ; and tke Jad^ ^ the 
Fiddi dtfirttig hiAi to dtfanoon^ led him to the 
Kmg*^ €cafi«id9 who ordered xnc to gife him my 
Pitert ) which he revived after fo ndble A Manncrt 
that he appeared more lettty iil my Eyes. 

The Tonffham^mt being thi» feadedi I rettf med 
with iht Qneciii my Mt>tMr» to the Palace $ wharo 
in the Etenmg, there wis a fine BalU at which all 
die Knights were vrefent bm Zfr^»/tir, who was d^ 
hmicd kf his Falli tllat he was ^rced te keep hit 
Sed for (everal Days, l^he Sti^Dger whom wc kecw 
aiftfarwards to be the Printe of Tunhf farnMned the 
Knight of die Sttn» becitife he always bore the. Ft- 

fert of that bright yght on his Shield till that 
^ay» v^as moft magniiiGeDtly drefs'd^ and drew on 
hiln the Eyes of the Aflembiy a fecond time 1 and 
as he appeared to us itk the I'oernament the God of 
War, in this fine Drefs we took him for the Ond of 
hare. My Heart, though artned with all the Pride 
I was Miibrfs of^ could cot reiift ib many Charmf » 
but was forced to yield Co this young Hero : My 
Eyes made the jame Impreffidn on his Soal ; for 
during the Ball he regarded nothing but me, And I 
knew with Pleafure, that the fame Flame kindled in 
his Breaft. 

Serefal Days had pafied aftet his Arrival, in 
which he never fpoke to me bat by tender Looks 
«nd Sighs ; till oile Afternoon, when none were by 
l»ttt my Women, he faid. * Madam, this Heart

' has found at Jail what it has fought : The Princefs 
' Zamea cannot have Rivals who dare difpute with

It is fo agreeable> replied], fmiling, to obtain the 
glorious Prize you offer, that you had no need ta 
fear being rejefted. * If I am fo happy* replied 

* Almanzon, as to have my Vows and Paffion re-* 

* ceived, I fwear, my Princefs, that never K nigh t 

* (hall love with more Conftancy, and that I will 

* employ every Moment of my Life, to Jhew my 

* Acknowledgment.' The not rejefting your Horn- 
age^ reply'd J, in a ferions Air, is not accepting 
your Love ; Princefies, like me, cannot receive a 
Knight, but who is preiented to them by thofe who 
have a Right of difpofing them ; yon muft merit 
their Choice, witlUiot expelling any more from me 
than a blind Obedience to their Commands. * 1 a(k 
' your Pardon, Ma<bim^ anfaoered Almanzon, for 

* explaining your Words too favourably ; 1 ought 
^ to have known, that fo charming a Confeflion 

* merited, at Icaft Years of PSin and Mifery/ Sir, 
aniwered I, (rifing to go. to the Queen, who had fent 
for me) to tell you to engage the King to bid mc 
receive you, it is fufficient to inform you I fhouid be 
glad of that Permiflion ; and if that is not enougli 
to make you happy, 'tis at leaft all lean do for you. 

I then was fo nigh the Queen's Apartment when 
I fpoke, that Alman%on could anfwer me but by 
a low Bow he made in letting go my Hand. I 
went into the Queen's Clofet, with fo great a Dif- 
order in my Face, that (he might have perceived 
it eafily, but that the News ihe had to tell me 
troubled her too much to obferve me. ' Zamea, 
< /aid Jhe^ the King, notwithftanding all I could 
« fay, orders me to prepare you to marry the Prince 

* of Maroc within eight Days : He has given his 

• Word» 
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• * Word, aod every thing is making ready to con* 
' /ammate that fatal Marriage.' Judge, generous 
Knight, that-if I feared this Marriage when I had 
no groands for my AvcrAon, how great my Defpair

/Almanzon worthy of my Tendernefi. I made my 
Grief no Secret to the Queen, my Motlier, who figh'd 
along with me, and told me (he could not prevail 
with my Father, but that I mud refolve to ob^y him.

After thefe cruel Words the 
JLing left me and the Queen, who ftaycd the reft 
of the Day to comfort me : In the Evening fte fent 

Srivately to the Prince Almanzon to know how he 
id, at the fame Time I fent hrm a Compliment. 
That Prince, charmed with the Queen's Good ncfe, 
writ to her, to beg leave to come to the Palace the 
Heart Day difguifed, fince his Wound was but fKght ; 
the Queen confented with the Defign to perfuade him 
to leave the Kingdom, for fear Zoroafter Ihould have 
Mm affaiUnated. 

Almanzon came at the Hour appointed ; \vc in^ 
formed him, (after a quarter of an Hour, which we 
^ent in complaining of our hard Fortune) than an 
tnchanter, a Friend of the Prince of Maroc^s had 
perfeftly healed his Wound? ; but that the King, 
fearing a fecond Duel, had fet a Guard upon hrm 
till he Ihould be married, which was to be within 
ihree Days.

The Princefs could not forbear crying at the 
Troubles her Mother had undergone on her Ac- 
ooont, but the Prince a/Turing her (hat fhe fhoold 
Ibon fee her dear Almanzon again, flie ftiounted her 
Horfe, dtid {«€ forwards. The Motion of Riding, 
hi Ehnedoru^i Arm bleeding afirelh, which ZatMa 
ilept with an Herb fiie appfy'dj and obliged him

refroach me for the little Care I had taken to 
revenge her Death. I wocdd have thrown myfelf 
at her Feet, and told her that the Oath I had 
made to puniib h«r Etieifiies, prevented my fol- 
lowing her, and that J had not negledln! One 
Momei^t to find them out ; b«t die enon i made 
to embi'ace her Knees« ttWaken'd me.' * This 
Dream ^ replfd the PriHcifu is '^^y myfterious ; 
Ahuxyda is not dead, but is, without difpute, in the 
fame PrUbn with my dear Prifiee.' < Ah \ Ma-

They went into a little 
wood behind the Houfe, and hafving fought out s 
fhady Place, the Prrntefi trnd Addenda fat down on ^ 
the Grafs, with Talmut at th^ir Feet, who began 
the Hiftory of Yas Matter's Life in thefe Words.

IfT O U know, without doubt. Madam, £iid7V- 
j[\ mutt t^at my Matter is the Son df the King of 
Granada,^ iiti^ his Quieen ErmenSna^ whole Beatkty 
and Virtue were the Delight bf the Court of (>rji- 
nmda* The Prince wa^ nanned Ehnedorta : and ftn^e, 
for his glorioiis Exploits, the Knight of the Fatal 
Sword. H? began to be known by that Name ma 
War the Kiiig his Fatlier made againft the Caftflian 
li^orsy where he performed A^s exceeding com m6ii 
Courage ; To tliit he was look'd upon as the-Authibt 
of that Peace thofd People weie forced to fue fori 
Aftier tTiis War hcafecd Leave of the King t6 
trav«r incognito tUi'ooghoiit Sfatn, which was ghtA 
Him ; but the Qi^en, wljo doated on him,.oppofcd 

it 
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it very much, becaufe a Magician her Friend, calPd 
Xamati had told her the Prince would run great 
Dangers in his Travels : But to fecure him, gave the 
Queen an inchantedRing of Ruby, cut in the Shape 
of an Heart. Which had the Power to deilroy all 
Enchantments when the point was turned upwards. 
The Queen feeing fhe could not difiuade her Son 
from going, gave him this Ring, and made him pro- 
mife to wear it always as the Magician had told 
her ; which Elmedorus promifed, and left Granada^ 
attended only by me. After having fpent a Year ia 
vifiting feveral Courts, we arrived at Ltan on a Day 
a great Horfe-Race was to be run, wherein the 
Princefs was to give the Prize ; which was a Sword 
fet with Rubies of great Value, which my Prince won 
with fo great an Addrefs, that he was admired by tlie 
whole Court, and afterwards went to receive it from 
tire Hands of the charming Alxayda^ ' If I had not 

* feen you. Madam, continued T^XmxxX.^ I fhould fay 

* that the Princefs of Leon was the moft beautiful 

* Lady in all 8pain ; never was more Majelly ac- 

* companied with more Sweetncfs of Temper : Her

* fo fine and lovely that nothing could exceed it but 

* her brilliant Eyes ; in fhort, her whole Perfon 

* abounded in Charms.' 

Elmedorus^ ravifli'd with fo much Beauty, was lofl 
in Thought; and if the King to whom he had told 
his. Name, had not juil then made him a Compli- 
ment, to which he was obliged to reply, it would 
have been fome Time before he would have got out 
of that plcafing Trance. When the Races were 
over, the King returned to the Palace, and having 
forced my Prince to accept of an Apartment, he 
w^nt and changed his Habit, and returned to pafs 
the Evenii)^ with the Queen, and had the Happi- 
sefs of talking about two Hours with the Princefs. 
But what new Charms did he difcoverin that Con- 
verfation ! her Wit farpafs'd her Beauty, and .^ 

Sweetnefs, 
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Sweetnds, attended with a ilrid Modefty, reigned 
in all her Adionsy the which, though it infpired 
liixn with Loye, yet would not allow him to com- 
plain. Elmedgrns was but too fenfible of his tyrant* 
nick Power, and retired to his Apartment, the moft 
in Love that Man could be : Every Day after ftreng- 
then'd hisChainSy and rendered them as invincible 
as tiioie of Death. 

, At the fame Time I became acquainted with a 
young Maid of the Princefs's Retinue, named ^an- 
cheat for whom I had fome Eilecm, and was inform- 
ed by her, that that admirable Princefs conceived 
an inclination towards my Mailer, which (be op- 
posed in vain ; and notwithftanding her fevere Vir- 
tae, ihe was not difpleafed to fee the Conqucft her 
£yes had made, but concealed her Sentiments fo 
well, that Ehnedorust perceiving no more than a 
bare Civility, doubted whether ihe knew how 
much he adored her. Sometimes he would fay 
ibftly, and looking full upon her, ^ Divine Akcayim^ 
' is it poffible that my Sighs and Ian guiihing Looks

dy to declare his I^vc ; but his Refped, and the 
Fear of being baoifh'd that lovely Princefs's Pre- 
tence, prevented him. At this Time the Prince of 
yljfurias declared War again ft the King of Leon, who, 
that he might not be furprized by his Enemy, ai^ 
iembled his Troops, put himfelf atthe Head of them, 
and march'd with EimedoruSf who would accompany 
him to the Frontiers. My Prince could not take his 
Leave of the Princefs, but in the Queen's Prefence, 
where (he was afraid (he (hould not be Miftre(& 
enough of herfelf to hide her Grief at his going to 
a War, which it was thought by all Perfons, would

We wcfit fome Time before We coald hdv« 
an Of>portunity of coming to a general Engage- 
ment, till the Prince, whofe Army was lalger tJkan 
oursy preiented one. Both Atinies fboght wit^ equal 
Coarage and Condud, and Viflory feem^d to d<^ 
ckre for our Enemies ; Vi^hen shy PHuce ohangdd the 
Scene xA the Battle by killing the Prince of Jfturi" 
Mt whdfe Trt>op8> ihfl^ad of revenging his Deaths 
ttokght oilly of Flighty and left as the Field of 
Battle. 

This Vi6bory pvit an End to the Campaign, the 
Enemy retired to their Frontiers, and the King, af- 
ter giving my Mailer a fehoafand Thanks, returned 
to Li9n^ The Qaeen and Princefs came to meet 
US ) the Roads were crowded with People, who faid 
*H3tjd, That th« only Way to fee thfe King of Utf/t 
Mafter of great part 6f Spain^ ^as to marry (he 
P/lncB ofOrMada with the Pi-incefe Ahutyda. El- 
mdbms, finding th6 Occafion favourable to (^eak 
of hh Love, went up to Alxaydti^i Charibtj with 
whom there «vfcs none but Saiieheaj and feld to her,

King and Queea/ * I haye no Reafon to believe 
they will refufe me it, aij/wer\i the Prince ; but as 
I cannot doubt, Madam, but I have the Misfortune 
to difpleafe you, 1 fliall punilh this rafh Heart, 
which harbours a guilty Flame too much, (ince it ia 
difown'd by the Lady who firft gave it Birth.' 
The King, who then came up to Alsuiyda^i Chariot^ 
prertnted her making Elmeairus any Reply ; bat 
whatever Conftraint fhe put herfelf under to conceal 
the Regard ibe bad for him, (he mad^ him a Sign 
to retire, with To iweet and obliging a Look, that 
be forgot all .the fevere Things fhefaid beibre. From 
that Day EimeJbrus began to hope, and redoubled 
his Cares and Love with To much Kefpedl and Ten- 
dernefs, that the beautiful jHuutyi/a declared Qst 
Ihould not oppofe his Pailion, if the King her Father 
approved it. 

Ac that Time, Madam, continued the Squire, the 
iPrmce of Maroc^s Challenge was brought to Court, 
and my Miiler alk'd the King and Pfincefs's Confent 
to go to maintain her Charms. ^Izrryrl^ refofcd him 
wijh a Modefty which render'd her more defei'ving cf 
ti»e Care Elmedorus would take to gain the Victorr 
for her ; b«t the King, who loved her tenderly, and 
who was pieafeJ to find that the Prince of Granada 
had an Inclination for his Daughter, gaVe him leave, 
to go and call himfelf her Knight, and obliged tbo 
Princefs to give him a Scarf (he v/ore that Day, ta 
hang the Sword on he won at the Horfe Races^ 
The Prmcefs obey'd with fo obliging a Btufh, that 
my Prince never difputed but that with theie Marks 
of his Happinefs, he ftould overcome Zwoofter^ and 
aU the Knights in the World \ and taking his L^ave 
of the King, Queen, and Jitza^^da^ fet forward on 
kis Journey to Ftz, 

We 
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We travelled feveral Days without any Adven-' 
ture befalling us, till we came to the Sea-fide,* 
Whichf we were to crofs to Africh^ where we went 
on board a VefTel, that we found there juft go- 
ing off J but, Msdam, we were no fooner out at 
Sea, but a Hidden fleepinefs feiz*d us that we could 
not refld. When we awaken'd we found ourfdves 
iji a magnificent Palace, built on an Ifland in the 
Atlantick Ocean. All that could be defined to make 
st Place agreeable, was found here, whether for the 
Noblenefs of the Buildings, the Richnefff of the Fur- 
niture, or the Beauty of the Garc'cns, and fine Foun- 
tains and Canals. The Woods about abounded with 
Arbours of Jefiamin, and fine Walks of Orange and 
Foniegranate-Trees, where the Birds, by their fweet 
harmonious Concertl^^ ravifh'd the Scnfca ; in fliort 
a perpetual Spring rcign'd in this heavenly Abode. 
Hmfdoriis was very much furprized to find hiaifelf 
in fo beautiful a Palace, and while he was refieding 
how he came there, he faw a beautiful Lady enter, 
follovv'd by a great many lovely Nymphs. * Elme' 
dorusj /aid the Lady to him^ the Gods, to whom 
the Lives of Hei^^ arc always dear, informed me: 
that the Tournafi^Jfc at Fez would be fatal to 
you ; therefore W iiot difpleafed with me for prc». 
venting your going to a Place fo fatsl to yoar 
Lffe. Wo Lady can difpute with Alz^jdn the Priz^ 
of Beauty ; and Zoroafier^s Chfillenge cannot affe<5l 
her Charins. As foon as the Time of this danger- 
ous Diverfion is pafs'd, the fame Vellcl that 
brought you hither, ihail carry you a much (horter 
Way to- the charming Princefs of Leon, if nothing 
here can detain you.' ' Nothingcan keep me front 
my Princefs, interrupted the. Prince in a Pajjiany 
and tho' I fee here all that is mod perfed in Na- 
ture, I (liouki have been better pleafed, if the 
Gods would have permitted me to have died fight- 
ing for, and maintaining the Charms of the divine 
M^(tyda% ti^an to languifh out my Days at thi* 

* Diftance. 
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^ Diftance from her bright Eyes/ • Well, /aid fhe 
Lady^ prefenting him per Hand to lead him into the 
Garden^ Time will perhaps, make jou change 
* your Mind.' 

After two Or three Turns in the Flower Garden, 
-where there were very beautiful Statues, fhe pro- 
.pofed to him to run with one of her Nymphs in a 
Jong Ailej.of Orange Trees ; telh'ng him that all 
the Knights whom Fortune brought thirhc, wtic 
obliged to try their Swiftnefs with Liriopa, which 
was the Name of the Nymph. Elmedorus^ unv/illing 
to be the firft that (hould break through that Cul- 
tom, tho' he knew not the Myftery of it, fet out at 
the fame Time with that Nymph, and was at the 
JEnd of the Alley above twenty Yards before her ; 
Lut found himfelf fodry with that Exercife, that he 
xirank plentifully at a Fountain that flood at the 
End of the Race, tho' the Water was of a blackifli 
Colour, and difagreeable Tafte He had no fooner 
fwallow'd the Water, but he thought of never leav- 
ing this Place : Jiizayda was blotted out of his 
Heart, and his Paffioa decrealing, when void of 
the Remembrance of the Perfon, he believed the 
Fairy Deftderia . to be the Objefl j and approaching 
her, received the Compliments .fhe made him for 
vanquishing Liriopa with fo tender an Air, that the 
Fairy applauded herfelf in her Succeli. When it was 
Night, we return'd to the Palace, where we had a 
delicious Supper, and after it a charming Concert of 
Mufick» which concluded the Evening. Then the 
Prince retired to his Apartment, where Tie flept all the 
Nighty wi^out thinking of the beautiful Aizayda. 

I have been ijnce informed, that the inchanted 
Pountain, which made fuch a prodigious Change 
m Elmedorusy took its rife from the River Styx ; and 
that the Fairy, . by an extraordjnary Charm, had 
added to its natural Virfue that of rend'ring herfelf 
the Objed of the Knight's Love. If was told, more- 
over, by one of the Nymphs, that Defideria palling 
on^eTiay through Leon^ to gather feme Herbs on the 

Moun. 
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Mountains which furrounded that Kingdom, an<j 
feeing the Prince of Granada y flie conceived a vio- 
lent Paffion for him, and refolved to get him to her 
Ifland ; that the Opportunity of the Tournament 
feem*d favourable to her ; and that ihe laid that 
fatal Veflel on the Coaft which brought us to her 
Palace. The Prince, charmed with the Bounties oi 
the Fairies, paiTed his Time very happily : He could 
wiiH for notbmg but he had it; and the Fairy amufed 
him agreeably by a thoufand new Diverfions : Some- 
times thefe two Lovers, accompanied by Nymphs 
finely drefs'd, were drawn in Chariots of Ebony by 
white Unicorns to the Sea-tide, where the Fi(h, in 
Obedience to the Inchantments of Deftderia^ hung 
themfelves on the Hooks which the Prmce threw 
<iut for them ; fometimes on Horfes as fwift as on 
Deer, they hunted the moft favage Beafts, which 
could not avoid the fatal Darts which Etmedorus 
threw at them, but fell before him ; and fbmetime«» 
yielding to fofter Plealures, they diverted themfefves 
m feeing the Shepherds and ShepherdefTes dancing on 
the flowery Meads , but more often pleafcd them- 
felves in tender Converfations, without WitnefTes to 
their Loves, andpalTed whole Days in the moft dark 
and (hady Farts of the Wood, ^hcre they could be 
the inoft retired. 

One Day when the Prince, impatient to fee his 
beautiful Fairy, whom he could not find in her 
Apartment, was looking for her in a Grove of Myr- 
tles, where (he often went, he was accofted by a Man 
of a majeflick Frelence, who imprinting on his Mind 
Refpeft and Fear, faidto him, • What doft thoa 
^ here, unhappy Elmedorus ? Thou langaiihcft in a 

* fo ft Idlene^, while the cruel Afmonadus, having 

* conquered the Kingdom of £fe«, keeps the Prin- 

* cefs a Prifbner. Doft not thou tenfcmoer thy Love 

* which, thou haft fwqrn to the divine Altayda ? 

* See if the Faiiy has any Thing that comes nigh her 

* Beauty :' 
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* Beautf :' Jnd fiyinz theft Wwrds^ gm^e him bfr 
FiQure. Ehied^rus ^Sitmtd at thefe Reproachet^ 
and ftruck with thoTe Features which he had fo long 
&d«Md» reniain'd for fome Time diflraAed. ' Throw 

* oflPthis Inchantment which makes thee a Slaye^ 

* continued the Stranger i why haft- thou fbr^t t6 
^ make uCbof the Ring, whkh the Qveen thj Mo^

ElmedoruSi coming to htmfelf at this Diicourfe-of 
the Inchanter Zamat^ looked on his Finger, and Ikw 
that his Ring was turned with the I'oint down- 
wards ; and K>llowttt^ the Advice of this wife Ma- 
gician, found himlelt to be the fame as when he 
was at Leon, He bhifhed with Ragjeand Anger fbr 
the 1 ime he had wafted with the Fairy Defideria ; 
and being about to aik 'Lamat how he fhould get out 
of that Iftand, could not Hnd him. In hafte to 
go apd delirer the Princefs, he ran to the Palace, 
tind ordered me to get the Horles ready. Juft as ^vre 
were going, Ac Fairy, inform'd of his Intent, came 
to ftop him; but without being moved by her 
Words or Tears, we \th her Palace, and the in- 
chanted Ifle. We found a Veflel in the Port ready 
to fail> andfoott reached the Continent i^in, when 
XDounting our Hocfes we purfo'd our Journey. One 
Morning as we were coming out of a thick FbreftI, 
we faw a Knight arm'd Cap-a-pee, mounted on a 
ftatcly Courfer, who came and accoftcd my 
Prince. * Elmedorust faxdhe^ I am the Knight, the

In fajing 
thefe Words he turned his Horfe half about, and at- 
tacked the Knight with a furprizing Valour : The^ 
fought both defperately ; and the Prince feeing that 
he. billed, redoubled his Fury, and tV^w his Enemy 
ttp the Grounds and fet(ing his Foo{ upon his Throat, 
faid to hiin, ' Thou mull own that thy Inciiantr 

* ments would have been of more Service to thee 

* than thy Svirord.** * I cpnfefs, faU the Knight, that 

* my Life is in your Power.' * Rife then, /aid El- 

* medorus, I give it thee, to acquit my^oii of what 

* To we to Deftderia i' and helping him to get up 
^nd mount his Horfe, left him full of Shame and 
Rage. In the mean Time we were forced toftoj) at the 
firft Houfe we could come at to frop the bleeding of 
my Prince's Wounds ; and putting him to Bed, nor- 
withftanding his extreme Deliie to fee his Princefs, I 
went for a Surgeon, who told me that his Wounds 
were very dangerous. I declare, Madam, that at 
this News I was fenlibly concerned ; but the Gods, 
wbo referved this unhappy Prince for greater AfHicT 
tions, fent us a Succour which I could not exped ; 
for while the Surgeon was probing the Wounds, tlie 
Mailer of the Cottage, where we had taken up our 
Quarters, came in, and feeing the Wounds, went 
out and returned prefently with his Hands full of 
Herbs, which he bruifed, and dipping Compreffes in 
the Juice, apply^d them, ^id afTured my Matter he 
ihould be perfedly cured in two Days. My Prince 
found his Holl's V/ords to be I'ery true | and after 
having recompcns'd him for his Charity, let forward 
for Leon j and in our Way we were informed by a 
Perfon wliom we met, of all the Changes that had 
happened during our Abfence. . . 

•How that JjmQdanusyF^nQC o^, E/iremadufa^ 9, 
cruel ; and >vicj:ed Magician, falling in Love with 
thp"' Princefs, .and b^ing refufed by the good King 
i^r Father, t9: reve^nge himf«lf, laid. Siege to Leo n^ 
which he found defenceiefs, and made himfelf 
-■"... Maflef 
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Mailer of it, and pat the King and Queen to 
Death. That he kept the Princefs a Priibner in 
the Palace, and by his feeding Rcfpedt and Pre* 
ients, endeavoured to make her forget his C;imcs ; 
bat that generoos Princefs, defpiiing his Love 
as much as his Hatred, fpent her Days in Sorrow 
and Afflii^on ; and that for the lad Fortnight fhe 
had been very ill. This melancholy News had a 
terrible ££Fe& on the Heart of Elmcdorus^ who fell 
into a Swoon. His Wounds broke opsn again, and 
were attended with a violent Fever, which brought 
him almoil to Death's Door. His Uneafincfs for the 
Misfortunes of the Princefs, made him fend me 
diredly away to Leon. I found the Palace all in 
Confuiion, no Gentries at the Gates ; and went in- 
to Alsu^deL% Apartment without Hindrance : But 
when I came into her own Chamber, O Heavens f 
what a Sight did I behold ?

* not the News of the Princefs's Illnefs put him

* Houfe of Leon ! The Princefs, continued that Maid^ 

* had Courage enough to refifl all the Cruelties of

file open'd her B^ytz^ and turning them towards jbc» 
i^mod as if /be wanted to know who I vas. * I 

* an, MadAm, €§KtiMUiJI, Talmiit,whoiathe Prince 

* of Granada has ftnt to let yoo know how mach 
^ he can atfiire you of his refpedfnl PaiTioo.' * 7k/- 
' mut^ fiddfixy I have no Share in this Life ; but 
' tell yovr Mafter, that as I die for him, IwOaid 

* have hiai live to reve<ige me*' And in finiihing 
thefe Words, which I could but jufi near, ihe ^sii 
into her former Lethargy ; and Jfvmmadm comiii^ 
in, I retired : But I Was no iboner upon the Stair • 
caie, but 1 heard a Cry, The Princf^fs itdead. With 
Grief I returned to the Prince, and not daring to 
Irthim know the Truth, I told him that j/Zz^^l*^ 
was better ; but he feeing in my iFace thr Marks of 
the Tears which I had ihed, no longer donbti^ of 
his Misfortune. 

All that Rage eould infpire and invent, this mi- 
fef able Prince &id and did ; and if I had not tdld 
him the Commands of that dying Prinoefs, he 
would not have furvived her IXeath a Moment.

andus w|i&. ' I could learn nothings >h9at'that the 
Tynaat had^ai«ii<ihiCorpiealottgwi*.biws whkh'

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5a»rA#tf could not be perfuaded to leave, and that the 
Palace was fKut ap. I thought it to no purpofe to 
make any further Enquiry, but returned to tell mv 
Mafler that Jfincnadus was gone from Leon ; whtcV 
iticreaied that onhappy Prince's Grief the more. 
Howcref, refolved to find him out, we fet forward 
for EJtnma^tr^t believing that for fear of the Peo- 
ple's fifing at the Sight of the Princefs's Body, he 
^tts gone cobttfy her in his own Dominions : But 
there we eouki not iind him. Since then, the un- 
fortunate Elmtdorus has travelled thro' all Spain to 
find kis Enemy, and for this Year has pafs'd his 
Nigbts in the Forells, ^nd his Days in Places where 
Jie M^ed to fetisfy his Revenge.

frain.' * idnAum,rep{yd the Prince, Ilhould tell you 
liiirt^ke Coinpafliohof fo great a Princefs asyour- 
JHf foftcnsthem ; but, amiable Zamea, mine are 
of Cuch a Nature, as to admit of no Comfort but 
^Tpm Death*' • I hope for an happier End, a/t- 
/tver*d the Princefs vf Fez, fined have heard your 
ffiftory, and doubt not but the admirable Ai^ajda 
is yet living. Afmonadus knowing of your Return, 
^md fearing your Prcfence, certainly took the 
Princefs of Letn away in that Swoon, which made 
yoar Squire bdicve /he was dead ; and to .conceal

Whatever Reak>n I may have to be angry that I 
am known, replfdthe Prince/s of the Canaries, I 
have no caufe to be difplcafcd at the happy Op- 
portunity of mingling Tears with (o illuftrious a 
Perfbn, which may contribute to affuage my great 
Affliftions. But the Misfortune you heard mc 
complain of, is certainly fo injurious, that nothing 
but the Death of him who was the Cauie of it can 
make an Atonement.* ' The Death of an Enemy 
who once was fo dear to us, rt///'w;frVZamea, and 
who ibmetimes remains fo, tho' we don't think it, 
is not always a certain Remedy. But, my Princefs, 
continued Jbiy it is not now a proper time to difpute 
about your Revenge : Some Days Acquaintance 
may gain mc more of your Friendfhip, and then 
I may convince you. Let us think now of a lit- 
tle Refrefliment, after your Fatigues, in a fmall 
Habitation, where the Wounds of a great Prince 
keep me fome Days.'

The Surgeon 
coming to drefs the Princess Wounds, the Princef- 
fes retired to their own Chamher* where their 
charming Converfation cultivated an extraordinary 
Love and Friendfhip. The Princefs Xamea having 
obliged the Princefs of the Canaries to promiie not 
to go without her, fince they were both to go to 
Granada, defired her the next Day to inform her of 
w/Zz/jBor's Infidelities ; which the lovely Princefs of 
the Canaries did in thefe Words.

my Infaacy, my Father committed the Government 
of my £)omiiuoDs to the Prince of the Summer-ijlands^ 
who was a prudent Prince, and very fit to govern 
£q headftrong a People as my Subjeas. But Love, 
unhappily for me, made him think that (he greateft 
9f all Bleflings Was to be beloved by me. The 
Princefs ZaniillavLkd all her Power with me, and re* 
prefemed continually, that a Scepter was too weigh* 
tjl for me to hold ; and that the Castarians, ufed to 
the Governmeat of Zemms, which was his Name, 
would be pleafed to fee my Crown upon his Head. 
All her Arguments were of no Force with me ; I 
could not like Zemorus, and the Reputation he had 
of being a great Sorcerer, gave me fuch an Aver-

myfelf; for I faw noWoman that attrafted myEyes.* 
The Reafon is, Madam, reply d the bold Alinzor, 
you faw not yourfelf, fince you knew not your- 
felf in that beautiful Pcrfon, whofe tyrannick 
Power I feel' * SiT./aid lywuiih afertous Air^ the 
Cultoms of your Country art undoubtedly different 
from thofe of mine ; for I cannot believe that fo- 
accompliihcd a Knight woold otherwife be want- 
ing in the Refpeft that is due to my Sex and 
Rank.' * If theLawsof fome Nations admit of Si- 
lence near the adorableObjeft of their Paffion, re^ 
plyd Alinzor. I muft confefs the NumidianSf whofe 
Sovereign J am, are of fo violent and paffiotiate a 
Nature, that—' * Say alfo, and fo incopftant, re- 
ply d ly ■ laughing* * Indeed,' fii'id Alikizor, that 
horrible Crimfcis laid to our Charge rBist, charnw 
ing Stranger, your Eyes can give no Chains but 
what are lafting ; therefore you need not fear this 
fable Hue of my Country.' ' I am more afraid of 
your Maxim's, replfdl \ and for the fhort time 
that we are together, let us forget them, I bcfeech 
you, for 1 have no mind to change Law* with you,

I 
own. Madam, J fhoold'*have been very forry if he 
had obey'd me, and that I was very well pleafed to 
find him at my Chariot-Door, when I came to alight. 
I made him fome Reproaches; but th6y were fo faint- 
ly fpoken, as to be no Hindrance to his leading me 
into my Apartment; where growing bolder, I fur- 
vey*d all his Charms. If, fair Princefs, you knew 
that lovely Traytor, you would excufc fo odd a 
Condudl in one of my A^ : And iffparkling black 
Eyes, finely cut, and fnll.of Fire, a majeftick Fore- 
head, a Mouth of white Teeth fet within ruby Lips, 

a delicate

* I luould not let himy you have created a Paffion 

* which (hall never be fubjedt to Death: My Flame 

* is as immortal as the Beauty is that gave it Birth, 

* and fhall burp for ever. Bat that it may live with 

* Pleafure, you muft not, charming Zahnayday be 

* angry that you gave it Being.' * Wejlj faid /,

* ^//Viw faithful, I will grant you your Requeft : But 

* take care, Alinxory left I experience before Soh-ftf

^•' Alinzor {wort athoufand tiitotsthatnothh^flioold 
cter make him change his Sentiments; and truftifig 
to Oaths as ihconftant as his Nutrndian S^nds, let 
him know all the Tendernefs I had for him before 
we arrived at the Port where we were to part ; for I 
would not permit him to go along with me to the 
Canaries, for fear the Prince! TiaWtilla (hoald hot a|>« 
prove of my Condiidi. But unable to be l6lig fepa* 
rated from him^ I bid him conie to oisf liland t^ 
Day wfc celebrated the Feaft of the Sun. AUritbr rt* 
ceived this Command with Grief; for when he had 
led me dn board my VefTel, I faw him turn about to 
hide his Tears; and when ivfewere (filing out of the 
Harbour, T faw him with his Hands lifted i>p to 
Heaven fall into his Squire's Arms. Such Marks of 
his Love fully perfuaded mc that the Prince of iViv>- 
Mtdia was only worthy of myTehderheft; and pbf* 
fefs'd With this Paffion, I ^rriv^d at tlte Caftdrihs^ 
hiuch cbahjged from what I w^s when I left tb^tti. 
The PrinCcfstoy Aunt,ai»d Zir/ror»/, cam^ t6 receive 
me with a tender and obliging Zeal, which I iln- 
fwer*d only by brokeil Wdr<b and Sigh's > Zaniilla 
took no notice, or did not obferve me ; bu% Xenorus 
by his Science knew that hd had a Riv^al beloved;

I paifed mbft of my Time with Pbeni/a in 
reckoning how long it would be to the Feaft of the 
Stin, and in inventing fuch DrefTes as might fet off 
that fmall Stock of Beauty the Gods had left me 
'with. Atid it may not. Madam, continued Xalmay^ 
day 'hfediipleafing to be informed of the Cuftom of 
thisFeM. On the firft Day of the'Summer the Ladies, 
all richly dtefs'd, place thcmfelves on Scaffolds 
creded for that Purpoic along a large Walk of 

Orange- 
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Orange-Trees that leads to the Temple gf the San, 
where there Is a Statue adorn'd iR'ith Jewels placed 
on ah Altar pf White MarUle. At thcQatqof the 
Temple there fta,Bd$ a woriderfri Tree, theZ*e^vo«^ 
of which produce continually a gentle and M;rec- 
able Dew, which dropping iniogreat VcflcIsotPor* 
phyry, fcrvc* to water all the Lands and Gardens, 
and makes amends, after a wonderful Man,ner, for 
the Cruelty of Kature, which refufes usthoTe gcn> 
tie Showers the reft of the World enjoy. This Fcaft 
is made to obtain this neceffary tiqnpjr ; and tha^ 
Year the Lot fell upon me to preftnt the Offering ; 
when, pleafed with the Tho^gh^s of appearing that 
Day in fb e:KCraordinary 9 I?ref«, I negleded no- 
thing that could give al«VJftrc to my natural Charms, 
As foon as it wa^ Day, { came from my Palace, 
reprefenting the Goddefg Fiera \n sl Chariot a- 
dorn'd with F^ftoojjs of. Flowers, and drawn by fix 
white Hprfts. My Habit was a Silver Qauf#,work'4 
full of all Sorts of Flowers in the mpft natural and 
liirely Colours.; my Breaft was ixiok full of Jefl'a- 
mine and Rofes, and my Hair platted with Lilliei 
and Orange- Flowers. On my Head I had a Crown 
of Pomegranates and Tubero&s^ and behind me there 
hung down a Veil ot the fun? with my Habit, and 
faftcn'd at the Bott6m to the Left SJrfe^fipy Gown; 
ancf in ray Hands I carried a BaH^et of Flowers, 
The Auendants of theGodde^ I JiefM'ofented fol- 
io w'd me,- and Ppmona and /V/m^hv^ fi«rrried noble 
Baflaets of the iineil Fruits in SeaioA* In this Order, 
accompanied with Bands of fine M-yiic cloath'd gal- 
lantly like Shepherds we arrived at the facredTree, 
where I alighted ojut of my Qh^i^^^* ^^^ laying my 
Nofegay upon an Altar bujilt i'&r tWt Purpofe, left 
it to be refrefli'd b^y that .divine W^er^Fomfift^ a,nd 
Vfirtumnus d<»ag the fa^ie. Tiheo. ^^ip^ up our 
Baikets again^ we .went into the Tifmpite, wh^re 
we m^de aSacrifice; of piir Flower » and Fruits upon 
a little Altar of Cryftal fet in Grold, by fetwng 
£re tp the locenfe whi^ 1^40 npop a jP.iJie ^ fweec* 

fce\v\.t4 
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fcented Woods, which perfumed the Temple with a 
ravifhing odour. Daring this Ceremony an Hymn 
was fung.to the Sun, to accept our Vows and Of- 
fetlngs, and to continue that heavenly Dew. After 
this we returned back in the fame Order we came; 
but not without my obferving whether the Prince 
of Numidia was there. I was very uneafy not to 
find him there; but thought to fei^him at a Tour- 
nament Zenorui made upon my Account. I waited 
wirh Impatience for the Hour when this Diverfion 
was to begin, and I believe, made all the Ladies 
angry, for keeping them fo long on the Scaffolds 
before t3ie Lifts were open'd. At 1 aft the. Judges 
©f the Field having open'd the Rail, 1 faw a Knight 
enter, who, by his Shape and Air, feem'd very like 
the falfe AUn%or ; and I never doubted but that it 
was him, when I faw him Vidlor. I made myfclf 
ready to give him a Scarf of Blue and Gold, which 
i. had worn that Day with all the Pleafure imagi- 
n ible : Bcitwhen he kneePd before me, and lifted 
up his Vizor, and! found it was not v///»zffr, I had 
fcarce Strength enough to give him the Prize. I 
returned to my Palace, inaviglcnt Rage and PafTion. 
Pheni/a endeavoured to make me think that the 
Prince of NumUia was not fo guilty as I believed, 
•but that fome important Affair had detained Jiim 
a^cainft his Will. 

The Princefs Zanttlla was furprized at my Gri«f, 
and could not imagine what troubled me ; but Zeno* 
rus, knowing that he never fhould be able todifpofe 
me to marry him, fo long as I lov'd AlirtTior, endea-^f 
voured to engage me to make him the Confidant of 
my PaiHon. * Madam,^rVMf to me one Dajy if 1 faW 

* that my Rival was deferving of your Love, I 

* fhould forbear my Remonftra'nces : But to fuffef 

* the moft beautiful Perfon in th^ World to figh for 
< a falfe Prince, who not content with forgetting 

* the Princefs Jie has adoredi prefers another (not 

* Miftrefs of half her Charms) before her ; is — -' 

* Ah I ZenoruSf cry*d- h ^witijottf gMng him time to 

metkg 
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* Tftake an end of^what be ^was going to fay ^ if you can 
< make me feniible that the Prince of Numidia is 
' inconllant, I promife you to hate him as much 

* as I love him.' * It (hall be your own Fault, Ma- 

* dam, answer* d Zcnorus, if thofe bright Eyes of 

* yours fee him not this Day at the feet of one of 

* the Beauties of his Court.' You mary believe, my 
Priucefs, continued Zalmayday that I could not re- 
fafe an Ofier ib agreeable to my Jealoafy. As ibon 
as it was Night, the Prince of the Summer-ijlandt 
took me and Pbeni/a with him in his Chapot, drawn 
l3y flying Dragons, who cutting the Air, with a fur- 
prizing Swiftnefs, alighted in the Gardens of Jlh' 
xor^s Palace, which were lighted by vaft Numbers of 
Lamps ; where Mnxor, regardlefs of a fine Concert 
of Muiick that was playing, was laid at the Feet of 
a young Numtdiany who in my Eyes feem'd to have 
nothing engaging in herPeribn. Struck at this Sight, 
I would have caiPd out to him ; but Zenorus would 
not give mc Time ; the Chariot flew away, and all I 
could do, was to drop my Figure as nigh the falfe' 
Prince o\ Numidia as 1 poflibly could. 

As foon as we got to the Canaries again, I (hut up 
myfelf and Phentfa in my Clofet, and fpent all that 
Night in complaining of ^//me^r. This Piece of Ser- 
vice that the Prince of the ^jimmer-ijlands had done 
me, contributed in no wile tp^his Happinefs ; on 
the contrary, all that Hatred which I (hould have 
entertain'd for Alinzor ^ fell to his Share. • 'Tis you, 

* /aid 1 to him one Day, who have been the Caufe of 

* all my Sorrows : Had I been ignorant of my Mis- 

* fortunes, I fliouldhave beenlefs unhappy. ' Zenorus 
made no Anfwerto thefe Reproaches but by Sighs, 
and endeavoured by his Complaifance all that he 
could imagine tojpleafe me. One Evening, aftef 
having fpent the Day in- my Complaints, I took ^ 
Walk in my Gardens -follow'd only by Phenifai who 
was the only Perfbn whofe Company I could bear. 
At the turning of an Alley I faw a Man laid on the 
Grafs, and looking on a Pi^iire he held ia his Hand 
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with great Attention ; but the little CurioHty I h^ 
for any Thing but what regarded my Paflion, made 
me to take no Notice of him, but to turn another 
way. The Noife we made by our walking, rouz'd 
this Stranger, who feeing me, ran after me crying 
out.* * Whither do you fly, viy Princefs ?' This 
Voice fo dear to me, and which I knew io well, 
made me turn my Head about, when I faw Alinzor 
throw himfelf at my Feet, who held me a lonc^ 
'j^ime before I could get from him. ' My dear Zt^ 
' may da, /aid he^ \ zxs^ then permitted to fee you 

* again, and the Gods at laft have been moved by 

• my Tears.* 

All the Love he /hew'd in his Adions and DiT* 
courfe feem*d to me to agree fo little with what 1 
had feen of his Inconftancy, that 1 could not reco- 
ver my Surprize. But at laft, being perfaaded that 
the perfidious Wretch came again to deceive me 
the more, I iaid to him. ' What can bring you 
here I Can you believe that I am ignorant of all 
your Infidelities; and that i am ftill fo weak as 
to afford you any Marks of a Tendernefs you are 
ib ill deferving of? No, jUinz^r^ my Heart can- 
not foe the Prize of io bafe a Return, which is 
owing to the PiiStnre which I let fall, to put you 
in mind of what you have loft. Go, and leave 
me to forget you, and come not with that Cruelty 
ib unworthy of a Knight tocnppofe my eternal Qui- 
et.* ' If I was not afraid of being interrupted ia 
what I am going to fay, reply* d Alinzor^ I woold j af« 
tify myfelf fo clearly, that you ihould rather pity 
than accttfe me. Bu^, too ungrateful Princefs, you 
do all this to make me foi^get how much you 
prefer the Prince of the Summer'lJUnds before me; 
which is what you caiiAot deny : And if you wiU 
give me an tour's Audience in your Cloiet, I 
will fliew yo^ that fatal Order which did forbid 
my comifig to the Feait of the San,' * You tell me 
Things fo remote from Truth, reply^d /, Uavtng 
bim^ hecattfe. Ifaw Zan^k 0ml Zeooms tomng /#• 

* *wards 
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' vHtriis me ; bot to oblige yoa to confefs your Le- 

* nty, I give my Conient that Phemja condors yoa 
' into ny Apairtment wliea every body's retired : 

* fint be gotte Irooi me preftntly, and be not feen.* 
And after tbefe Wordi 1 we&t to meet my Aunt, 
but in fo g^esk a Diforder, that flie might have ea- 
fily obferved it. 

The Impatience to fee whether my faithlefs Aliu' 
mtr Ivoald make good what he told me, caufed me 
CO retire iboner than ordinary. The Sight of him 
badfoenHven'd the Vivacity of my Sentiments, that 
I believed ib actomj^iihed a Printe could not be 
inoonftant, tfao' I had ieen it with my owa £ye< : 
And to feeond my idipatiencet fent Phenifii to the 
Place I bid him come to, where (he waited the 
greateft part of the Night in vain; and being nnable 
to ftay any longer, retum'd to let me know my Mif- 
fortune. But^ Heavens ! what a Condition was I 
in, when I faw her come in alone, and (he told me 
lie came not to the Rendezvous. Love H^ge, and 
Jealoufy, attacking me all at di^ fame Time, threw 
me into a Swoon ; which was attended afterwandt 
by fb violent a Fever, that I became delirious, and 
talk'd to all that came near ^^y ^ ^^ t^^y had been 
the periidioas Prince o^ NumUik. ZmnniT^ in de* 
(pair for my illnefs and in fear for my Lifb, gave 
me fo excellent a drink; that it ftot only cured xny 
Fever, but calmed the Tidnfport of my Mihdi and 
I was capable, tbo' I was always gritv^d at the In* 
fidelity of Ali»zory^D refoive to ftrxve to forg^ him. 
Tjaiailla advifed me not to vadue fo £ckle a Lover ; 
and willingto haften the dfiablifhment of my Health 
by change of Air,perfnaded me to go for fome Time 
to the ^umniet'-iftanrii ; to which 1 at laft confcnted. 
2i$kotui ptea&d to fee me in a Country where 
be was Soveneigm^ onade magnificent Entertain* 
ments evtry Day to div)ert me. fivery Thing he did 
ieem'd to befpeak hrb Love and Conilaticy ; and lio 
Lover ever 'knewbetter how to make ttie of what* 
ever 'ini|;ht wake hifm be beloved : But all hid £a* 
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deavours could not force the ungrateful Alinzot 
from my Heart. Indeed, when my Grief render'd my 
.Reafon flronger, I was fometimes capable of wifh- 
ingl might be fenfible for the Prince of the 5«iw«»tfr- 
IJles ; but that was all I could do to recompenle his 
Love. The Trial I had made of his Art, made me 
afic him again to difcover more of my Knight's 
Falihood. as the only Means to cure my Paflion. 
But the Fruits of his fird Complaifance made him 
apprehend thatnhe Prefence of AUnzor would fervc 
only to increafe both my Love and Deipair. 'How 

* cruel arc you. Madam, yi/V^^^, 'mben Iprefs^dbim 
' to do- me that Favour ^ to force me to ftrengthen your 
« Fetters ? Don't you remember how much your 

* Hatred was augmented towards me when you re- 

* turned from Numidia ? Why, inhuman Princefs, 

* will youpunifhme for the Fault of my too happy 

* Rival ?' * If your Rival, reply* d Una Pafficn, was 

* falie, you would not be fb much afraid of giving 

* me fuch Proofs of his Inconftancy as might com- 

* pleat my Cure : But undoubtedly you know that 

* he loves, and fears, with Reafon, that being con* 

* vincfd of his Love, I fhould prefer him before 

* you.* • Well, Madam, yiwV Zenorus, fince I muft 
' give that melancholy Satisfadtion you afk, remem- 

* ber, unjufl Zalmayda, that you force me to it.' 
And after thefe Words left me. 

At night, when every body was retired, we went 
in the fame Chariot again ; and'after crofKng Seas, 
and pafiing over great Mountains and Valleys, we 
ftoppM at the Ifland of the Fairy Defideria. O Hea- 
vens.! what Beauties did my Eyes there behold } 
and if my Thoughts had not been fo intent upon 
finding the decsitful Alinxor^ I (hould have taken 
great pleafurein admiring this charming abode. But 
preffing Zenorus to (hew me the Prince of Numidia^ 
he flopped juft over a fine Parterre of the choiceft 
Flowers.; where a Nymph of a charming lively 
Beauty was making a Garland of the fined Flowers, 
and ihewihg it to one of her Companions^ faid, ' I 

• -would 
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* would have Alin»or*s Love as lafHng as this Gar- 

* land, which J have bound up with Gold Thread 

* to endue it with the Durablenefs of that Metal.' 
And after thefe Words, ihe perceiving the perfidi- 
ous Numidian at the End of the Garden.' * Come, 

* Prince, /aidjhe, and receive this new Mark of 

* my Tende;nefs.' jilinzor, tranfportcd with this 
charming Rival, came and threw him (elf at her 
Feet ; and the Nymph putting the Garland upon 
his Head, told him of the Effect (he dcfir'd ; while 
the treacherous Mns&or kifs'd her Hand, and fworc 
that nothing could deftroy his Pailion. ' Judge 

then, my dear Princefs, of my Condition. I 
begg'd of Xenorus a thoufand Times to let me 
alight out of the Chariot, to difturb by my Pre- 
fence thofe their happy Moments. But he, in- 
exorable to my Intreaties, hurried me away from 
that fatal Place, and brought me back again to 
my Apartment. All the Senfe 1 had of the firft 
Time of my knowing the inconfiancy of Alinzor^ 
came nothing nigh what I fufFer'd at this fecond 
Proof of my Misfortunes : But fearing left Zeno- 
rus would do me no more of thefe cruel Services, 
I concealed my Defpair, and (hew'd him the more 
Complaifance ; who charni'd with the Hopes of 
curing me of a Pailion that was fo great an Ob- 
ftacle to his own, entertained me continually wit'i 
frefh Diverfions. At laft, tir'd with them, and 
not being able to fopport the Chagrin of being in 
a Place where I could not refufe tlttm, I returned 
to the Canaries ; where, abandoning myfelf to the 
moft cruel Jealoufy, 1 pafs'd my Nights in the 
Place where I met the inconftant V r \ncc of Numidia. 
* One Day, when more troubled than ordinary, I 
would go to offer up a Sacrifice to the Sun, to ex- 
tinguifh a Flame I forefaw would confume me ; 
as I was entering into the Temple I heard fomebody 
call J^henifa ; but taking little or no Regard, pur- 
fued my Defign ; and when my Prayers were 
done, returned to the Palace. A little after Pbe» 
ni/a came to me> when I was in my Clofet, with a 
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D^rder in her Face that furprizM me. What i^ 
the Matter with you ? /aii^ I, and who was it that 
cali'd you this Morning going into che Temple r^ 
J don't know, Madam, atifiwer^d the Maid^ wher 
ther I dare tell you, after the Knowledge you 
have had of the Prince of A^2//»i^Vs Infidelities.' 
What's that you tell me, Jaid /, hlufoing : What 
has the Prince to do with what I aik you ^' 
More than you think for. Madam, repyd fit* 
Fbenifa^ /aid 7, in a ierrihU ^gitatiin^ tell mcf 
this Myftery, without provoking me any further.' 
Well then, /mdfiey iince I muft obey you, yoa 
muH know that as 1 follow'd you this Morning, I 
heard myfelf call'd jud as you was got out of the 
Walk of Orange Trees ; aiid being curious to 
know who it was, turn'd my Head about, asd 
{dwJlimzor. I Hole away from the reib of your 
Attendants as you was entering the Temple, and 
follow'd the Prince under the Trees, where he 
ftopp'd. Pbenifa^ fmd he^ the Anger of your 
Pnncefs prevents my appearing before her in Pub- 
lick, for fear of difpleafing her . But I cannot 
live if (he refufcs to hear me a Moment in private. 
Obtain me that Favour^ dear Pheni/ai and if I 
cannot recall in her Soul, the Remembrance of 
that Bounty (he Ihcw'd me at the Temple oi Dia^ 
fta, I promiie you to deliver her from my hateful 
Prefence by a Death which (hall appeafe her 
Rage.' • $hp,riply'dj, the Princefs has fo much 
Cau(e to complain of you, that I cannot pro^ 
mife you to perfu^de her to fee you; but will 
inform her of what you requeH. Be you in the 
Labyrinth at Sun-fet, and I will let you know^ 
her Pleafure. Then, cMtitm^d Phenifa* I parted 
from the Prince in. hafte to rejoin, you, and am' 
now come to aik you, what you pleafe to have me 
do.' * Alas ! Ph€mJ^SaidU can I know myfelf f 
1 am too well convioc'd of/^/rVi«0r'sPer6dio«fiie&;' 
my own Eyes, which cannot deceive fOie, have 
been WitnefTes of it ;. and notwithftan^Hng! fu^h> 

certain Proofs, I canjaoc cofiife fpyfet^' thQ h^ 

• Pleafure 
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* Pieafure of reproaching him. Yes, Phenifa^ I wil* 

* go to the Labyrinth, and perhaps, I may make 

* him repent the wearing any other Chains but 

* mine.' 

Flatter'd by this fooli(h Hope, and guided by my 
evil Genius, I went with Pbenija^ to the Place of 
Rendezvous ; but had not got far in a Path that led- 
hj the Park- gate to the Labyrinth, before I faw the 
Prince of Numidia eallop by, mounted on a fine 
Horfe, with a beautiful young Lady behind him : A I 
which difmal SSght I (hriek'd out ; and he without 
fo much as turning his Head, rid through the Gate. 
Provoked by Rage and Jealoufy, I ran after htm to 
the Sea-fide, which was jufl by, and without being 
able to hinder him, faw him go on board a Veifel 
which waited onlv for his Arrival to fet fail. At 
this certain Sign ot Jlinxnr^a Difdain, I fell into a- 
Swoon i and Pbenifa getting me brought back to the 
Palace, I lay a great Part of the Night without giving 
any Token of Life, till fome Demon, an Enemy to 
my Repofe, brought me to Life again, that I might 
abandon myfelf to the mod inexprefllble Defpair. 
I was no longer Miftrcfs of my Reafon ; to mode- 
rate my Transports, Idifguifed myfelf like a Knijht, 
and obliging my Confidante to do the fame, notwith- 
ilandlng ihe begg*d of me to defift from a Refolution- 
fo iittk agreeable to my Birth and Age, 1 left the 
Palace, and liland without being difcover'd by any 
one, to fearch after the Prince of Numidia , to make 
his Life atone for what I had endur'd. But that I 
might know where to find him, I went to confuit the 
magnificent Fairy ; who mov*d by my Misfortuncs,^ 
told me, that I ihould find an Elnd to my Troubiet 
in the Kingdom of Granada ; whither I bent my 
Courfe, placing my greateft Happinefs in the Die* 
ftrudlion of the faJthlefs Numidian Prince, without 
making ufe of any other Place of Refrefhmeat than 
Forefts and Shepherds Huts. Ycfterday I cime into 
this little Wood, where Fortune, to g^Vev^ie a Proof 
kovr much ihe was »ppeafed» made me ie happy at 
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to meet with you. * I am the mere obliged to hetf. 
rep{y*d the Princefs of F;^z, embiacing the beauti- 
ful Zalmayda, for doing me the Pleafure of know- 
ing the PrinceG of the Canaries ; and am fo fenfi- 
hle of your tniferable Condition, that I fhould wilTi 
Mnzor 2l\\ manner of Mifchief, if he was capable 
of loving any other Beauty but your fe If.* * You 
know by my Hiftory, reply^d the Princefs of the 
Canaries, that, that Prfnce never lov'd me, but 
took a cruel Pleafure in rendering me the mofc un- 
happy of my Sex' * Inllead of thinking him cri- 
minal, anfnxer'd Zamea, I believe him to be inno- 
cent ; for his Condud is fo extraordinary, that I 
cannot help fufpeding Zenorus to be the more 
guilty of the two.' * Ah ! Madam, interrupted 
Zahiiayda, the Prince of the Summer-Ifles has 
ferved me too well, to believe him to have a good 
Underftanding with his Rival ' * But, replfd Za- 
mcn, he might, without having a Correfpondencc 
with y^iinzor^ have forced him to appear to you 
fo culpable. The Prince of Granada was carried 
into the Ifland of De/ideria ^^nd pafsM away a lonj 
Time nt the Feet ot the Fairy, without being fal.'e 
to the beautiful and unhappy Princefs of Leon ; and 
your Lover, by the fanie P'atalily, mny have been 
forc'd to forget you, v/ithout being guilty of fn- 
conftancy.* * 1 comprehend fo little what you tell: 
me, repiyd Znlniayda, that I cannot conceive I 
can find j4lif7zor*s Juftification in that which makes 
his Crime, and which appears to be vtvy great in 
what you mention about the Prince of Granada.' 
When I Ihall have that great Prince's Leave to in- 
form you of his Misfortunes, anfiver^d the Princefs 
of Fez, you will find that you will have more Rea- 
son to pity the Fate of the Prince of Numidia^ if it 
is the fame as the Prince of Granada^i, thin to ex- 
cufe him.* 

Adelinday who came in that Moment, interrupted 
the two Princefles, to tell them that it was late, 
and that the Prince of Granada being inforra'd by 
his Surgeon that he fhould be able to get on Horfe- 
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back in three Days Time, fent to let them know (b 
much. The two PrincelTes, as foon as they had ad- 
jufted ihemfelves, went into the Prince's Chamber^ 
where, after a flight Repaft, they fpent the rell ot* 
the Day in acquainting the Priiicels of the Ca/7^IrlV# 
with the important Adventures of Elmedorus ; but 
more efpecialiy of thofe which gave Zamea room to 
lake the Prince of Numidia^s Part. Zalmayday con- 
ftant to her Hatred, would not ii(len to what the 
Princefs of Fez faid to mitigate her Sorrows ; and 
it was as much as the charming Princefs could do, 
to perfuade her to flay for her, io impatient was (he 
to end her Affli£lions by the Death of her incondant 
Lover. The '^ixnce oi Granada ^ as earneft^tobe 
gone as both thefe unfortunate Princefles, to finifh 
the Adventure of the Caille, the Prince of Tunis* t 
Prifon, got out of Bed that Afternoon, and two 
Days afterwards mounted on Horfeback, followed by 
Zamea and the Piincefs of the Canaries, 

They travell'd all that Day without any Accident ; 
but in the Evening as they were entering upon the 
King of Granada*^ Territories, they faw in a Valley 
two Knights fighting with great Animoiity. Elme^ 
Jori/j fpurr'd on his Horfe to part them, but before 
he could get to them, one of them whofe Plume 
was red and green Feathers, had thrown his Ene- 
my to the Ground, and going to him, and putting 
the Point of his Sword to his Throat, faid, ' Zeno* 

* rusj thou Traytor, tell me what thou haft done 

* with my Princefs,* * I feek her as well as you, 

* anj'vuer^d the Prince of the Summer-Ifles, but can- 

* not set any Intelligence of her.* * Here I am, 

* rryV Zalmayda, (darting at him a Javelin Jhe bad 

* in her Hand ^ andivhich pierced his Cuirafsy) and 

* am come to take away thy Life, to punifh thee for 

* all thy Crimes/ The, Princj^ of Numidia^ fur- 
priz'd at the Sight and Fury of this Princefs, and 
weakened by his Wound, fell fenfeiefs by his Enemy, 
while the enraged Z<2//R<zyi2^a, believing fiie had kili'd 

thit 
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vengchad fuccceded fo well. 

While Zamea was employ 'd in comforting the 
Princcfs of the Canaries^ the Prince of Granada and 
the Squire look'd to fee if any Signs of Life appeat'd 
in the unibrtunate Mnzor ; and in the mean Time 
the Prince^es Maids did all they conkl to (lop the 
bleeding of the miferable Zencrus's Wounds, * For^ 

* bear to fkve my Ufc, Jaid^6e tt themy my Crimea 

* are too great to escape Puniihment j and ^\\ I a(k 

* of the Gods, is Time to confefs tl?«tt.' At that 
inftant the Prince of Numidia coiiung to himfdf, 
fought his lovely Enemy with Eves where Death 
ieemcd to be pointed. But the Princefs's Hate re- 
viving as the Prince gain'd Strength, /he wottkl fkia 
have ieft the Place where ^e wa» divided by two 
fuch tertiWe Paflions j when the Ptince of the Sttm^ 
mtf^lfies railing himfelf half up lo ftop her, faid with 
a weak Voice, * Stay, Madam, Aay, and know to 

* \^bomall your Hatred is due. i alone have been 

* the Caufe of all the Misfortunes of your Life ; 

* and if Love may ferve for an Excufe, now I am 

* g^g to give up my Accounts to the juft Gods, 

* that PaflKHi was the Cauie of my Guilt. Jea- 

* (ou8 of my RivaFs Happinefs, I fent to^ him a< if 

* from you, to forbid his coming to the Peaft of the 

* Sun. And when your Ti6iure reminded him of 

* your Charms, I tranfported him into the Ifland of 

* the Fairy Defideria^ where forcing him to be fatfe, 

* I IhcwM him to you uiKler that hateful Appearance. 

* But the laft and worft of all my Grimes was, that 

* which obliged you to feck a Revenge fo contrary 

* to your Nature, by railing a Phantom in your 

* Shape when you went to give the Prince AUnn^or 
« a Meeting, and thought yourfelfoutof my Power. 

* Heaven has this Day puniih'd me for ^11 ray *l>e- 

* ceits, by the Hafrd Of that Prince I have fo cru* 

* elly offended. Live both of you happy ; the<jrods 

* fatisfied with this miferab^le Vi^litn, will crown 

* you withBleiBngs, and for my greater Punilhroent 

make 
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make me declare your Felicity/ In making an end 
of tliefe Words, XeMrtis fainted, and died foon af- 
ter. The Prtnccfs of the Canaries pierced with 
Grief to be the Ca«fe of her dear AUnzot't Death, 
and to know him innocent, approached him crying, 
aad boding EimeJorus and Xamea^ who were bind- 
ing up his Wounds, bath'd them with her Tears 
without darif>g to fpeak to hifn. * Why, Aladam, 

* /aid be J do you oppofe a Death which is your own 
' Work ? And can i hav« a more glorious one than 

* that which I receive from your, own Hand ?' Ah 1 
' Alinzor^Jaid Jbty iince ycu are innocent, liow 
' guilty am 1 ? And how ihall I repair what my jea- 

* lous Rage has made me do ?' * Thefe Marks of 

* your Tendemefs, reply^d the wwndgd Prince ^ are 
^ too precious for your Fault. 'Tis I that am crimi- 
' nai, fince I appeared falfe to you.' ' You are fo 
' unable, /aid jtsancsL tohim^ to ipeak with fo much 
' Violence, that you may do yourfelf more Injury 
^ than all the Princefs's Rage has done. Let us lay 

* you on a fort of Litter, which the Squires I fee arc 

* making for you, and carry you to the neareft Cot- 

* tage we can £nd' Zalm/^aa having thanked the 
Princefs of Fez for her Care, defir'd Jlinzor to 
con lent, while the Prince of Granada^ helping the 
Squires, they mounted on their Horfes, and got to a 
convenient Habitation ; where after they had given 
Orders for the burying Zenorusj they laid the WQund- 
ed Prince upon a fied ; and the Mader of the Houfe 
being one of thofe ikiiful Shepherds which Spain is 
fo remarkable for, look'd at Aiins^or'^ Wounds, and 
aflured them that he could apply an Herb that (hould 
cure him in two Days, provided they would leave 
huQ idone the reft of that Day and all the Night to 
tepoie himielf. Ztumea made Tjalmayda c on fen t, 
wno trembling for the Life of this Prince, was loth 
to leave him. 

Being obliged to leave this Habitation, as they 
were Walking out, they met Alinzor's Squire ; and 
being curious to know the Misfortune of bis MaHier's 

L\Oi , 
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L'fe, Tjalmayda obliged him to give them an Account 
of his Adventures fiuce fhe had ieen him at the Tem- 
ple of Diana : And fetting themfelves down on the 
Grafs> the Squire began as follows. 

The Hijiory of the Prince of 'N u u 1 d i a. 

AFTER that my Mafter parted with you, Ma- 
dam, CfaiJ the ^quire^addrejfing himfelf to the 
Princefs of the Canaries,) he Iabour*d under a moft 
mortal Grief, and not daring to follow you for fear 
of difpleafing you, pafs'd his Exile in Numidia, But 
alas ! how long did that Time feem to his Impatience ? 
and how flow did the Summer approach that Year ? 
At laft the happy Days drew near, and every Thing 
was prepar'd for his Voyage, when one Morning a 
MefTenger brought a Letter to him from you, which 
ke open'd with an Emotion that prefaged his Misfor- 
tune, and found thefe cruel Words : 

Zalmayda to the Prince of Numidia. 

* O I N C E my Return to this Ifle, I have been 

* l3 informed that the Gods threaten my Kingdom 

* with Ruin, if I fubjedt my People to a Prince whofe 

* Laws and Cuttoms are different from ours. Let 

* us forget then. Prince, thofe weak Beginnings of a 

* Paflion which would be fo much againft my Glory, 

* I have refoly'd, for the Good of my Dominions, 

* to marry Prince Zenorus, whofe fhining Merit will 

* fupport my Crown. Come not to difturb by your 

* Prefence the Pleafure I take in this Alliance ; and 

* think no more of a Princefs, who will not remem- 

* ber you, but to defire you never to fee her more.

' . • ■■"■ •• ■ ^- Yes, 
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Yea, my ungrateful Princefs, (repWd the Prince^ 
pro'vok'd by your Difdain^) 1 will obey you, and 
ihaJl not envy the Fortune of my unworthy Rival.' 
You may tell your Princefs,. (continudhe to the Mef- 
Jeng€r,J that I am glad to break my Chains, as I 
fhould have been to have made them lailing, if ihe 
had known how to have prized her Conqdeih Af- 
ter thefe Words, which his Paifion fbrc'd from him, 
he difmifsM the Perfon that brought this fatal Let- 
ter, and retiring to his Clofet abandoned himfelf to 
a Defpair which made me tremble for his liife. A 
Month or more paffed away after this cruel News, be- 
fore he could refolve not to love you; but at laff, 
afham'd of his Weaknefs, he made his Addrefles to 
a Princefs at his Court ; but as his Love feem'd to 
take its Flight towards you, he revcr made them 
but in publick ; for ' his Heart, refufing to obey 
him, could not forget your charming Image. 

One Evening when he made an Entertainment 
for her in the Palace-gardens, and was fitting by 
her, he faw Ibmeihing fall at her Feet out of the 
Air, which he immediately took up; but how great 
was his. Surprize, when he. faw it wa^ your Pidlure ! 
Tranfported with a PafSori which all his' Reafon 
could not cure, he left that Princefs ; and hearken • 
ing to nothing but his Love, fet out from the Cana- 
riesi without ever fo much as remerhbering that Let- 
ter wherein you had forbid him.

The fage Shepherd feaiihg left fopaffionate a 
Converfation might hinder the EfFed of his Reme- 
dy, ditiwedi Elmedorus and Zamea to put a flop to it ; 
who, for that End, proposed a Walk by a River's 
Side in that Valley, while the Prince's Wounds were 
drefling. They had not gone vea'y far before they 
faw a Knight coming towards them, mountedoq a 
Horfe, which, by his being weary , Jet them know 
the little Reft his Matter, had .given him. . This 
Knight's Armour was of biirnifhed Steel inlaid with • 
Gold ; his Helmet adorn'd with a Plume of blue 
Feathers, and on a heavy Shield, which hung on 
the Bow of his Saddle^.was. a;R/e;preientation pf 
Mount /Etna% and this Devicfe, iLimrgfor ever*: -■■■.

^be Hiftory of the Prince of Mauritania, and the 

Frincefs of Caftilc. 

THE Misfortunes of my Lif*? are fo '^reat, f?\id 
hcy^addreiliag himfeif to the two Princc/it-r 
that 1 fhould'be afraid- to trouble you with them, 
but that the Prince of Qranadu has affured vm^ tnac 
yours have learnt you to pity thofe whom ill For- 
tune has opprefs*d, I am Son to the King of iWi««r/- 
tania^ and my Name is Zalmandor* The fir ft Years 
of -my Life I fpent like other Princes of my Age, 
and feeing that my Father was likely to live in 
Peace with his Neighbours, I ftoleawayfromCourt, 
follow'd only by a Sqoir&in whom I could confide, 
and went abroad to diftinguifli myfelf by the Name 
of the Knight of the Flaming Sivord*

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Having learnt that the King ofCqftile was in War, 
I went to offer him my Service ; which he accepted 
of with Pleafure. At the fame Time there was a 
young Knight at his Court, whofe haughty and ma»- 
jeftic Mien drew my Eyes upon him. I know not 
\\ hether he found any Thing in me worthy his At- 
tention ; but I obfervM hs Eyes were always fix'd 
upon me. But in the End, this Difpofition which 
we had to efteem each other, chang'd into Hatred 
as durable as our Lives. We faw one another eve^y 
Day ; in Combats our Defires were the famt; we 
both fought after the Victory, or at leait to merit 
equal I'raife. The King of C^//p, willing, to engage 
us to him, and for fear one of us ihould be difgufted, 
and go over to his Enemy, and t«rn the Scale of 
Vidory, carcfs'd us both with equal Friendihip : 
But not knowing who we were^ he prefs*d us one 
Day fo much to tell Inm, that we were not able t€r 
deny him. I acquainted him with my Name and 
Biith; and the Stranger made himfelf known for 
>ir?ncndu5 Prince of Arragan^ and ftiled himfelf the 
Knight of Immortal Li've, This Title made me com- 
prehend that he was in Love ; and having informed 
..my felf, learnt that it was whh /^mandina ihe Princefs 
o£Ca/Ii/e ; that he had lived fome Time incognito ii> 
that Court, and had feen Amaiidiua feveral Times ; 
whom the King for fome Reafons, would not fuffer 
to ma ry^ bjlt-tO^Ofiie Prince that was his Subje^, 

as^^icrcfore would not permit any Foreigner to 

make his Addreffes to her ; and for that End builc 
a Palace feparate from his own, out of which flie 
feldom fliriM but on publick Occafions. A fecrtt 
Emotion* of which ' could not tell theCaufe, vex'd 
me that the Prince of Arragon loved ihe I riocefs of 
Caflilc^ and made me^maie defirou3 to. obtain, the 
Friendfliip of the King. .. ; 

I was fortunate eniou|h .to do him fignal Services in 
that War ; and if they did not exceed ihofe done 
by the Prince of Arragm^ they were not at leaft.in- 
ierior to them. When the Campaign was ended. 
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^t return'd to Caftile^ without being able to know 
which of us was the moll efteem*d by the King, 
irhe Queen and the whole Court came to meet us : 
and the King, in prefenting that Princefs to me, told 
her, in commending me, that none but the Prince 
of Arragon was to be compared to me. The 
Queen made me a very handfofne Compliment ; and 
being acquainted with the Kftjeht of Immortal I. ove, 
talkM very freely with hijUf V/hen we arrived at 
the Palace, the I^ing would make ir.e accept of an 
Apartment as well as Armandus ; and to fhew us 
how very much he efteem'd us, fent for the Prioceis 
his Daughter that Everting. I never in my Life be- 
held any thing fo charming before : Her Eyes were 
fo bright and lively, that they inflam'd the Heart 
with the firft Glance, and a foft and engaging Air in- 
vited to wear her Chains. I found from that in-lant 
1 GOuld not refill her Charms; and t!:o' 1 f^rv that 
ilie anfwer*d the Tcndernefs of my Rival with fame 
Bounty, I abandoned myfelf tothc violent Inclinaiion 
which forced me to love her, and flattered my- 
felf, that perhaps Armandus might not be To well 
approv'd by her, but that I might at lead be able to 
have (bme Share in her Efteem. You will fay, Ma- 
dam, continued Zalmandor^ that I was veryrafli,or 
at leaft very much in Love : But I have experienced 
that Love has its happy Forefights as well as For- 
tune \ and to fucceed the better in my Defign, I took 
pother Method than my Rival. 1 carefully con- 
ceaPd my Palllon, and made my Addrefles to a young 
Lady at Court ; for whom I often made Entertain- 
ments and Horfe-Races, and neglected no Gallantry 
that might be of Advantage to me. 

The Princefs came fometimes to be a WItnefs of 
thefe Diverfions I made for Celdinuy which was the 
Lady's Name j and I perceived with Joy that ftie 
was fometimes very thoughtful \ and notwithltand- 
ing Armandus^ Attachment to her, her Eyes re- 
• proach'd me for wearing any Chains but hers. How 

C 4 much 
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much dIJ I endure by reftraining the Love I jbore 
her ! But the Fear of not having Foundation enough, 
made me difguife my Paflion till a mote happy Op- 
portunity. At the fame time I knew that the Prince 
0^ Arragon, having gain'd one of y^w^W/wa's; Maids, 
went fonietimes to the Palace^ and often fpoke to 
the Princefs of his Love, without any other Witnefs 
but the Confidante ; and that if his Paflion was not 



anfwer'd with Tend^[^'s, it was heard without An- 
ger. In ihort, he follou 
Places yf Worfhfp, and was always with her when 



Ver. In ihort, he foTlowM her to the Temple and 



Cie appeared in Publick. 

The King began to harbour fome Jealou(y at this 
Proceeding, and notwithftanding the F^iendmip he 
had for him, his Policy obliged him to deiire hkn to 
Jeave the Court ; which Command the outraged 
Prince of Arragon was forced to obey, but not with- 




gave the rrmcets more Liberty, one ap- 
pe^rM often in publick, and I wasexpoftd to. the 
Danger of dechiring my Paflion. Sometimes ray 
Fye^ bctray'il me, and v/ere fix'd with fo much Ten- 
iiernefs upon the adorable Amamiinay that ihc 
bludi'd ; but that delicare Colour feem*d to have no- 
thing that was difobliging in if, but appeared rather 
to fjc the If.lFcck of her Mpdcfliy than Anger. 

One Evening when I, made a Ball for CgUina in a 
Green Houfe that belonged \o tJie Palace-Gardens, 
after having cianc'd very ragch, I vvent into an Alley 
to tf.kea little Nap ; but had not gone very far be- 
fore I heard fomebody talking on the other Side, of a 
Pali fade : * No, PheMma^ faU the Voice y <whicb I 

* kne'w to he the Princefs's^ no, I cannot fufler Cel- 

* i^ina to have this Advantage over me j and tliou 
' canfl: not comprehend how much I am chagrin'd 

* that Zaltnandor loves >her,' J oyvn^ Madam, an- 
^ fvjir'd that Mat'df this is a fapytaftical Humour of 

* yours,, if you will forgive -thp boldnefs of the Ex*- 

* preflion ; You pennited ih« unhappy Prince of Ar- 

* ragon 
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* rag^n to make his Addrtfles to jou ; you gave him 
"Leave to hoj^'a Preference' before all hk Rivals ; 
and fihce that the King has forbid hirfi the Court, 
yew was notdifpleafed when I, without acquainting 
JOB, tried Ways for him to tell you all the Grief oF 
hisaffliaed Soul, f6r being deprived of the Liberty 
of feeitjg theObjeft of his' Adoration : Why then, 
N^dam, fhotdd yon concern yourfelfat the Care 
rfae Prince of Mauritania takes to plea'fe thi beau- 
tiful Cgidina ? Anti what Matter is it to you, into 
w4ofe -Hands a Heart fall 'that you wouldf never 
accept of?' * As I have not hitherto, reply* d the 
Princefs, told thee my true Sentiments, thou haft 
Reafpn to be amaz'd at my Uncafinefs. But, Pbe- 
dima^ my Soul is too much opprefs'd, not to feek 
afttr the fad Pleafbre of complaining : Armandus 
never had any Share in my Tendernefs. The odd 
Hunwurbf the King my Father, who, under the 
Pretext of I know nbt what Predi«5lion, wiiJnot let 
me live like other Princefles of my Rank, made me 
dcfirous to engcfge one who might protedme from 
being facrificed to a Prince, a Subje^l of the Crown 
I am to Wear: The Prince of Arragoriy who is 
Maft^r of hihifelf and his Dominions, ktiW>^ a 
proper Perfon 'f^jr my Defign. I receivM his Ad- 
dreflfes' favourably, and thought that I mi^lit 
■love him : But then I had not fcen Zalman^or. 
As foon - as I beheld him, I had no more than a 
bare Indifference for Armandus. Some Days 1 flat- - 
ter'd myfelf with having made a Conqucll ; and 
my -Heart' even fleW to nieet my Willies, till the 
'Bn^ffryiftmeAtiniade for Celdinuy i'nformM me how 
ihuch i h^ been miliaken'. Ah I Phedina^ if thou 
knev/eft 'bu^ the Torments of a ^roud and ambiii- 
ou«'Prjn!cefs,wh6 thinks ffie defer ves to be belovV, 
and fees others run away with the Incenfe ibe had 
promifed herfelf, thou wouldft own no Pain is fo 
cruel. I was willing to try if 1 could not find in 
Armandus'sLo\c wherewithal to make me forget the 
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Affront ofFer'd againft my Charms : I even affc£led 
in thofe Entertainments, where I was a Witnefs 
of my Rival's Triumph, to hear the Prince of yfr- 
ragon more favourably. I muft confefs I iometimes 
fancied that Xalmandor was melancholy ; and I 
often furpriz'd him looking at me with all the Ten- 
dernefs of a Lover. This Evening, this very Even- 
ing, my dear Phedima^ all taken up as he feem'd to 
be with the happy Celdina^ his Eyes, full of that 
Fire which Love aflPords, were fix'd on nifaie with 
fo eloquent a Languiih, that I could not fupport 
his Looks. Never theleis, I cannot doubt but he 
loves my Rival.* ' Oh ! ray dear Princefs, faid U 
m longer able to conceal myf elf ^ and throwing fnyfelf 
at her F^et^ I love not Celdina : You alone have 
pofTeded my Soul wUh that Flame, which none but 
your fa H- Eyes could kindle. I pretended only to 
love her^ to deceive the K.ing your Father, and 
to ' ^ ■ ihall I dare to confefs it ? ta make you 
defirous of making a Conqueft of nie, notwithftand- 
ing the Efteem you had for my Rival. . Alas ! how 
much did I endure in that cruel Reftraint ! How 
often have 1 been juft going to kill him ! But brid- 
ling thofe Tranfports for fear of /hewing my,Paf- 
fion, 1 returned to Celdina^ and this Day Fortune, 
favouraWe to my Love, conduced me hither. . Be 
not angry, my adorable Pjrincefs, at what 1 have 
heard. Let us no longer reftrain ourfelves ; and 
accept of an Heart which never ^yore. anv other 
Chains than yours.' * Zalmandor^ replfd the 
Princefs i I cannot deny my W^iaknefs, (inceypu 
have heard it : But. to merit that I (houJd make a 
Confeflion of it to yourfelf, and ,tQ fa^rifice the 
Prince of Arragun for you, you muft give me 
Proofs that you don't love my Rival, and (light her 
as nmch as you have made her triumph before my 
Eyes ; and when, by a Negligence as public as 
your Love, I have no Reafon to doubt of your Sin- • 
cerity, perhaps I may then forget the unhappy 
y^rffjandus: * Ah ! Madam, cry'd /, you love my 
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* Rival more than you think, (ince you are fo in.- 

* willing to difcard him ; and your Vanity has the 

* greateft Share in what you pronounce in my Fa- 

* vour.' * What you fay, may be, rc'Ayd the Prin- 

* cejs angrily : But now you know on what Condi ti- 

* ons I place my Efteem, you muft fubmit to them, 
' if you would oblige me to grant you any thing 

* more/ After thtfe Words, /he returned to the 
Ball ; and I, to ftiew her that I knew how to obey 
her, never went nigh CeUina^ but went away the 
firft of that AfTcmbly, that I might not hand her to 
her Apartment. 

But willing to have a little more Dircoyrfe with 
the charming Amnndina ()efore iTie got into her P.i- 
lace, I waited for her in a Flower- Garden, into 
which her Clofet-Window look'd. But I had not been 
there above an Hour before I perceived oiy Rival, 
and Pbedima leaving the Princefs to go to fpeak 
to him. I could not hear what (he laid to him, 
becaufe I had hid niyfelf behinda BuHi of Honey- 
Suckles. But foon after I faw the Clofet Window 
open, and the Prince oi' Jrragon talking to a Perfon 
who look'd out of it for half an Hour, whom 1 took 
fobe the Princefs I had like twenty times to have 
forfeited all my Refpeft to my jealous Rage ; but at 
laft I waited till /^rw^w^Kj was got both out of the 
Palace and the Town ; and overtaking him jud as he 
was going to take Horfe, faid to him, * Sir, you 

* cannot difobey the King's Command?, and not 

* make me your mortal Enemy, who muft force you 
■• to Obedience.' * I couUl not have thought, re/iy*d 
^ Arniandus, that fuch Prince* as you were the King 

* of Caftile*^ Spies ; and that this Part could be 
^ pardonable in Zaltnandor, as being a Lover of the 

* Princefs.' * Whether as a Lover of the Princefs, 

* anfwet^d /, clapping my Hand upon my SvJorJ^ or 

* as the King's Friend, I fliall not fuffcryou today 

* any longer here.' * L^t me fee then, /aid he put- 

* ting bimfelf upon Jjis Guardy if you can execute 

* this generous D^^xgn,' At thcfe Words we began a 
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Combat, which would have, been perhaps fatal to 
Hie, if the Prince oi ArragorC% Sword had not broJke. 
After which I retir'd ; and feeing his Servants com- 
ing towards us, left him with them to take care of 
their Mafter*s Wound, which he had received iq his 
Thigh ; who, that he might not be known, ordered 
them to carry him fome Miles from the Town, 
which he had chofe for his Retreat. 

As we had no other WitnefTea of our Duel but 
our Domedicks, it was kept fecret a long time, and 
no-body knew of it but the Princefs, who learnt it 
from Pbedimay -whom yir ma ndus had inforroM of it. 
She reproachM me the hril time that I faw her: But 
as this Aftion vi^as a Mark of my Pafllon, (he par- 
don'd me ; but would not promlfe to baniili my Ri- 
val. In the mean time, the Care I took to avpid 
CeUina in all Places, for whom I had fhewo fo much 
Refpedl, was obferv'd by all the Court ^ and as (he 
was a Relation of the Queen's, (he was angry with 
me. I told her, that the Orders which I had fe- 
ceived lately from the King my Father, who did not 
approve of that Alliance, oblig'd me U), conceal tl)p 
Sentiments I entertain'd for that beautiful Lady, fqr 
fear Ihe (hould command me to come home. Fqr 
CcUina^ as flie was proud, and I had the Misfort\\np 
not to difpleafe her, and (he hadflatterMl^^ifelf witji 
being one Day Queen of Mauniani/i^ (|ie could f^qt 
hearken ^o fuch weak Reafons, but fppn guefs'd at 
the true Caufe of my Change : She conceiv'd fo 
great a Jealou fy, that (he t^l^ the King, .the Prince 
oi Arragon had not left the Kmgdom, but had a De- 
fign to Ileal away the Princefs ; that I was hU Rival ; 
fthd/that we fought the, Day of the Ball : Which (lie 
Icnew from one of my Domefticks, who gave her a 
faithful Account of all my A6libns. 

TW King, alarm'd at this New??, fei^t to mate the 
unhappy ^rwww^wj a Pi ifoner, and confin'ci him in 
a Caftlc that commanded the Town ; and ordered 

■ the 
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tjie Qoeea not to let the Princefs ilir any mor6 out 
of ib.e Palace ; bat doubled this Guards. He faid 
BOthing to me, for fear he ihould have occafion for 
me in his War, he having only made a Truce for a 
Year; but fet Spies over me, who gave him an Ac- 
count 0f every Seep I took. All thefe Changes gave 
me a mortal Gtief. I was in defpair for the Misfor- 
tune I had caufed my Rival to undergo, through my 
impri^dent Anger, and for having deprived rayfelf 
of the little Liberty I had fometimiss of feeing the 
adorable Amandina, But as Love is ingenious, I 
found out a way to get into a little Wood, into 
which the Windows of her Apartment look'd, and 
where ihe n&d fometimes to walk. I was there 
two Days before I could fee her: But one Evening, 
when it was very hot, (he came to take a little fre(n 
Air, attended only by Fhedima* I went to meet her, 
and was going to afk her Pardon for my Boldnefs : 
But that prineefs, without giving me Time to fpeak, 
faidy ' ZalmandoTy you ought to be content with the 
' Mifchief you have been the Caufe of, without 

* coming to create new ones. How angry would 

* the King be, if he knew that you came into this* 

* Palace, and at a Time when nobody is aHowed to 

* come near me but my Women ! What Right haVe 
'.yoD to dight his Commands, who knows <b well 

* how to make them to be obeyed ?'•** Jf youif 

* He^t, Madam, faid I, was n!ioc prepdfTeAed in 

* Favour of my happy Rival, you cannot lay ray 
' not being able to fuffer his Happinefs as a Crime 
^ to my Charge ; and if you had any little Bounty 

* for m^, you would ibon find an Excufe^r tk6Afi 

* wkat I have done to day; *' But, too cruel PHn^ 

* ce&, the. Care i have taken «o draw the Hatted of 

* Celdina upon me, does not afb^ you : You are 
'..plegied with that < remarkable EiTe^ of your 

* Chaims, but have no Regafd for the Perfon.* 

* Yon are very ttnjuft,y2{/V Amandina, to reproach 

* tne thos : You know me but v^ry little, Zalmandor, 
f if yoa- believe the SacriEoes can be agreeable, if 
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' the Hand that offers them be not dear to me: 'Tis^ 

< that makes me fupport my Confinement without 
' murmuring. Be faithful^ and depend on me for 

* a Recompence. I own I amv^ry much concerned 

* for the Prince of Jrragon's Misfortunes, and am 

* forry to fee him imprifon'd by my Father, and 

< wifh I could reftore him to Liberty ; but not 

* to receive his Love any more, firice I am refolved 

* to partake of your Chains, and not hearken any 

* more to his Sighs. Affift me to free him from thofe 

* Chains my Father loads him with, and I promife 

< yon to forbid him* wearing of mine.' « W hatever 
« Danger there may be, Madam, an/nverdlyl will 

* make ufc of ail my Power. But, divine Princefs, 

* remember that this Prince * ' I fhall only re- 

* member, /aUfie, what relates to the tender In- 

< clination I have for you, if you know how to ferve 

* me as I would be ferved.' After thefe Words ihe 
Ofder'd me to retire, without giving me any Time to 
fay any more ; but did not forbid me from coming 
again : And I knew fo well how to make ufe of this 
Indulgence, that I faw her every Evening. Ye 
Gods ! what new Charms did I difcover in thefe 
mivate Converiktions ; and how much did I blefs 
Heaven for my Happinef^.! but in thefe Tranfports 
I did not forget my ilival, tho' all my Interceffions- 
were in vain : The King would not hear of his Li- 
berty ; and ;hoHgh the Queen, who loved this 
Pjrince, made ufe of all her Interefl, it was to no 
parpofe.. 

Armaa^us yt^% no (boner cured of his Wound, 
bntvhe ibun,4 out a Way to make his- Efcape bf a 
Window, that Iqok'd inta.the Fields, and which was 
iqhigl^ and dangerous/ that it.was thought need- 
l^is to fecure it wjtk Iron vBars. . The firft^ Ufe he 
made of his Liberty, was to fee the Princefs ; and 
to that End got to fpeak to FhediTtuL, who, hav- 
ing always favoured him, hid him in Amandzna^z 
Clofet, and when the Princefs. was alone, brought 
him into her Chamber. The Princefs was very 

much 
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mticb Airpiiaxd to fee him, and very glad that he 
was out of the King's Power : But reflediog on 
what might befal him, if he (hould be taken, * Jr^ 
mandusf faiJJbe, the Gods caa bear me witnefs 
how imich I have been concerned at your Imprifon-* 
ment, and what I would have done to have fet 
•yo« at Liberty. Heaven has feconded my WiHiest 
£e not fb obftinate as to day in a Place fo fatal ta 
your Repofe, fince the Danger is greater than- 
at firft, but return to Arragon ; and if you have 
any Friendihip for me,, forgive, for the Refpeft I 
bearyou, the Injury myFatherhas done, and think 
not of Revenge.' * To be fure of my Obedience, 
Madam, anfiwet^d Armaodus, you miift not let me 
go; for while I fee my Princefs^ I can never hate 
the Author of her Birth : But I cannot aiTureyou, 
if you are £o cruel as to baniih nie, I can forget 
the ill Treatment I have received.' ^ You cannot 
day here^ reply d Amandina, without being difco* 
ver'd ; and I cannot fee you without being tho 
mod unhappy Perfonof my Sex.' * Alas! Madam, 
interrupted the Prince of ArTHgon, you had none of 
thefe frightful Forefights when you (hew'dmefbme 
Bounty. Without doubt. Zalm^oft whobv fight- 
ing me Chew'd me too plainly how mucb.be was 

my Rival ' * Armandus^ /aid the . Frince/sf no^ 

giving him Time io make an End . of nvhat he. nua^ 
gcting to fay t the Prince of Mauritania has no part 
in the Intreaty I make you ; my Duty alone, and 
the Fear of being^the Caufe of your Death, oblige 
me to it ;: though^ to hide Hothijig from.ygiu, that 
Prince is dear Enough jto. me, U) prefQi.hioi: faiefpre 
all the World.' > Then..! have nothing to<io.bu& 
die, ri^^W Amandus, A nee you pronounce the 
Sentence of my Death.*^ . At the iame Time ^e. 
Prince in a Rage drew his Sword, and had pierced 
his Breaft, if Phedima and the Princefs had not tak- 
en It from him. After which he ran out of Aman- 
dinars Apartment, and went and pafs'd the Night ia 
an empty Uoiife.. 
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The next Mornring he feiit me a ChftIIenge> sird 
appointed the Place; where! met hhn, attended 
only by this Sqatre yoa fee along with me; and 
without aflcing him the Ocdaiion orthis fecond Du- 
el, we engag'df and I was fo happy as to be vidlori- 
Otts again ; for the Prince of Arragan growing 
weak by the lofs of Blood from two Wounds, faint- 
ed, and fell. My Squire and I carried him to ^he 
firft Hooie we could come to, fent for a Surgeon, 
who foon Hopped the Bleeding of his Wounds, which 
were large* -but not very dangerous. As foon as he 
was come to himfelf, I went to his Bed-fide ; * Ge- 
nerous Vrince, /aid 7, iince Fortune has given me 
the Vidtory, which you was as deferving of as my- 
felf, give me leave to fliew you, by the Care I 
fhall take to fupply you with M NecefTaries in a 
Place where every one's your Enemy, that, if you 
cannot love me, fince your Love for the Princcfsof 
CaftiU is the Obftacle, I merit your Efleem.' 
Brave Zalmandory /aid he^ to acknowledge your 
Generofitv, I ought to yield our Divine Princefs 
to you ; but I cannot promife you that : There- 
fore X<Or get rid of an Enemy whofe Life as incom- 
patible ivith yotfrs, leai^e m!e to^nifh myi unhap- 
py Days. • You have robbed )»e<)f the Heart iof 
the ungrateful Amandina : Be not ^o cruel as'.«to 
•force me to be a Witwefs of your Happiijefs;* « f 
don't know,y2ii4//>>whether yea bate not a greater 
Share of that Princefs's Efteem than myfelf : But 
however it be, let us be determined by her Choice, 

< ^nd Bdt by ditf Duels depHve her of twofiithrful 

< 'Lbveri^rattid if yoU' troly jfctMtt'hery -difpofea^t, 

< without he#(>de(^tf,>dfla Life that bciotigs tb hier.^ 
Armandus agreed tOthi^ Prc^fal,'* and .prom i fed to 
endure whatibever 'ftiOold ba^neceiFary for his Care: 
and after that I retu^lied' to the Town, for fear of 
bein^ fufpefted. 

Wnen I came to Court, I found the King in a 
great Paflion at the Prince of ArrAg&n*& Efcape. 
He gave out ilridt Orders to take hitti where they 
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fliould find him ; which made me fo much afraid 
le/l dicy (hould difcover him, that I went to the 
Princefs in the Evening, to beg her to fend PbeM- 
ma^ to command liim to fufFer himfelf to be con- 
vey'd into Arragon ; which he refilled a long Time, 
and at lad con fen ted ; apd for which purpofe I.pro* 
vided a Litter ; but jdurft not accompany him my- 
felf, left the Sight of me might not be over agreea- 
ble to him. 

Daring this Time the King fell fick, and dy'd 
within eight Days ; and the Queen, with grieving, 
follow'd Him wiUiin a Month after.

their Tears forms a Rivulet, by jwhich.he works the 
moll cruel Enchantments. That wicked Wretch, 
overjoyed to have a new Subjedl to exercife his 
Rage, dole the Princefs away one Day, and carry'd 
her to a fatal Caftle, where he keeps fo many Princes 
and Princelfes inchanted, making them undergo 
fo many thoufand different Punilhments. Nev^r 
-was Grief equal to mine, when I found myfelf de- 
priv'd of my dear Amandina. I would have made 
Celdina's Life pay for her cruel Revenge ; but a- 
fham'd to dain ray Hands in a Woman's Blood, 1 
ran after my Princefs, and arriv'd at the fatal Caf- 
tle. Lilaid there fome Days, but could not, either 
by raylntrwities or Menaces, get any body to an- 
fwcr me. At lad, enrag*d at my Fortune, I Went to 
feek that adorable Fairy, whofe greated Pleafure 

U 
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is to affift the Unfortunate, whoorder'd me to waiV 
for you here, and aflured me, that the Power of 
puniihing Amerdin^ and fetting fo many illuftrious 
Perfofls at Liberty, was referv'd for you alone. 

Here the Prince o{ Mauritania finifh'd his Rela- 
tion with a deep Sigh ; which afFefted Elmedorus fo 
much, that he promis'd him afrefh to expofe his^ 
Life to reftore him his beloved Amandina ; and the 
Princeffes after getting up, and th^iking him for 
the Trouble they had given him in telling his Ad-- 
ventiires, return'd all together ro the Prince o^ Nu- 
midia^ to whom they prefented the Prince of Mau- 
ritania, The Ikilful Shepherd having curM Alinzor 
in two Days, as he had promis'd, all thofe iltbftrious 
Perfons fet forward for Amerdin's Caftle, after 
having firft recompenfed the charitable Hoil; and 
at the firft Town they arrived, the Princefs of 
«hv Canaries and Pbini/a re-afTumed Wnmi»n<i Ap- 
parel, having no Reafons to oblige them to conceal 
their Sex any longer. They purfued their Journey 
for feveral Days, without any Thing remarkable 
happening ; when one Morning as they had ar- 
Ughted from off their Horfes to refrelh themfelves 
by a River's Side, they perceiv'd a little Galley, 
with feveral Rowers, who were gallantly drefled, 
and a Nymph, like one of i>/Vj«tf's. fitting onCulhions 
of green Velvet emhroider'd with Gold at tho up- 
per End, who feemed to look earneftly towards the 
River-fide.

* by Zamaty and by which alone you will be able 
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' to break the Enchantments of the cruel Magiciad, 

* and enjoy an Happinefs you hope not for. Fear 

* not, Jaidjhe. (feeing he was unrefolved what to 

* do) that this' is an Artifice of the Fairy Defide- 

* ria'Sf fince ihe that fends me has no need of any 
' other Charms than tl^ofc of her Beauty to creatfe 
' Love, and wants to fee yoa only to make you 
' happy.' The Prince, alhamed of this Reproach, 
offer'd his Hand to the Princefs of the Canaries^ who 
happen'd to be firft, to help her into the Galley, 
and a^fter all the Company had embark'dy went in 
himfelf, and- put off for the Magnificent Ifland, 
where they foon after arrived. Nothing could be 
compared to it for Grandeur ; every Thing flionc 
with Gold and Jewels, and the plaineft Houfes were 
built with Marble and Porphyry : The Inhabitants 
were fenfible of the eiFefts of their ^ overeign's Mag- 
nificence, and notb»r.g was to be feen but what w^*? 
very ilately. The Princes and PrincefTes could not 
bear the Luflre of the Palace, which was built of 
clear Crydals, and adorn'd with Columns of Gold; 
the Apartments within were anfwerable to the out* 
ward Beauty ; and that of the Fairy's was fo. bright 
with precious Stones^ that it dazzled the Eyes to 
behold it.

The Princefles 
paid her all. the Refpcd due to a Goddefs,,by prof- 
trating' themfelves at her Feet,, whpm (he raifed up 
with.Bountyraad having embraoM theoiy: faid ^o 
thjc Prince of'Granaday * I have fp much;E(leem 
* . for your Virtue^ that I will reftore yoa your 
* Ring which yoU) loft ; but be&re you do me fo 
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confiderable A Piece of Service, as the DeftruAion 
of ilmerJins C^ftle^ it will be juft for me to make 
you the.Requefbmyfcif.' ' I ought not. Madam, 
faid Blmidorus^ to jygret my fad Days, if they can 
be .anyjways I fertticeabletto you*; and the un^rtu- 
naie j//;^))4^tfanQot comfilain of myde&rring the 
revenging of her, if I amfo happy as to give you 
any prootof mylRefpeds.' < Vou will revenge ^7- 
9ULyda. in ferving mej rtplfd the Fairy y and wilifind 
that" lovely Lady in the fame place where you 
fhall punifli.the wicked J/monadus,^ * Ah ! Ma- 
^dvittL,. cry* d the amorous Prince ^ Granada, -how 
much do you flatter me r Is my Princefa liviiig? 
And can I hope to fee ihofe bright Eyesagais de- 
clare my Happinefsf Perhaps, reply" d the? airy ^ 
fmilingy my Oracles may not be certain.* * Oh! 
Madam, /aid Blmedorus^ I cannot doubt of them» 
tney proniife me a Blcffing too iuValuaoId not to^ 
hope them true.' After thefe Words, the Fairy 
fearing that the Pfinceffes might want a little Re- 
p>fe, had tbem'Condu6):cd into an Apartment, whepe 
they found Nymphs, whoofFerM them magnificent 
Habits, which the Fairy made them Prefents of ; to 
pleafe -whom, they drefTed themfelves, that they 
might not olFend her by a carelefs Negligence of 
thenyfelves. But how charmed was the Prince of 
Numidia witii his Choice, when he faw the Prin - 
cefs of the Canaries enter the FJairy's Chamber, and 
how beautiful did he find her in that new Drefs ? 
The fairy fatd a^great many i&ne Tilings of her, 
as we]] as the Prince^ T^afwa^ a>Bd after having 
fpent beft part of the Day in a.deiightful Conver- 
fation, that adorable Princefs carried, them into 
the Gardens, v/hich were fo wonderfully fine, that 
Nature and Art Teemed to vte with each other ; 
where, after walking fbme Time, they; went to 
reft thimielves in a large Ad^our of Myrtle >aiMi 
Pomegranate Tree6V iti the midft of w^hich ftoodit 
Statue'Of 7«ir>>riyi'holditig forth in her Hands a great 
many Crown$, wbich formed curiouff Fountains. 
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H«rf the Pairf entertaJDcd them with 2 fine Con- 
cert of Mufick, which agreeablj furprized them ; 
nd after they had play'd hilfas Hour, (he began to 
talk CO Elmedirui about his Enterprizct and to give 
liim Advice for his better ConddA, by which he, 
>Dd all that illuOrious Company, perceiv'd a fecret 
Intereft Oie had in that Undertaking ; and Zamn, • 
moie bold than the reft, told her, ' 'I'hal fhe was 
' periiiaded that the Prince of Granada would ac- - 
' complilh that danmroua Enterprise ; but, to in- 
' duce hiin to neglefl nothing, begg'd that flic 
' would have the Goodnefs not to conceal from him 
' the Part Ihe took in it.' ' Zahnayia back'd the 
Princefs oF Fe^ in this Requeft ; And the Princes, by 
their refpeSfiil filencc, (new'd that they were no 
Idfdefiroas than thofc faic PrinceiTej. The mag- 
oiGcent Faity granted what they pafa'd her fo ear- 
oeflly for, but could notrerobve.to be prefent at. the 
reiatlngof her own Hrfiory; thBrefbrerofeupv and 
order'd Cilha, one of her Nyropha to fatisty their 
Curiofity ; who, in obe^nce to hex Commandi, 
a) Toon as Ihe was gone, gave it them in- thefe 
Words.

' all that knew him ; and tho' Fortune deny'd him 
' thofe Crowns his Anceflors had worn,* his Merit 

* was not lefs, but too plainly proved Fortune to be 
' blind as well as Love ; and it is not fur prizing that 
< he, who was fuch as I reprefent him, or, if poffible, 
' more charming, fhould gain the Hearts of all the 

* Nymphs of that bright Court. But the Height 
' of all his Glory was, that the Divine Fairy look'd 

* upon him with a favourable Eye, and conceived 

* an Inclination for him, which ihe concealed with 

* Pain. Her Pride dictated to her, that as a Daugh- 

* ter of Venus and King Poliander^ and Queen of a 

* flouriihing Empire, ihe ought not to look upon 

* Salmacis^ who was her Subjed.' 

Without doubt, the g^reatnefs of the Fairy hin- 
der'd the Prince from offering up his Vows to hcf, 
and made him difcover Charms in a young beautiful 
Lady, whofe Name was Ifmira^ for whom he figh'd 
not long in vain. I/mira, flatter'd with the Vanity 
of having the Preference before all other Ladies 
of the Court, returned his Love with equal Paf- 
iion, and glory'd fo much ia'her ConqOeft th^'t ihe 
in no wife difguifed herTendernefs. Salmacis^ in 
the Height, of Felipity, could not live a |MonieiHr 
from: his charming Nymph; fv^ry Thing, was iii- 
fupportable t^ h^ when fhp-yyas.abfentV ^nd the 
Time that he was obliged to pay his {^^(pe^s to the 
Fairy, robbed himof too many precious Mohiehts; 
an^, to be fhort, he .was never feen in public, but 
when he waited on IJkira, Evei^ Day he found OUt 
fom^thing or other to diyejjt her, and fpent a great 
Part of eve/y ^^ightin ferfe/iadmg.her willii the beft' 
Mttfick. 

So 
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So much Love offended the Queen, who, if ihe 
conld not overcome the Inclination (he had for 
Sahaacis, (he was fo much MiHrefs of herfelf as to 
conceal it, as long as he forbore to make his Ad- 
drefles to another ; but as foon as Jealoufy rouzed 
up her Tendernefs5 ihe became thoughtful, uneajfy, 
and melancholy ; and as her Paffion was a Secret to 
the World, (he was every Moment hearing of her 
Rival's Happinefs ; till at laft, being unable to keep 
thefe cruel Paflions locked up in her Breail, (he 
faid to me one Day, * Cejina, is it true, that Sal- 
tnacis loves Jfmira with fo much Tendernefs V 
Madam, an/<wer'd /, (having perceived that the 
Prince was not indifferent to her,) I/mira is only 
beloved by Prince Salmacis, becaufe he dares not 
look on a Perfon in this Court who far excels her.' 
And who do you think more amiable than that 
Nymph V /aid the Fairy, * If you would permit 
me to tell you. Madam, refly'd /, I fhould fay 
the magnificent Fairy exceeds her both in Beauty, 
and Birth.* * Alas ! Celinay/aidjhe, how little ac- 
quainted are you with the Power of Love, if you 
believe it is govern'd by Reafon ? Salmacis fees 
none fo perfedi as the happy I/mira ; and I am 
fare in his Eyes, (he would prevail before the 
Goddefsmy Mother.' * I cannot tell, anjnjuer* d 1 y 
whether he would think her more beautiful than 
that Goddefs ; but I know that all his Love for 
this Nymph does not hinder him from praifing 
you with Exaggeration ; and I'll anfwer for him, * 
Madam, that he only pays hisAddrpiTes \oJ/mi7a» 
to fecure himfelf from bein? fo unhappy as to 
find you too worthy of his Adorations.' * Alas I 
Celina^ /aid Jhes how little Reafon has h<e to fear 
that Misfortune, and how pleas'd (hould I be to 
let him know, that if his Birth keeps him. at too ^ 
great a Diftance from my Throne, his Meri^ ap- 
proaches too near my Heart I But. why ^ould I 
flatter my Grief with fo deceitful an Idea.- when ' 
I fee him fo much taken with my Rival / JjLepre- 

* fent 
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« fcnt him to me with all the Colours of the black'. 
' eft Ingratitade ; tell me that, notwithftanding al 

* the Kindnefs I have for him, he would not hearken 

* to it, but to make a Sacrifice of it to I/mira, 
' whom, tho' fhe has no Crowns to offer him, he 

* makes to triumph over my Tendernefs for him. 

* All this I can fooner forgive, than his having 

* look'd fo little at m*, not to know all that pafs'd 

* in my Soul. 'Tisthi^ criiet Indifference I would 

* punifti feverely, butfOrfacrifitingme to my Rival, 

* I accuse Love : That blitid Boy difpofes of us 
« with fo much Powtt, that he does not'fuffer us to 

* know ahy other Happinefsthari'that which he of- 

* fers to us, how precious foever that may be which 

* he makes u» neg^e6tJ' 

Tho' Salmacis who was much' more ^itty, reply* d 
/, than you make him" to be, yet I cannot hfelp think- 
ing that your PoWer draws a Veif over his Eyes in 
regard to your Perfeftions*; and'daz^l'ed with the 
Luftre of your Throne, he dares not approach you : 
And tho' he might perceive you gave him fome fa- 
vourable Looks, he might be cautious how he ex- 
plain M thfem, for fear of rendering him felfcrirh in al. 
O how little acquainted' are you, /aid the Fairy ^ 
wkh the Myfleries of the God my brother ! If Sal- 
mach had that tender Inclination for me, which 
makes my Life fo burthenfometo me, he would have 
forgot my being his Sovereign ; and the long Race 
of Kings from whom he takes his Defcent, would 
have made him think himfelf equal with the great- 
eft Princes j and his Love rendering him bolder, 
hd' would liave iigh'd loud enough to have been 
heard". He would have been ra(h enough to have 
explaiii'd my Looks,' and charmM to have feen the 
fame Pire fparkle in them, which raged in his 
Hi^art.*—— But, Celia, the Happinefs of teaching 
him fo* charming a Language, isreferv'd only for 
j^/Sw/Vfi.- ' H6wpleafantly" do they pafs away' their 
TJmdfNotHinfg interrupts their" Teiiderbers, Have 
a card, too happy Lovers*, continued the ^eeri, of 

■■* ' making 
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making your Fate too adorable, before 1 have deter- 
mined o^ aiine. Perhaps, provoked by Jealoufy, [ 
may take a Fleafure in rendering yoa as miiernble as 
myfeif- ;■ I may make you anfwer for all thole un- 
worthy Sighs that hare efcaped from my weak^ 
ibolifli Heart, and you may fiied Tears to dry up 
mine. Bur whither, unhappy Princefs, does thy Pa(^ 
lion carry thee ? For what Crime would'il thou pun- 
i(h them ? What Reafon hatl ihou to complain of 
thy Rival ? Is not (he ignorant of thy Love ? And 
was the infendble Salmtici.; obliged to underftand it f 
And fuppofe he did, dofl ihou not know -by Experi- 
ence that thou art not Mader enough of thy own 
Heart, to force it away from the Objeft wherewith 
It is taken? Why would*il thou then have them do 
more than thou art able rh) felt ? Hadd thou M% 
Virtue than thefe Lovers? Permit them then toIov<*, 
iince they may with Innocence ; and to piiniOi thee 
for harbouring Thoughts of leparating them, be a 
Witnefs of their Pleafures. ■ 

Soaie Ambaffadors cpniingjull then for their An* 
dience, at?d the Queen being told thoy watted, went 
to receive them 1 and I in the mean time went xh 
lake a Turn or two in the Grardenp, where I ii;ct 
the Prince. My Penfivenef?, and the Air ol Concern 
that appeared m my Face, made Sahnacis- nfk ir.e 
what was the Matter with me, and if Love made 
fuefo melancholy.

Ever after the Converfation, SalmaciSf whoaii« 
derftood well enough what I mean<« iaw the Fairy 
«ver/ Dny, and appeared fometioies confuted and 
thoughttul. *f le no losger valued I/mtm^s Channt, 
he made no Entertainments for her* his Vifits were 
lefs frequent, and every body fook Notice of diis 
Change : (he hetfelf grew jealous, but was refblved 
to diicover her Rival before fhe fpoke to her Lover, 
in the mean time the Fairy« obferving the Afliduides 
of the Prince, never douhced but I had tokl him. 
CelifM, fmid jhe^ you have betrayed me : Saimacij 
knows my Weaknefs : His Sighs and Looks tell meii^:; 
ibr if you had not faid fomething to him, he durft noC 
iiave been fo bold. Tis Love renders him lb, re* 
ffy*d If and act my difcourfe with him : That little 
God has difcovei'd to hiw that Inclination which 
Kives you that Eileem for him, as to think him wor« 
thy of your Chains. But, Ceiina^ faid Jbe agaittf 
the Prince does not love me ; Jfmira is the Objed of 
his Tendernefsy and Love cannot let him know what 
paifes in my Heart* (ince he has none for me. It 
may be. Madam, anfwer'd /« he does not love that 
Lady> but endeavours onljjr, as I told you before, to 
prevent the Misfortune of 6nding you too charmuig, 
nnd Ibme one Look of yours may have inform'd him, 
ibat hit Conftraint is to no purpofe. 

The Prince, who came in juil as I was fpeaking, 
made the Queen biuih fo much, that he ftood like 
one thunderSruck I and I, to give them an Oppor- 
pnity to explain themfelves, Uid, The Prince nere 
can give you a better Account of what you aik 
than myfetf.

It it worth 
fo niuchy Madam* reply'd T, that it may give you a 
little more Con6d90ce again in what I have the Ho- 
nour to cell joy ; therefore I defire I may acquaint 
the Prince with the Subje6t of our Difpute. Celinat 
fM tht ^een, I chufe rather to beh'ere you» than 
that JOVL mould take Prince Salmacit for a Second. 
WelU Madam* then* faiti /, I am very well fatif- 
fy'dy that you give Credit to my Words, and the 
Prince ought to be fo too. Celina, reply' J Sahna- 
cis, ^0 comPfihended by the ^eetC$ Confufion that 
ive^wert ialling of bim^ has always been-fo much my 
Piiend, that aner what 1 have heard her fay» I am 
fure I ought to return you thanks for the Belief you 
havein her Diicourfe. It happens fometimes, that 
the great Refped we have for Perfonswbom we 
afJoFCy obliges ut to be filent ; and without the fa- 
vourable AuidaBce of a good Friend, we. die before 
we dare declare that which is the Caufe. You fee, 
Madam,7aiV /, laughing^ that Love takes care to 
explain my Riddles, and the Prince ■ Hold 

your Tongue, /aid the Fairyy %vho chofe rather to be 
anm nuith me than her Lover, and do not force the 
Pimce to fay what he does not think. I ought to puniih 
you for hU RaOinefs : had it not been for you, he 
would neither have offended me nor I/mira, Ah, 
Madam, /aiV Salmacis, forpive Ceiina*& Compaflioa 
for a miferable Prince.

Forbear to perfuade me to what you 
don't think, and force \\\q n'-t to banifli you for youi 
Radinefsas v/ellas Deceit. Can you hope that I ani 
the only Perfon in my Court who is ignorant ofyoui 
Love for Ifmira^ r* And ho v.' vi'ould you have me 




pure as that which burns on the Altars of the Qu< 
of Love. Reproach me not for n'ly Love for Ifmira^ 
fince you. Divine Fairy, forced me to it. Vex'd 
with myfvilf for conceiving a Paflion which I name 
jpaciiltge, I made my Addrefics to that Nymph, to 
difen^age mvfclf frotn fo dangerous a Chain, f 
thought for lorn q Time that I had founil in her Kind- 
nefs for me that Succour fo neceflary for my Quiet j 
but one Glance from yoijr Eyest perhaps, undefign-^ 
edly caft on me, has difturbed a-new the Happinefs 
of mjr Life. Pleafed with the Love I have for mj 
Queen, I cannot live without her, and, Madam, 
€6ntittued he^ throwing bisnfelf at her Feet, 'tis in 
your Power to difpofe of my Fate : And if my Vows 
ire not to be accepted, to fave you the Trouble of 
punifliingniej I will pierce before your Face this un- 
happy Heajt, which has rendered me ib guilty. Sa/- 
niacisy jfaid the Fairy y raifing him up, mcroach not 
upon my Rights; leave me the Care of making choice 
pifa Chaftifement which yop deferve : Without at- 
tempting any Thing upon your Life, I can find other 
Ways to reve/ige myfeif ;.but like ?iu impartial Judge, 
Ihaye; examined your Crinie, and find your RaHinefs 
merit?, a Punifh men t, more mild, than your Trea- 
(bn. After thcfe Words, (he took her Leave of the* 
Prince, and would not Hear him fay any more. 
When we were alone, flie made oie fome Reproaches, 
which I knew proceeded more from her iS^odefty than 
Anger. The Prince^ from that Day, growing bold, 
never f^W' the Queeii but he entertain'd her with his

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Pallion, and kntiw fo well how to pcrfuaclc her thnt 
Jie did not love Ifmira^ that llie perinfcted him . to 
figby and to hope his Sigli4 might have thcii dclirecl 

A P'ate fo.much to be envyM, ought to have made 
Salmticis forget lfmim> whatever Charms l\vM benu- 
tiful Maid was Miftrefs of; but the Rcproa. hw-s Hie 
made him, when ihe knew wlio w:is th.it romiidablc 
Rival who -had robbM her Oi her Lover's fioart, 
brought him to her again. He Yifiied iicr evoiy 
Day, and endeavoured to pcifuaJc her, thr.t it v/is 
his Intereil that obligevi him to v/ai: lb much upon 
the Queen : Bui Ifmira, not tatiafud with thji'e 
weak Ekcufcs, and knowing moreover the Power 
(hehad over bim» told hkn, that fhe could not re- 
folvc with herfelf to n;ay,.and bea Witnefs of her 
Rival's Happinefs, hut would go and live retired at 
a Houfe (he had at the furthermofl Part of the I Hand. 
The Piince, concerned at this Refolurion, and to 
]»reyeot.ber goiig, fwore a thoufand Oatha that he 
would never Tbvetmy other bVit her ; with which the 
cunnki^* JJmra feea^ed well fat! s lied 1 but the next 
Morning, as (bon as it was Day, Ihe wenr^ kiiovving 
well enough that while the Prince law the Queen, 
Ae muft yielJ to that dangerous Rival, and tnat if 
file left tne Court, he would follow her. Which 
Notion of hers was very jull j, for as fodn as Salma* 
CIS underOood Hie was gone, he immediately polled 
after her* * What i cjruel Ifmira^ /aid be, do you

' which you have iworn fo often fhould be as dura* 

* ble as Life ?' * Sir, replytd that Maid^ ivitb Tears 
' im ber Eyes, 'tis not I who break them ; you know,

While the Pnnce with fo much Imprudence for« 
^ot all the Obligations he had to the Queen, that 
Ovely Fairy was feniibly' provoked at the^reference 
be gave a Perfon fo much beneath her in Beauty and 
Birth. In her Rage ftie could not find out any Punifli- 
mentgreat enough to expiate fo horrki a Crime : Her 
firft Tranfports reprefenred the Pleafure of Revenge 
fo full of Charms, that fhe was ready to invent an 
Enchantment by which thefe Criminals might live in 
Defpair. But Love prevailbg over her Paifinn, (he

* by him'. * , What Remedies, cruel Maid, can you. 

* apply to the Evils you have brought on me r* 

* Madam» 
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' M^dsLvntfaiJ /» if my Death can make an Atone- 
ment, I'll undergo rt with Pleafure : I confeft I 
was in the wrong to you : As to the perfidious 
Prince Salmacis^ he is nndeferving of your Bounty, 
fince he is fo neglectful ; and you ought to puniih 
hioiy if he was not fo dear to you that his Punifh-* 
ment would be the greater to yourfelf $ but if he is 
neceiTary to your Repofe, forget his ill Condud. and 
attribute it to the Inclinations of his Htert. The 
artful Ifmiritf for fear of your Charms, keeps him 
from you through a Ufe of adnitring her Beauty. 
Co and ihew yourfelf. Madam, at her Palace, and 
force from your Enemy a Slave, who is but loo 
xkn&h honoured with wearing your ChaioSt and 
ril anfwer for his Fidelity.' • Ah I Ciiina^ faid 
the ^eeftf tho' I am fenfiole I cannot live without 
being beloved by the Pi ince, I cannot refolve to 
take fuch a Step, which would turn to my Shame^ 
and might perhaps add to my Rivar4 Triumph.' 
Well then. Madam, fuid J, publifli the Tour? 
nament which you always give upon Account of 
your Birth-day, and let the Prize be fo great as to 
flatter the Vanity of the weak Prince, who, fond 
of Glory and Honour, will leave his Nymph ; and 
if he fees you but a moment, I'll be aniwerable for 
his Reflentance.' The Fairy, after having well 
weighed my Advice, refolved to follow it, and or* 
derra a Toui nament to be appointed, and for the 
Prize a golden Crown fet with Rubies, which the 
Vidor ihculd wear at all public Ceremonies in tktt 

Ifland. 

The Hopes of this Recompence had the EffeSk I 
expe^ed. Salmacis conld not refift the Defire^ he 
liad of being honoured by fo particular a Diilin6lion, 
but Mtlfmira^ and arrived at Court the Night be- 
fore the Tournament.

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*'CeUnatfaid he, I know that you have that Liber- 
' ty ; grant me the Favour that I aik, or I fliall be- 
'>lievethat you never was my Friend.' Atlall, o- 
lercome by Salmacis's [n treaties, and btlieving that I 
fhould not difpleafe the Queen, I went and knock'd 
at the Clofet Door ; but was furprized when fhe bid 
me be gone, and would not hear a Syllable of the 
Prince's Repentance. With this cruel Anfwer I 
went to him, and thought he would have died 
zwtLy at the Neil's ; and fo great was his Grief, 
tbflt he retired to his own Apartment without faying 
one Word* If was feveral Day^ before he could 
get a favourable Opportunity to fpeak to her ; for 
Sub had forbid him her Sight : Till one Evening, as 
(he wafr walking by the vSea-iide, attended by her 
Maids, be came and caft himfelf at her Feet, and

fatal Abode. The QueeU iti defpair for his Misfor-

Sorrow that you had lofl the Ring on ivhicb th< 
Sacceis> of this Adventure depended ; when ^ama 
dying committed that Treaforefo precious to he 
Tendernefs into her Hands, charging her to reflor< 
it to yoa for the Advancement of her Hapipineifi 
She conduced you to the Rtver 7«/»j, where ikt 
beautiful Princefs of feXf by her Orders, waitec 
for you : And knowing that you was going to ul 
tempt fo dangerous an Enterprise without any otlu;i 
Affiftance than your own Courage, feat me thii 
Morning to you, that ihe might herielf give yoi 
that valuable Ring, on which the Change of hexi 
and your Fortune depends, iince thereby you wri 
ind your charming Princefs again alwayes cooflam 
to yonr Memory, ^mtmadus knowing of your^' 
torn from the Fairy Defiderit^s ,]fland> and feanii| 
you ihould go and x^^LtAlxaydaixom himrtoob hei 
away in that Swoon wherein your Squire thought 
file was dead, and left Lenn^ taking ^Aivalra. along 
with him. He hurried hex to jiMurdu*s inchantec 
Caftle, viYitrt Defideriay to be revenged of you, told 
him he might makehimfelf heloved by that charm- 
ing Lady : But has iince found that fab InchanV 
ments could have no £fie£i upon her Heart ; for ihe, 
always faithful to her dear Prince of Granada^ paf- 
fed her Days fiill of Crief. For you, beautiful Za- 
meat your xBight, deceived by your Refemblanc*, 
taftes all the i\veet Fleafures which make him bkfs 
his Fate ; and Ammndina, to fatisfy the Hatred of 
the revengefnl CtUUna^ ibmetimes regrets the Loil 
of the Piince oiMauritama in a Deluge of Tears, 
and ibmetimes bewails the Death of the Prwce pi 
Arre^w. For Salmach^ his Puniihment is great 
enough in being ieparated from his adorable Fairy : 
But as he believes he ihall never iee her again, he 
is as much to be pitied as the lefty who are kept io 
that terrible Abode. 

Celt net 
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Celiiuit having thus finilhed her Relation, made 
the Prince of Gramada fo defirous of arriving at 
AmerJins Caftle, that they had a great deal to do 
to perfuade him to ftay in the Magnificent Fairy's

The next evening they fpent as agreeably as that 
in the Marble Hamlet; for in a great Foreft, 
the Track which tliey folJow'd led them to a fine 
Caftle, the Walls of which were white Agate, 
and the Cornifhes and Covering of Flame- coIourM 
China.

.fupported by twelve Flame-colour'd China Pillars, 
where all the Furniture was Green Velvet embroi- 
dered with Gold. As foon as they were fat down, 
fix Nymphs came and prefented Balkets full of 
Fruit, and Sweet* meats. After this Collation they 

. walk'd into a Wood of Pomegranate Trees, of aa 
extraordinary Height, where there were fineFoun- 

, lains^ which fell into large China Bafons of that

Avcre fo inchanted with this charming Abode, that

Great Part of the Evening glided away in thefe 
Sorts of Diverfions, till the PrincefTes, reflefting 
that they were to rife early the next Day, returned 
to the Palace : Though the next Morning, more idle 
than ordinary, they lay till two Hoars after Sun- 
rife ; when their charming Hoftefs led them to their 
Chariot, and taking her Leave of them, gave Elme- 
dtrus a Dog of an extraordinary Size, and bid him 
follow that Dog, which would lead him to the fatal 
Caflle. Elme^lorusj 2iS well as the reft of thefe Adven» 
torers, thank'd her a thoufand Times, and follow'd 
the Dog, who took a large Track in the Foreft. 

They had not travelT'd more than three Hours, 
before they difcern'd Amerdin^s Caftle, at which the 
Prince conceived an inexpreffible Toy, and making 
the Princeffes ftop, defired the Princes to ftay with 
them to guard them, and advanced by himfelf to ^ 
the Gates of that infernal Place ; from whence, af- 
ter the ufual Signal, there came forth a Knight 
with his Lance in his Hand, whom he knew to be 
Alman%on, Elmedorus would not make ufe of his 
Sword againft him, but prefenting his Ring, the 
Knight coming out of the Inchantment with which 
he had been fo long deceived, let fall his Lance, And 
threw hinifelf at the Feet of the Prince olGranada ; 
who raifing him up, and embracing him,faid, « Ac- 

* cept from me, brave Knight, both Liberty ami 

* yourPrincefs,' pointing to the PrincefTes Chariot. 
Mmanxon, ttanfjported with Joy, ran to hjs dear 
Princefs ; aad^ In the mean Time a fecond Enemy 
came out of the Callle, whom the Prince knew to be 
Sal/Mocis by his Device. The Refped he h^d for 
the Fairy prevented his employing his Sword, but 

let 
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let fall the Point» and ihew'd hit fatal Ring. The 
Knight afhamed ofhisDefign, ran to his Deliverer 
with open Arms. ' Prince, Jaid Elmedorus, the 

* magnificent Fairy, by whom you have always 
' been tenderly beloved, frees you from thefe Chains 

< to oblige you to wear hers * ' Ah ! Generous 

* Knight, ff/^V Salmacis, what Happinefs do you 
' pronounce ! Is is poflible for me to fee that charm- 

* ing Fairy again V * Yes,y2i/V Elmedorus, and find 

* her always beautiful and conftant«. But leave roe to 

* finifh my undertaking ; for the dear intered I 
f have in it urges me to make a trial of all the E- 

* nemies the cruel Amerdin can fend again ft me. Go 

* to the Princefifes, who wait for me; but have a care 

* of their Charms.* The Knight obey*d; and El- 
medorus Peeing a third Ad verfary, whovi^^Jfrnonadus, 
advanced towards him with his iSword in his Hand. 
« Who artcbou, rafh Youth, y^/V/ Afmoaadus, who 

* come here to feekthy death ?' * I am Elmedorui 

* of Granada^ reply' d the Prince^ who, favour'd by 
« the Gods, come to punifh thee and the Traitor 

* Amerdirty and to deliver the Princefs Alzuiyda out 

< of the Hands of her Enemies.' At thele Word» 
theyfoueht with fo great fury, that thePrincefTes 
trembled for their valiant Hero, and the Princes^, 
forgetting that they were not to concern themfelvei 
in Uiis adventure, ran to his Affiftance ; but before^ 
they could get to him^ he had brought his AflHilant 
to the Ground, whole foul flew to the infernal Re- 

gions thro' a large Wound in his Side.. Blmedirm 
eing thus delivered of his Rival, thanked the ge- 
nerous Knights, and defired them toretorn again te- 
Cbe Princefles. 

As foon as Afmonadus had yielded up his Breath, 
there came oat of the Caille a roaring Lion to at- 
tack the Prince, who,, without miking ufe of his 
Ring, killed him, after an Hoar's Fight, by Afm§- 
nodus* The Lion was no fooner defeated, bot there 
appeared a Knieht mounted on a Griffin, with his 
Vifor half lifted op, and his haggard Eyes full of 

Fury, 
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Fury. * Think DOtr. Prince of QranadA^ faid be^ 

< becaofe thou baft van^niilied ib often, to accom« 
« pUlh thy £nterprize< Them can'fi noteicape my 

< Revenge.' * Let as iee then^ySuV £lmedorus» if 

* thon art more invulnerable than the reft of thy 

* Defenders, by whom thou thought'ft to weaken 

* my Ara ; but know, that vsk^ Stength increafeth 
^ with ny Vidories.' Then Amtrdin flew with his 
Griffin towards Elnuderus^ who found himfelf in 
great DifficuTty thereby ; but growing outrageous 
that thu Traitor (hould defend himfelf (b well,, 
i^hed fi> furious a ftroke at his Sword- Asm, that 
he^c4c icofF; and the Magician,, finding that he 
was no longer able to refift, flew awaf on his Grif* 
Sn. From his venomous Blood there fprnng up fo 
many Snakes and Serpents, which turned their 
murdering Tongues againft the Prince, that be 
ieeing that he could nor defend himfelf againft fo 
many Enemies, turned his Ring, andpafling through 
the Midft of them, went diredly to the Caftle. 

Two Bears of an enormous Size guarded the 
Porch, and would infallibly have fallen upon biro, 
bat being reftrained by the Virtue of his Ring, ran 
away. The Gates opened,, and a Knight of a haugh- 
Vj MeiA advanced to defend the Entry. Elnudorus^ 
mry to facriiice ib accomplished m Prince, de^ed 
him not to put himfelf to the Proof of his Arms : 
But the Stranger, whom the Magician had told 
that he was come to force away Amaniinat not lift- 
ening to the good Advice he gave, ftruck him on 
the Helmet,, with his Sword. Upon which the ttk'^ 
ngcd £Imed§rm, difdasningtaufe his Ring, attacked 
him ; and though thcicc was no Knight more brave 
than the uiihap]>y Prince ofArragon, laid him life* 
kfs at his Feet. After this,, our generous Prince, 
impatient to find his Princeis, went in ; and hav- 
ing trarerfed feveral <fifmal Apartments, came to a 
Tower, where there was neither Door nor Window, 
and heard the Complaints of thofe who were in- 
clofed in it ; and among the reft, thought he could 
diftingui/h hb Princefs's Voice. Mov^ with thefe 
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plaintiTe Soands, he took a Hammer, which the 
Magnificent Fairy had ordered him to carry with 
him ; and fafiening his magic Ring to it, ftrack the 
Wall therewith » which prefently opened, and he 
went in, and found it full of beaatifal Ladies, who 
by their Tears formed a Brook which ran ont of the 
Bottom of that Piece of Building. There he found 
his dear Ahoy da fat by. a Tomb, which ihe be- 
fprinkled with her Tears, and faw himfelf (b well 
repreiented, that he was amazed : But defirous to 
put a flop to the Princefs's Sighs and Torments, 
preiented the Ring ; upon which the Tomb imme- 
diately difappeared, and the Walls of the Tower, 
were changed into a magnificent Triumphal >krch, 
where the Names of Elmedorusy and Alxeyda were 
wric in golden Letters, fupported by Cupids.

Prince, repfyd 
Alzafyida, toitb an Air of ' Pltajkti m her Counte- 
nance y you fefe by the Punifliment the cmlA/jm?- 
naduj inflidted, hoW dear yea was to me, fince I 
for my Difdain of him was condemned to bewail 
your Death all my Days. But what favourable 
Deity conduced you into this CaiUe, andhaacpre- 
' fcrved yon from the wicked Amtrdin and your'Ri- 

• Yal? 
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« val ?' « My Rival, ri^^V the Prince^ hath 'with 

* his Life paid for the Injuries he has done us; 

* and the other perfidious Magician unable to de- 

* fend himfelf againft me, ftedon his winged Grif- 

* iinJ He was going to give her a full Relation of 
bis Adventures, but Alzajda rcpreicnting to him, 
tkat the Prefence of fo many illuArious Perfont 
would not permit them to hold a longer Converfa- 
tk>n, faid, * Let us leave this fatal Place, and be 

* aflared that Alscayilay is the fame as when you 

* teft her at Leon.* After this favourable Affurance, 
the Piincefs went to the other Princefles, who were 
ftill praifing the Prince's Generofity. Al%aida mix- 
ing in their Difcourfe, faid, (he muft own they 
were all very much obliged to him, and would be 
much more if he would lead them out of that fright- 
ful Prilbn. Elmedvrus replyed, he would as foon as 
(hepleafed : But firft deured to know which of all 
thole amiable Perfons was Amandina. The Princefs 

of CajtiUf no foonfr be^r4 \\%x N;;riC pronoune«J, 

but me advanced ; and the Prince told her, he de- 
fi ried only her Pardon for the Death of Armandus^ 
whfch it was not in his Power to prevent. The 
Princefs blufh'd and (igh'd at this melancholy 
News ; when Elmedorusf to eafe her troubled Soul^ 
faid, ' But fince. Madam, I have been fo unhap- 

* py as to deprive you of one deferving Lover, to 

* repair my Fault, I will re fkor e Zalmandor to you.* 

* Ah ! Sir, /nid Amandina, do not flatter me with 
' falfe Hopes, to comfort me for a certain Misfor- 

* tune.' * Yon fhall know in a little Time, rr- 

* ply* d the Prince^ that I promife nothing but what 

* I can perform.' In faying thefe Words he pre- 
fented his Hand to the adorable Alxayda^ who was 
followed by the other Ladies, who were led by all 
the Knights then prefent. 

As they pafs'd thro* the Porch, the Princefs of 
Caftile perceived the Body of the unfortunate Prince 
of ArragoHi which Sight drew Tears fi'om het 
Eyes ; and Armandus*s Squire, cafting himfelf at

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Elmedttrus*^ Feet, faid, « Give ine leave, Sir^ xa 
' perform the laft Duties to my illuftrious Mailer, 

• and to erea a Tomb in the feme Place where he 
loft his Life. • I conjure you, generous Prince, 

• faid the Prime/s o/CsLUdlc^ not to refufe the faith* 

• fulC/riMthe Favour he aflcs of you/ Alas, Ma» 
dam,/ rrjiV the Sgu:rei it is fome fort of Recom- 

• pence for my unhappy Mailer, that you obtain a 
Grave for him who employed the laA MomeiHf of 
his Life to (hew his Love : For after he was cored 

•* of nis Wounds, he left' his own Dominions, and 

' being informed that you was brought to tlilt 

Caftle, came to find yovoat; where he was r«* 

• ceived by the cruel Amerdin^ who ptomifed him, 

• if he could defend this fatal Place againft the va* 

• liant Princcpf G>a««i&, to deliver you up to him,^ 

• that he might carry you back to CaftiU. My 

• Prince accepted of the Conditions, and this Day 

• put an end to hiij miferablef Life.' « Cleon^faid 
' Amandina, the Gods can witnefs how fenfible I 

• am of the Misfortune of your iliuHrious Mafter , 

• and that 1 would, if it lay in my Power, reflore 

• him to Life again at the Price of my Crown ; 
' But (ince that is impofiibte, let us pay to his Shade 

• thoie Ofiices which it expedls from us. Prepare 

• a funeral Pile,, and let him have a Tomb worthy 

• offo perfeft a Knight.' Elnudorus defired C/«»- 
10 undertake that Work, and promifed to fupply 
him with all Neceflaries. And after that, im par 
tient to return to the lovely Troop that waited for 
him» left the Caille, followed, by a numerous At- 
tendance. 

. They were no foonergot over the Bridge of th« 
Moat which furrounded the Ca(lle„ but the Hea«- 
vens appeared all on fire, followed by Lightning 
and terrible Claps of Thunder; which made this 
illuftrious Company look back to the CaiUe, where 
ihey faw infinite Niimb^ra of Demons, which hav* 
ing deftroyed that difmal Place, took their Flight 
through the Air, and with this Storm the Enchant- 
ment ended. The Pr inceiTes (huddering and* trem- 
bling 
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bltng with Fear» knew not what to think, uH Day 
appearing brighter than heforCf calmed their Fear» 
and prefcnied to their View a moft charming Sight. 
ThatCaiUe, which was more horrible than tne moft 
difmal Representation of Hell» was chaneed into ib 
nnenificent a Palace, that no Eyes could bear the 
Lultre of the Jewels wherewith it was adprn'd» and 
on the Front might be read, in a Cartridge of one 
£ngle Carbuncle, thefe Words ;

* the Valour of your illuftrious Lover^ hatji ndfed 

* this Palace from the Ruins of that which was die- 

* flroyed by bis heroick Courage. Honour it with 
' your Prefence ; and in a Temple dedicated to the 
.< Goddefs of Conftancy, confecrate that myfterious 
^ Ring which has elfe^ed your Liberty : You have 
.' no more Occafion for its magical Aid» fince no- 

* thing can difitirb your Happinefs* and your Days 
/ will roll away in Love and Pleafure. For you, 

* Prince, fmdjhi to Elroedorns, know that nothing 

* can equal your Glory ; FofieiTor of a large Em- 
.' pire, and one of the moft virtuous and beautiful 
' Princedes in the World » you will furpafs the 
^ greatell Heroes \ and to compleat your Wilhes, 

* there ihall fpring from your Loins a Son who flialL 

* make himfelf known to the moft diftant Poles/ 
Elmedorus and Alxayda were fo furpriz'd at the Hap- 
pinefs that this learned Fairy pronounced* that 
they could not make any Reply ; and the PrincefTes 
2almayda and Zamta, and all the Knights who ac- 
companied them, havine feen the End of the En- 
chantment, came to tefti^ their Joy. The Prince 
i>f Granada taking Zalnianderhy the Hand, whilh 
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the PrinceiTes were embmcxng Abuyda^ and pit^ 
fCDthig him' to the beaatiAil Amandinayii^A", * Yoin' 

• kti Madam-, I perform my Promifea/ The Prf*- 
ceia, witfhoot retnrning-atij Anfwer, held out her 
Hand to her Lovtr, ^d re<:eived with in: ex« 
traordinaiy Satisfaction all the TeftimomeB he gav^ 
her of his Love. And after the fii'ft Tranrports- oiF 
all thefe admirable Peribns, the obliging Fairj efi« 
gaged them to go into this new Palace, whkh waft 
extreamly beautiful. Nothing elfe was hardly feea 
but Gold and Silver, and Jewels; and in the Midft 
of the Court was ereiftcd a Trophy- tt> ihc Hofttour 
of the Prince of Granadn, After th*y had admir- 
ed this new Edifice, the Fairy led them into a Tdm^ 
pie of Turquoife, where the Goddefs Conftaniia 
ilood on an Altar of the fame Stone, the KafiB of 
which was all mafly Gold. Ah^yda taking the 
Ring from the Prince, laid it at the Feet 6f the 
Goddefs ; and after having befeech'd her alNvayr t6 
rrignih the Heart of Etmedomsy wae going away; 
when the Faity, taking her by tlw Hand* faid,

walked to a Pyramid of black and white Marble, 
where all the Aftions that the unhajopy Armandus 
had performed on the account of his LoVe, werfe re- 
prefented below in Relievo ; and on the Top of the 
Pyramid ftood the Figure of that Prince in the fatne 
Armour wherein he fought, which were fo weil 
painted, that no one could diftinguifh them at that 
Diftan\:e. On his Shield was rcprcfented the cruel 
Goddefs, the Deftroyer of all Things, hdding an 
Heart, out of which i&ued Flames> and this Device, 
Jn Jfite of Deaths

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- AmtrnJina could not behold (o melancholy a Sight, 
but iSgh'd, and let hX\ fereral Tears » and Zat'- 
mandor himfelf bore her Company in this her State 
of Sorrow, till the Fairy, whofe ible Aim was to af- 
ford all thofe iliuftrious Perfons infinite Pleafures, 
obliged them to leave that Tornb^ and go into moft 
ftately Apartments; where- (he kfc all thofe happy 
Lovers, to give theiti' an (^portonity of entertain- 
ing their charming Princenes. Salmads alone was 
tHieafj ; for the Happineib he faw choie Princes en- 
joy, made him-impatient to tafte the fame Pleafares, 
when the Sound of Trumpets alid Hautboys awa- 
kened him ontof this his Melancholy. He ran to 
tlte- Window, to fee who was coming : but how 
great was his Joy, to fee his charming Ftiiry in a 
Chariot drawn by Unicorns, more white than the 
Hbries of the Sun, and followed by all her Nymphs 
in orhers ! He went and threw himfelf at her Feet 
bef6^ flie alighted, and by Tranfports, which 
noogkt but Love could infpire, expreffed the moft 
teilder P^ffion; She railed him up with all tha 
Bounty imaginable ; and her Eyes appeared A) lan- 
guifhing^ tiiat he'thought he (houki have died away 
with Pleafore. By this Time the Princes and Prinr- 
ceflbs f6llbwedj who, overjoyed to fee the Queen, 
believed that nothing more could difhirb her Hap- 
pinefs. 7 he Magnificent Fairy embraced all thefc 
amiable Heroine?, and turning towards the Prince 
of GYandda^ faid, * Itisjirft, Gtntro\x^ Elmedorust 
'' that T thank you for -the Care you have taken of 
** Balfnachy and your rcftoring him faithful to nic: 
*• But to recompcnfe you, 1 will compleaf your 
•*' Happincfs in this Place confecrated to your Vic- 

* tory. ' In a fhort Tin>e we Ihall hear from the 

* King your Father ; and for the other Princes, 
*' whofe Confent is neceflary to finifli all thefc Ad- 

* ventures, I have taken Care to inform them. In 

* the mean time* tafte the Plearure of knowing 

* how well you are beloved by your beautiful Prin- 

* ccfs. ForyoUf charming Fairy of Plcafures,y2i/V

After thefe Worat, the Qiieen gave ner Hand to 
the Prince of Gnuuuiat and Jed him infOM, Hall where 
the Walla were lined in the Manner of Waiafi:ot with 
white Agate^ reined with Green and Flame Colour. 
All the Furniture was of Cloth of Gold, einbroider'd 
with Pearls, Rubies, and Emeralds i aiid under a Car 
Dopy, fupforted bv four CupiJs of Turquoife, there 
Jay a Crown of Hearts interwoven together A 
Throne of the fame Agate at the Walls was ered- 
ed iix Steps from thence, and covered with a rich 
Piece of Tapedry, where the Queen placed herieift 
with all the Princefl*es, fat on each Hand of her» on 
very fine Cufhions. Nothing was ever fo charming 
as this Sight, nor ever were there fo many Beautiei 
aflembled together in one Place. Alzofda (hone fo 
bright and lovely, that» after the Magnificent Fairy, 
ihe bore away the Bell, and none of me other Ladies 
fo much as difputed it with her ; tho' they had io 
Htde Reafon to complain of Nature's Favours, that 
it was neceifary every one fltould fee Alzajda, to be- 
lieve that there was fomething more perfed «han thcm- 
felves. A great Part of the Day was already fpent In 
fucb great Events, when the Magnificent Fairy* fear- 
ing left the Praifes that were bedowed on the Prin* 
cefs of Ltan might fomewhat chaerine the other 
Princefles* told the Fairy of Plea^res, that they 
ought not to be any longer ignorant ot the Adven- 
ture that had changed their happy Days to ib long 
Sorrow, and defired her to inform that illuftrioua 
Company.

My Mother* charmed to fee me refemble the 
God my Father (b perfcifitly, endued me with all the 
Gifts that lay in her Power; and confulting her 
Books on my Fate, found that 1 was threatened by 
a great Mistortnne, if I Ihould be loved by a Prince 
that was a Magician.

* cannot make a more glorious Conquelt. 1 am as 

* powierful as the Gods themfelves, and the Heavens 
« and Earth obey my Voice.* I'reply'd, * Sir, my 

* Ambition will never make me envy the Happinefs 
« of pleaiing you. I am content with reigning in 

* this Palace, and in the Heart of I'rince ConJiantius\ 
« and defire no more. Beftovv your Heart on fome 

* fair Lady who will know how to value it, and let 
*■ me enjoy that Peace and Tranquility, which no

Words, I would have left hiu?, to go to meet Con- 

fiantiusy whom f perceived at the End of the Alley : 
Butheholdingme bythcGown, faid, * You cannot', 

* Princcfs, have a greater WappincTs than in an- 

* fwering my Pamon : I cannot bear that you 

• ihould 
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* (hould prefer a young Adonic before me. If you 

* are wife, you will accept cf the OiFer I make you 

* of my Heart, or be afraid left I Ihould punifh you 

* for having made me fenfible of a Temlernefs fb 

* contrary to my Nature. I have told you I can do 

* what I pleafe, therefore have a care left you force 

* me to hate as much as now I love. To morrow^ 

* ril come to know your Refolution, which will 
' determine both our Fates.' As he fpoke thefc 
Words, he mounted his iCriffin again ; and after he 
was got out of Sight, I went to Conftantitis^ to tell 
him this new Misfortune. We fpent all that Night 
in bewailing our hard Fortune, and the next Morn- 
ing the cruel Amerdin appear'd in i;ny Chamber. 

Well, Princefs, • fiiid he^ luith a Coun'ename 
«ivberein Rage and Love ijuere paint ed^ have you re- 
fledled on the Honoiar I have offer'd you ? Are 
you difpofed to accept of an Heart, which never 
iigh'd for any but yourfeJf?' * Sir, /^id I, wc 
cannot difpofe of our Affedions as we pleafe. I 
muft confefs you are deferving of the greatrft 
Princefies in the World 5 but Love has not re- 
ferved that bappy Fate for me : I am entHrcly de 
voted to Prince Conftantmst whom I have loved 
almoft from my Cradle. Do not therefore force in 
upon thofefweet Chains, iince I knew you not 
when I received his Vows ; why then would you 
endeavour to break fo pleafing a Bond ?* * I (hall 
Have a care how I break that Bond, repyd the 
perfidious Amerdin, fince I intend to make th«t 
yoorgreateft Torment. 'Tis done : My Heart, 
fo little ufed to Tendernefs, yields to its natural 
Hatred. Tremble, unhappy Princefs, tremble, 
for the Sighs you have caufed me, and which 
prepare the nioft horrible Misfortunes ft>r you, 
which are much the greater, that they afFeiSt not 
your Life.' At the fame Time he ftriKk this Pa- 
lac^.with a Rod which he had in his Hand. and. 
changed it into a frightful Prifon. P-rince Conjlan- 
tim^ who would have defended xne, heput in a 
To"w^ that had neither an Entiy, not ^o\\\^ 
Vol, 111. E ^\iX> 
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out| and chafed away the Pleaibres. And my 
fion for the Prince increailng every Day, I fpent m) 
Time in walking round that Tower^ to find zx 
Entrance. 

From that Time the wicked Amsrdin became ai 
Enemy to all happy Lovers, drove to difturb thei 
Pleafures, and fill'd that Tower with all he coidc 
get in his Power, inventing new Torments to in- 
creafe their Tears, which were received in aBafii 
of blaok Marble, and formed a Brook, by whid 
bnny Water he performed all his Inchantments. 

One Day, having confalted his Books, he fboiu 
that a Prince beloved by Heaven would come am 
deftroy his Power. Enraged at this Order of Eate 
he fonght to invite into his CafUe, all Knights c&a 
were the mod renowned ibr their Valour, To thi 
End he placed in Forefts and great Roads, Demon 
in the Shapeii of beautiful Ladies, who aflced thfti 
Affiftance againd him. 'Twas by one of thefe Pb«a< 
toms that Prince Almawsum was decoved, and unde 
the deceitful Promife of having the oeautiful Amttn 
dina reftored to him, the unfortunate Prince o 
Arragon loft his Life. At laft the Prince of Granada 
Madam, under your glorious Aufpices, came a&> 
broke our Chains and reftored me my dear Prince 
as faithful as before our Misfortunes. At the fara 
Time I received your Orders to ere£^ this new Pa 
lace, to the Glory of our invincible Proteftor. 
made ufe of all the Power my Mother gave me, an 
now Prince Conftantius is gone to bring back to th:

Af- 
ter Dinner tne PUafitres reprefenftcd thp Deilrudlion 
of theltichantment of the cruel Amefdin'ovi a The- 
atre er^6?ftd in the Hall, hi the Evening there w^i 
a%ll, wHefe the Queen 'would make the Princefs 
of i'fvig^' prefidic ; and when that was done, (he led 
thefe "happy Lovers to their Apartments, where

Salmacis. was not in the leaft fatisfied . with this 
happy Nighty bat waited with Impatience for the 
Morn* to reproach the Magnificent Fairy : Bat 
that lovely Majeily that appeared always in her 
Countenance prevented his Complaints, and he was 
fatisfied to (hew by his Sighs that he deferved a more 
perfeft Blife. However, the Fairy took care to 
comfort him by the moll tender and paifionate 
Looks, and aflured him that fhe never would be 
any other's but his. 

After thefe happy Days, thie Queen* willing to 
return to her own iiland, Ibft wim her illudrious 
Court the Palace of Fleafures, and by Night arriv- 
ed at the Hamlet, where (he fpent the Evening ve* 
ry agreeably, and the next Day arrived at her own 
Ifland. There (he told Ehnedorus^ and all the Prin- 
ce(res, that the Fairy Dejideria^ out of De(pair at 
the Prince of Cr^na^iEz's Happinefs, had deftroyed 
her Inchanted Palace, and was retired to a Defert 
near to Granada^ iChat (lie might fometimes fee that 
Prince, whom (he could not forget, tho^ (he tried 
if the Fountain of Forgetfulnefs would work the 
fame Effed on her as on thofe (he obliged to drink 
of it. 

The Magnificent Fairy, after this News, and 
loading the Prirce« and. PrincefTes with iPrjefcnts, 
gave them convenient and magnificent Equipages 
to carry them to their ovi^ii Dominions. Ai^d it was 
not without Tears that this Royal Troop pjarted 
with the adorable Queen, who promifed to honour 
them always with her Proteftion. All thefe Heroes

many' Tears, almoft tired him and his charming 
Sppa^.«rirh their Careiles. Elmedorus difcovered 
new Virtues in her every Day, and tailed a thou- 
fand Fleafures, and in due time heard that thoie 
Princes who were the Companions of his Fortune 
were in peaceable Pofleflion of their Crowns and 
charming Princeffes ; that the Queen of Fet had 
cro^nt6. Alman^4)n2iXidi Zamea^ the King being dead ; 
that the Prince of Numidia was refolved to flay in 
the Canaries^ left the Inconfliancy of his own Coun- 
try might give him an ill Example ; that Zalman- 
tiotf to be nearer Granada^ was in C aft He ; and 
that the Fairy of PleaAires was in the Ifle of 
Happinefs, All this Joy was flill augmented by a 
Son, which the beautiful Alxayda was delivered of 
a Yesar after their Marriage, who proved to be a 
Prince as famous for his great Deed8» as the Fairy 
of Pleafures foretold. 
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The Fair Italian. tSc. 



IN the firft Ages of the World there was a Prince 
in Italy y who was the Delight of his Subjedls. 
They enjoyed under his Go^mment a perfe^ 
Tranquillity ; and his Neighbours, kept in awe 
.by his Courage and Condudl, darft not diflurb that 
fweet Repofe. This Prince travelled frequently 
thro' all the Provinces of his Dominions, to fee that 
Juflice was equally diflributed : The Queen hia 
Spoufe, who always bore him Company, arriving 
at a Caftle on the Borders of his Kingdom, was 
happily delivered of a Princefs, who was called Flo^ 
rinoy and who from the Moment of her Birth gave 
evident Proofs, that (lie would be a perfect Beauty^ 
They had fcarcely begun to tafie the Pleafures of 
that Child, when the King was informed that an 
ambitions Prince, willing to take the Advantage 
of his Abfence, had made an Irruption into his Do-^ 
minions, which obliged him to go away with his 
Court, and all the Troops that were with him. Be- 
fore his Departure, he fent for a Magician to ren* 
der the Cafile inacce£Sble againft all Surprizes and 
Infults, for the Prefervation of the Princefs wha 
was to be left there. 

The 
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The Magician obejring the King's Commands, 
performed the mod (olemn Conjurations his Art 
could devife ; writ Charadters, invoked the Powers 
of the Air, and ofier'd Sacrifices to them ; made a 
Circle with his Wand round the Caftle, putting it 
under the Care and Protcftion of the Gtnii, There 
he buried Pieces of Metal and precious Stones, 
whereon Tali/mam were engraved ; and after this 
Ceremony, tho* the Caftle was open it was impofli- 
ble to go in or out, without the Confent of thofe 
Perfons whom the King entrufted with the Govern- 
ment of it. It was iituated in the pleafanteft Part 
o^ Italy, was built of Marble and Porphyry, and 
was look'don as a curious Piece of Antiquity. The 
Apartments and Gardens were anfwerable, and' 
were augmented vtry much by the Art of the Sor- 
cerer. 

Fiorina was left in this Cadle under the Care and 
Condudl of a Governant, fit to educate and be an 
Example to her, with a great many other Ladies 
to attend her, who, every one in particular, ex- 
cell'd in all the Arts requifite to make her an ac- 
complifli'd Princefs. They found in Fiorina^ as (he 

fx^Ti up, a Difpofition that anfwer'd all their Care: 
'Iwrina gave them every Day furprizing Tokens ; 
nothing came up to the Sprightlinels of her Wit and 
Repartees. 

At feventeen Years of Age, the Fame of her Per- 
fedions being fpread abroad, Mauritiana, one of the 
Princefles of the Fairies, had the Curiofity to fee 
whether what was iaid of her was true, which made 
her quit her Court, difguife herfelf, and go to the 
. Caftle where Fiorina was kept ; and who, as foon 
as (he arrived there, obtained Leave to go in and 
fee the Princefs. Mauritfana was furprized at the 
Sight of the Princefs, who appeared more charm* 
ing than ihe was reported to be, and was forced to 
confefs, that, tho' an old Fairy, (he never beheld 
any thing fo delicate as that Princefs. 

Mauritiana was not one of thofe Fairies who pro* 
teft yirttte> bat one of thofe who ate ambitido^»

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revengeful, and who do what they can to accom- 
plifh their wicked Ends. By thefe Means (he was 
raifed to the Station of a Princefs and Queen of the 
Fairies, by an unlucky Accident that befel their 
true Q^ttti Feliciana, The Sight of Fiorina kindled 
in the Heart of Maurinana a great Jealoufy, which 
made her form a De/ign of carrying her away, on 
purpofe to deftroy her : But knowing that it was ia 
vain to attempt it while ihe remain'd within the 
Boundaries of the Caftle, (he endeavour'd to gain 
thuGovernant, and to introduce herfelf nearer the 
Princefs, pretending that it would be necefTary to 
learn her to work Embroidery, fuch as ftie ihewed 
her, which was exquifitely fine. 

. The wife Governant, not willing to have a Peribn 
whom fhe knew not, fo nigh the Princefs, refufed 
Mauriiiana^ -who was forced to retire, and find out 
other Ways to fucceed in her Defign. She believ- 
ed, that to excite the CompaOIon and Bounty the 
Princefs had naturally for unfortunate Perfons, 
might produce the EfFed fhe propofed. And one 
Pay, as Ihe was walking on a Terras within the 
inch anted Circle, (he affumed the Shape of an old 
Wpman overwhelmed with Sorrow. The PrinccG 
hearing of her, fent one of her Maids to know what 
' was the Matter. The Maid returned and told her 
it was an old Woman laid on the Ground, who ap- 
peared to be very ill, and defired her Afli(^an(;|. 
\Yhereupon the Princefs ran to her ; and Mauritt- 
una feeing her out of the Circle, catch'd hold of her 
Ijandy and drawing a myiterious Circle round her, 
they were in an indant fnatch'd away in a dark 
Cloudoutof the Maid's Sight. Thca Mauritiana 
put her into an Ebony Chariot drawn by Vultures, 
which flew in the Air with fuch Swiftnefs, that 
they foon gained her Palace. 

At her Arrival all the Fairies came and paid their 
Refpeds to her. She alighted from her Chariot 
with F/ifrina, who created in the Hearts of thofe 
Fairies different Sentiments. Thegood ones thought 

her 
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her very amiable, and pitted her ; and thofe who 
vrtTC of Mauritiana's Party could not look on her 
without Anger ; which made them hope irftpati- 
ently for an Opportunity to torment her. . ^ Maurr- 
tiana ordered the Princefs to be condudled into one 
of the Apartments of her Palace, till fhe confidered 
what (he fhouM do, and how llie ihould ufe her : 
But lucky was it for her, that the Charge was gi- 
ven to one of the good Fairies, who took her by 
the Hand, and led her into a magnificent Apart- 
ment, the Furniture of which was of an ineflimable 
Value. 

The Ffliry having placed her on a Settee, fat her- 
felfdown by her, and did all flic could to 'recover 
heroutof theSurpris^e flie was in * A\^i\ /aid

< which reaching my Ears, raifed tny Curio^ty to 
^ that Height, that I went to fee her ; and fhe ap-

< People of the Work! ; therefore I reifolved to know. 

* i£ thofe Accompli fhments whkh belonged to none 

* but Fairies, could (land the Proofs of Fairies ; and 

* therefore 1 judged it proper to bring her away,^ 

* and make fuCh Trials of her as may dilcover the 

* Truth.' 

The Fairiesy who were of the fame Difpofition 
and Party with Mauritiantt^ approved of her Opinio- 
on, and propofed .the moft difficult Trials, as'ffigbt 
IbAattera, eauly to be done. But one of the Faicies* 
wik> had alwaysbeen one of the chief Couikellor^ ' 
n^ Feiiciana, the tnie<i^een^ told them, that/Vfl- 
nim appeatred throttghoutall her Anions to be very 

niodjBft; 
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fiiodeft ; and that (he t ti no Inclination but for her 
Good y that the charitable Adlion Ike had done, 
which was the Caufe of her being in the Queen's 
Power, might let them know fuflicienily the Moti- 
ons of her 5)0ul, and therefore that the flighteft Proofs 
were enough lo impofe upon her. 

Mauritiana having obierved that her reafonfng ap» 
peared judicious to the Company, was afraid insii 
another Argument urged with the fame Force, would 
oppofe het Defigns, andfaid, that to avoid the Tedi- 
oufnefs of long Debates, it would be necefTary to teli 
her her Fate j and hence every one might judge 
what ftie thought proper for her to do. This Ad- 
vice was receivec*, and the poor Fiorina wa^ con- 
demned to fpin a Web that would feparate Day and 
Night. This Order was given to one of the word of 
'the Fairies, to acquaint her wiih it, and deliver her 
Materials for the Work. 

: The Fairy was glad to be charged with this Com- 
YniiTion: She went to F/cr/W, and forgot not the ieaft 
Circumftance of her Order. The poor Princefs could 
rot have fupported herfelf, but through the fweet 
Hopes Ihe conceived, that the Fairy who loved her 
v/ould not forfake her. She heard refpe£t fully what 
the Fairy faid, and received what was brought her, 
which was a ^eel of Ebony, a Spindle of Ivory, and 
Cobwebs, which might terve her to fpin the Thread, 
and make the Web * L doubt not, faid the Fairy y

* contrafted may fly out. Here's a little Switch for

faid,. (he cohdufked her into a Place appointed for 
her to- work in. It was a Clofct, where the Floor 
and CieKng were of black Maii>le, and the Furniture 
of Ebony, witha little white Daoiaik Bed to repofe 
on ; in ihort, this Place was notbing but a little Dun- 
geon, 
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geon, which had no Light come in but only fo much 
as to make it the more difmaT, 

The Fairy left the Princefs alone in their Apart- 
inenty advifing her to be diligent to pleafe them* or 
elfe (he would be disgraced ; and that ihe would 
make ufe of her Intereff with the Queen to ferve her. 
Fierinay after having furveyed the Place, took up the 
Web, and from the firft Stroke (he lard upon ft with 
her Wand, there came forth fuch a Number of lar^e 
Spiders* which dunk fo abominably, as that thcv 
had like to have deftroyed her. This Wand which 
was given her, was of the Service Tree^ which has a 
Quality to rccal a latent Porfon that hath been deac^. 
The Princefs (igh'd, and without giving way to her 
Sorrow, ftruggled every Way to free nerfelf : She 
recollected, that the Bottle of immortal Water, which 
her Friend had given her, would expel the Poifon, 
and poured it on the Cobwebs, when in an Inftanc 
the opiders vanifhed, and the Web became as white 
as Snow : She took it, and wound it on her Reel, 
which /he had rubbed with a little of the faid Water. 
She fpuD it afterwards, and covered her Spindle 
with a "J'bread as fine as the experteft Fairy could 
make. 

The Fairy, who had in Council fpoke in favour 
of Fieri rta, melancholy with what (he had heard pro- 
nounced agaiud her, went our concerned into one of 
the Walks of the Garden: Prince Pro^tti, Mauritia- 
na*s Son, meeting with her, faid, ' I befeech you, 

• fage Fairy, you would let me know the Reafon of 
^ your Sadnefs ; if lean help you, depend upon my 

* Friend(hip.* The Faiiy thought her feU obliged to 
slnfwer ingenuoufly to fo generous a Prince r She told 
him 'twas his Mot^ier, who had done an, Aft of In- 
juftice. Policy would have engaged her- to make a 
Myftery of thrs, and diffemble her Thoughts ; but as 
fke knew him thoroughly virtuous,' (he Would hot 
hide from him the Secret. That his Mother had ftolc 
away,and kept PrifoneratherCourt,a young Princefs, 

whofe 
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whofe Merit was fo great» that (he gained the Re- 
fpedt and Veneration of all Mankind. She told hinit 
tnat the Queen imagined, that ihe had no- other than 
a pretended Virtue, and that (he attenipted that 
which bebnged to none but Fairies j and tjiat, hold* 
ingaConndl, (he had gained fo extraosdinary and 
particular an Order, that under the Pretence of Juf* 
tke and DifcQvery of Truth, this poor Princefs waa 
condemned to fpin a Web that (hould divide the Da/ 
from the Ni^t. 

< There b no Time.to be loft, r#/^^^Probas i thii 
' poor Princeis mull perifli,if we don't preiently re- 
' fieve her : TU go and falute the Queen, who waits 

* for me, and return in a Moment : See that every 
*' Thmg be done» to give her what Affiftance ihe 
*■ wants with all Secrecy.' The Fairy who had con- 
dufted Fiorina to this Dungeon of a Work-Houfe, 
to perform what (he had enjoin'd her, returned ia 
Hopes to find her dead, or at leaft expiring ; but 
was much furprized to fee the Princeis, who was laid 
down to repole herfelf on the Bed, had finlfhed her 
Worfcwkh tbeutmoft Perfedlon.^ 

The firll Delignr which Fiorina had fo happily 
cfcaped, afflicted the Fairy,, for fear left (he inpuld 
fiand other Trials impo(ed upon her ; and this Gcief 
OjRefentment touched her fo, that (he could not 
ipeak to Fbrina otherwife than thus : ^ I'll go and 

* acquaint the Queen, that the Work is done/ This 
Fairy can to her, and related what (he bad feen. The 
Queen continued (bme time fiJent. * They have 

* given her, faidftn^ their neceifary Advice and A(^ 

* uftance rlt will be ufelefs for me to inform myfeif | 
' bring her to me.' This Order was inftantly obey'«U 
The rrinceff brought her Work, which ihe prefent* 
edto the Queen.: She receivjcd it with afeemingSfi« 
tisfai^ion, commended her, and delired bc(r,tocqn(i7 
n«e her Diiigence> which would be the only Wfy to 
2^ a ShaaMB her l^riendfhip. 

The 
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The Quees Idd a new Council, and found out 
tbe Means that Fiorina ihould go and find put the Im^ 
perial Rofe without Prickles. One of the Fairies waa 
defmted to carry the Frincefs to the Entrance into the 
Road Ihat ted to the Mountain where this Flower 
was to he found, and to give her of the Seed to fow 
another, with wbu other Things were neceifary da- 
ring their Journey. 

The Fairy conduaed Fiorina to the Entrance of 
the Road : * ^Tis here, fair Frincefs, /aid Jtt^ that 

* I muft lea^e you> and beg that Heaven would 

* guide you hapfmy to the Pkce wheie joxl are to 
^ so: 1 have brought feveral Perfons hither; but 

* lome, by their Imprudence, have perifli'd, becaufe 
' they would not tase the Advice oa a Fairf , which 
' yon wiU find in the Way » but fbnae who have 

* obeyed have accompliflied the Talk impoTed on 

* them : Do then what is dire^ed you, and I ihall 

* have the Pkafiiise of feeing you triumphant 
*■■ with the Flower you goto find^' And then em- 
bracing they parted. A few Paces from thence, t)ie 
Prtnce& found a Road very l»roadC ftreight, and open 
to the Sight: This Wav was in the Middle of a 

geat Wodd of Pakns, Oranges, an4. Citrons ; the 
irth was eaamell'd with all Sorts of beautiful iweet 
Flowers, and wonderfully divided t:^; an in fioUe Nqpa» 
ber of finall Stseama and] Cadalir ^)ij^ch,.bjr their dif- 
ftseot Windings afud TuiniAgs, ivmed Mea^Qws, 
whofe miirmurmg Souads.ohapmcd the E^ i wImIo 
^ Birds, in Concerts, infptred.ev.ery Thipg we can 
tiunk of that i» tender and agreeable. 

Fiorina followed the Road without IKfturbaiQce,. 
and arrived infenfibly at the End : Here flie found 
a Grand Portico, magnificently built, wbic^h jpi^iied 
taaPidace not lefs £itely, where' jw!as one W^lk 
Mriier than the left, on which -waa a X^gcu in 
yg&chMMiioniinay whov iwas the FfUty- xh%{ vr%^ to 
adviie her, delighted. In.appsoaching ,the Pprtipp, 
thePrincefs faw the Fairy, who can^e to rec^neJbii^ : 

She 
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She was full of CarefTes, to which Fiorina made 
fuitable Returns. Rationtina condufted het into the 
Palace, and made her fit down on a rich Bed. This 
Fairy never came out but to receive Perfons who 
palTed by the Portico, to give theiu grave Advice 
what they were to do. She aiked Fiorina the Occa- 
iion of her Journey j who told her that the Fairy 
Council had fent her to tind the Imperial Rofe with- 
out Prickles. * You will fucceed, /aid the Fairy ^ if 

* you do as I bid you : Many have fearched before 

* you ; thofe who have believed me have found it, 

* and others have miferably periihed foe not regard- 
*%ing me. A little Diftance kence you will meet 

* Perfons, who will appear very agreeable to you, 

* and prefs you clofe to engage you to ftay 
« with them ; they will attempt to perfoade you, 

* that they can give you all the Pleafures of life j 

* take Care not to believe them ; for they intend no- 

* thing but your Deftrudlion : Thefliort Time you

* feen filly Shepherds fucceed better than Kings and 

* Queens.' Saying this, flie carried Fiorina mto a 
Hall, which had the Profpe^ of a very beautiful 
Garden, where (he had provided an Entertainment 
that wanted nothing you could with for : The Prin- 
cefs eat i and when (he Iiad done, the Fairy brought 
her Son to wait on her as f /or /«fl's Gentleman- U flier ; 
and after making her Compliments/ the Princefs left 
her to purfue her Journey. 

Mauritiana all t his Tiiiie was difconfolate that 
Fiorina had efFe6lually efcaped their Revenge in the 
firft Trial, and was afraid (he would ftiil efcape by 
the fame Perfe6lion> Her Friends on the other Side 
were as much tormented as fhe : But while they 
endeavoured to hide their Melancholy from the reft, 
the Prince and the Counfellor Fairy," met together 
in a Grove of the Garden to divert themfelves, and 
find out who it was that ferv'd Fiorina, During that 
their Converfation, the Fairy who was Fiorina'^ 
good Friend, arrived, and informed them, that it was 
ihe that relieved her, and after what Manner. The 
Prince and the other Fairy congratulated her with an 
inconceivable Joy. * I fee plainly, /aid the Prince^ 

* that this Perfon is one of great Merit, (ince fhe 

* knew fo well how to make ufe of the Water you 

* fo (eafonably gave her, and which was fo valuable 

* to her. Hence we may fuppofe that the Beauties 

* of her Mind excel thofe of the Body.' 

You 
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* who always receives them with extreme Tender- 

* nefs ; and thefe are fuch Perfons as (he commits 

* to roy Care and Condudl.' 

In talking thus, they came out of the Wood, and 
entered into a Plain, where they perceived at a 
Diftance Some Dwelling Houfes. Crofs the Plain 
there was a Valley ; at the Bottom of which ran a 
River by a Wood's Side ; the pleaiing Sight of 
which redoubling itfelf in the Refledion of the 
Water, made an agreeable Landfkip. There they 
met with feveral young Perfons laid upon the Grafs, 
under the Shade of the Grove; who, as foon as 
they faw the Prtncefs, rofe up and fainted her* 
One among the reft civilly addrefling herfelf to 
her, faid, ' Give me leave, Madam, to a{k you 
where you are going, and by what Chance you 
arrived in this Place ; and finte you are here, 
whether we fhall be fo happy as to be any ways 
ferviceable to you ? The Sentiments of Refpc^ 
and Friendfhip which you infpire us with. Ma- 
dam, are uncommon : We are readily pcrfoaded 
in feeing you, that if you a»enot a Goddefs, yoa 
are at lead a great Princcfs.' *I am going, ««- 
fwoer^d Fiorina, to find the Imperial Rofe without 
Prickles.* « The Defign is worthy of you» Ma- 
dam : We are not then deceived in the judgixient 
we form'd of you, I believ'd yoa were too oblig- 
ing to refufe us your Company to a Place of Re- 
frelhment, and to ftay a few Days with us.' * I 
cannot do it, [aid the Prtncefs ; my Defign will not 
allow me to ftay any where: The Fairies havefent 
me, and they will' be readily obeyed.' * That 
will not fet you at Variance with them; ireplfdthe 
fame Perfonrthat fpoke frji to her : Thiy are ienfi- 
ble that you muft take fome Days of Reft, the bet- 
ter to enable you to bear the Fatiguesof the Jour- 
ney. You cannot meet with a pleafanter Place 
on the Road than ours, or any Perfons more wa- 
lous to ferve you. We are impatient to have you 
ihare with us, the Pleafures wc enjoy i Do us the 

Honour 
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< Honour then> Madam » and not the Mortification 

* to refufe us, who arc intirely in your Intereft. We 
I are juft at the Palace Door, and cannot fuffer you 
' to go by without a Refreihnient.' All the other 
Ladies with her joinM in their In treaties, and fur- 
rounded her, fo that Fiorina yielded to their Impor- 
tunities and CareiTes. 

At a little Diflance they were met by Ociofina^ or 
Idienefi^ the Princefs of the Place, who was walking 
out with the Retinue of her Court. She gracioufly 
received Fiorina^ and condud^ed her into her Palace, 
where flie made her fit down in an Elbow. Chair by 
her. Ochfina lolPd herfelf upon a fort cf Couch, 
or Sopha, in a Corner of the Room. The Wainfcot 
and Cieling were of very fine Glafs, and the Floor 
of Cedar. The Sopha was cover'd with a Silver 
Brocade, and ftufF'd with Down : The Curtains 
which formed the Canopy were of Cloth of Gold, 
decked within and without with Rubies, Diamonds, 
Emeralds, and other precious Stones. All the other 
Apartments of the Palace were not lefs magnificent; 
particularly a great Number of Down-Beds, eafy 
Chairs, Couches, Settees, Tables, Toilets, and Glaf* 
it^. All the Perfons of the Court being feated 
about the Princefs according to their Rank, Ociofi' 
na turned herfelf towards Fiorina^ and aik'd herwhat 
the Occafion of her Jourpey was. Fiorina anfwej'd, 
that it was to find the imperial Rofe. I am very 

* much furprized, /aid the Princtfif that being io

As the Lady had done fpeaking, the little P&i' 
iafbtica whom ihe mention'd came in ; but perceiv- 
ing Fhhnn^s Guide there, he retired. During this 
Time the Princefs Ociojma fell aflee^; and Fkrmm 
found herfelf fo dejected, that flie had not Strength 
to aft her little Leader, if he that appeared th^re 
was his Brother. All the Ladies feeing their Pkiti^ 
cefs afleep, betook themfelves to what they liked 
beft; fometo the Toilet^ others to lie down to Reft; 
ibme in armed Chairs, others again on Couches ; 
while feveral entered into Diibune of Dreis, l^c. 
Others there were who retir'd to Cards, whtdi 
they managed with a furprizing Dexterity. FUtrhmf^ 
who was yet ieated bv the Queen, and who'kntw 
nothing of thefe kind of Dive^iiohs, adtnired'hpv^ 
the M<mon of the Cardsr ihould make fneh fre^iienf 
Changes, and wanted to know why in that Time 
ttffire appeared in the WomenS' Faces Joy, Love, 
Aogf|r» Kagff aofi all other Paflions, one fucceeding 
^coher. " . , . •■•'" * ■■■;.•.,•,•■) ...'.. 

a^ i^rved, up a epilation of Fruits in th6€RdR:^Or- 
(^ \xk ti^e W9f y* . The Prmcefs, without rtfiiig 
from her Place, coul ^ conveniently fdftch • to whaft- 
evecwas fet upon the Table. Fiorina remained upon 

her 
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her Seat, very attentive to examine whatever pafs'd, 
feeling in her Mind terrible Agitations, in refleding 
on the Advice that Rationtina had given her, on 
what ihe had feen, and what (he had heard. In 
this Confufion they helped her to whatever was 
choice upon the Table, and without thinking on 
what (he did, (he was going to tafte: when her lit- 
tle Condu^or fpread his Wings, which we're on his 
Sionlders, ana which /V^riff a had not yet feen, which 
obicur'd florindi with a black Mill that furrounded 
them. And foon after, this Exhalation diffipating, 
FZw-iiM knew that all die had feen was nothing but 
Artifice ; and that the Fruits were either emptv, or 
filled with Foifon. Upon which (he immediately 
rofe, and followed her Guide, who conveyed her 
from fo pernicious a Place. 

After they had got out of the Limits of the Pa- 
lace, they enter'd an Avenue planted with double 
Rows of Elms, A(hes, and Limes, which form'd 
agreeable Vifto^s. Fiorina thought prefently that it 
was the Way they ought to go ; bat her little Guide 
flopped her, and let her know that (he (hould not 
always go the firft Way which feems agreeable to 
us ; for the Ways which pleafe us moit, are not 
ufually the happieft. Then the Princefs went into 
a Path, or Bye-way> cov«rM -w-ltK Df i;ii s and Tiiorns, 
where it was very difficult to pafs : Upon which 
fhe.covld not help faying to her Condn£lor, * Why 

* have you forced me to leave a Road which appear- 

* ed plain, to take one that is fo rough and unpaf-* 

* fable?' • That which you have taken, rtplfdthi 

< Quidet leads directly to the Palace of Pleafure, 
' which is what my Mother told you would be fo 

* pernicious, and where you would be more expo&'d 

< than you have been in that of Lazine(s, which 

< we have quitted.' * How I am obliged to you, ig^ 

* dear Condndor I ykiV Fiorina. I am very. fen 6iile

* TM* is the (horteft Way, replfdthi Guide..: The 
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* Road is not difficult but at the Entrance. The 
« others you would take, are indeed more commo- 

* dious to appearance, but very eafy to lofe one's 

* Way in; and you will meet with abundance of 

* Misfortunes there, you cannot well avoid.* 

In a little Time after they arrived itTa Plain, 
where the Land, no ways ungrateful to the Tiller's 
Care, made it a moft delightful Place. This Plain 
was fown with Corn, and the Hills which furrcund- 
ed It wef V r^ver? d with Vines and Fruit Trees. In 
the Admiration of ft fine a Place Fiorina loft all 
Thoughts of her Fatigues, butexpfcfs'd to her dear 
Guide the Joy {he felt in being brought into Co 
charming a Country. She took the Opportunity of 
aiking him, if the little Philaphticai that (he faw in 
Ociofina'% Palace, was his Brother, and why he re* 
tired with fb much hafte. 

* He is not my Brother; anfiwer^d he: I am an on« 

* ly Son, and my Mother had never any other Child 

* but me. She named me Agatonpbifa, which iigni- 

* ii^^ good Senfe ; and him that you faw is an Im- 

* poftor, who, to furprize Mortals with the more 

* fiafe, and abufe the Simplicity, fays that he is my 
« Brother, and fometimes pafTes for me. *Tis by 

< this Means that he leads thofe who believe in him 
\ tothtir R»'!p- He came with no other Dcfign 

< than to furprize you ; but when he faw that I at- 

< tended you, he went another Way. 

« I don't wonder, /a/V Fiorina, that he retired fo 

< fttddenly : Nobody loves to be found in the Com- 

< pany of thofe whom they would pafs for.' In fpeak* 
ing this, they faw a Cottage covcr'd over with Vines, 
which formed an Arbour of Mufcadine, and other 
cxquiiitc Grapes ; where one might fee Orchards of 
avaft Extent planted with all Sorts of hortulan Fruits, 
4nd numerous Efpaliers of Peaches, Apricocks, and 
Ncftarines of a prodigious Size. On theother Side, 
the Eye furveyed a large Kitchen-Garden full of 
wholefome Plants and Roots, neceflary for the Ufc 
of Life. The Perfon that cultivated this Placp was 

cali'd 
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call'd Ergonidesf which fignifies Induftry ; whom 
they found with a Spade in his Hand, (bliciting 
Nature to beilow on him that Plenty they faw be- 
fore him. 

As ibon as he perceiir'd the Travdlers, he went 
ap to them ; and after faloting of FUrifia, he gave 
JgaioHfbi/a a thoaiand Carefles, which the other re* 
tarn'd* Then he condudled them into the Shade, 
vnder one of the Arbours, where he entertain'd them 
with a Cottntry Collation of the bed Fruits he had. 
The PHncefs doril not touch them ; biit when flie 
Um her little Leader take of 'em, (he eat, and 
found them of an excellent Flarour. The Colla* 
tiop ended, Ergonides let them fee his^ Menagery. 
Fiffrina was charm'd with the Propriety and fine Or- 
der in which every Thing was dilposM, and to fee 
that this- Man was indemed for all thefe Things to 
hi« great Diligence and Induftry. Afber ExpreSrona 
o( their Friendfhip and Gratitude, they left Ergo- 
nides ^ and continued on their Journey. 

Upon the- Road, Pkrtnar difbonrnng with Ag/i- 
tvnfhifa^ faid, * TTterc's a Man^ Jp^akh^ of Ergo- 

* nides, who appears all Content, and lives a per- 

* fbd eafy Life V 'He labours, and that is fo great 
' » Pleaiure to him, repiy*d tbg Guide ^ that he would 
' not change his Condition with the greatefl King 
« o» Elarth. Kc is a Friend of my M6ther*s, and 
^ always comes to confoh-us when he has any M- 

< fairs tO'tranfaA. Hers a Son- of the Sky, as ihe

DortnjT this Converfation, the Prrncefs heard a 
Retourmelh of -fcift Flutes, which f^nfibly pleas'd hct 
Ear : * How agreeable is this Malick ! /aid Jhe, I 

• find myfelf fcizM'with. t^leafare, and in a Kind of 

• Tranrport that wiH not let me go much further. 
« Hearken, 1 btfeech you, my dear Condutftor ; let 

< Bs fee what it is, and whence it comes,' 'Take 
yoL.IIL F « C^^ 
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* Care of yourfelf, an/wer^Jbe^ there is nothing 

* more dangerous than for you to Hay here : That 
' which gives you fo much Pleafure, you will find 

prefently frightful, if you underftood the Caufe/ 
He had x^o foonerdone fpeaking, buta«.'ail Num- 
ber of People of both Sexes appeared, who play'd 
the Fool together after an extravagant Manner. 
The Women were half naked, without Shame or 
Confufion ; and the Men, debauch 'd with Liquors, 
had lefs Modefty or Difcretion. The Princefs trem* 
bled with Fear and Horror at fuch a diforderly 
Sight, and they feeming to approach nearer, (he 
ftoleoff't and fled with a furpriiing Swiftnefs. FU- 
rina being got at fomeDiftance out of Sight, iU)pp'd 
a while to breathe ; and turning towards her Guide, 
faid, with a Trembling on her Speech, * Theie 
' People have frighted me fo, I am not yet reco- 

* ver'd.' * You have done prudently ,^/V Agatoe- 

* phifa : 'Twas only Flight whereby you could 

* have eicap'd the fatal Poifon of theie dcteftable 

* Enchanters ; and if you (hould day to reft here a 

* little, you wpuld fall into their Snare, and rua 

* the Hazard of being undone like them.' 
Fiorina being recovered out of her Confufion, and 

comforted by her faithful Guide, purfued the Road* 
and found herfelf advanced in a Fiain which bor- 
dered upon aMountain .that feem'd at a vaft Di dance 
off. The Way that led to it was very dire£l, with» 
out the Appearance of Klvers. Brpoks, Woods, 
Groves, or any other Place convenient' for Repoie. 
Fiorina aflc'd AgatoBpbifa what that Mountain was 
they faw there. • That is the End of your Journey. 

* faid bet and the Place where the Rofe grows that 

* you are in fearch after,' The Princefs leaped for 
Joy at this Anfwer ; and believing fhe (hould by 
the Evening come to gather the Imperial Rofe, re* 
doubled her Steps and Diligence ; but the more (he 
advanced, the farther off the Mountain feem'd to 
be, fo that it made her melancholy, impatient, and 
weary ; and the Sun fhining dire&ly on her Head,

quite confounded her. To that (he refolved to take 
another Road, which feem'd more -agreeable, on 
the ]eft Hand, and would lead to the fame Place 
as that wherein (he was. Agatonphifa not being 
confulted, let her alone; and /Y^r/'/irii continued to 
purfue this new Way^ where (he/ound Tome Shade 
which (he could not have expeded ; but the Un* 
evennefs of the Ground infenfibly made aninterpo* 
iition betwixt them and the Mountain, fo that they 
loft (ight of it. Neverthelefs (he continued to march 
on, more, thro* Humour than Reflexion, and at laft 
came to a Town. The Houfes were plain built^ 
but very handfome within. At the Entrance into 
this Place, the Princefs found the Men of modeft 
Behaviour, who conyerfed together after a civil and 
referved Manner, and who faw them pafs by with a 
great deal of Indifference. She met others more (hy« 
who (hew'd no Manner of Curiofity or Concern for 
her; and continuing the Road, (he came »tnto a 
publick Place, wherea Woman add refTed her .with 
a fweet affable Air, and let her know that (hevwas 
ienfible of the Uneadnefs (he was under, and that 
(he might confide (b far in her, to let her underhand 
what difturb'd her, afTuring her ihe would. ufe her as 
if (he was her own Sifter ; for that (he had a natural^ 
Inclination to ferve her. She likewife infinuated to' 
her, that the Place where they were, was not fo 
proper for Perfons of their Sex to hold a Converfa-. 
tion in, therefore (he begg*d of her to go in and 
reft herfelf, for that then ihey might have the Li- 
berty of faying what they pleasM. Fiorina believed 
her, and went in, when in a Moment the neigh* 
bouriog Ladies came to vifit her, where they found 
the fair Stranger ; and obferving her diligently, 
were ftruck with Admiration, and aflcM her civilly 
from whence (he came. < I come, /aid Florina« 
' from the Palace o£ Rationtina** 7 he Ladies piti- 
ed her, and faid, that (he might well be tired ; and 
prefently after let her know, they (hould be glad to 
be informed what (he had met with on the Road.

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FUrina related what bad happenM with the Prin- 
cefs Ociofina^ and what fhe had feen at Ergonides\ 
Cottage, and the Fright fhe was put into by the 
mad Company (he faw in the Way. ' Do me the 

* Favour, faid one of the Ladies^ to tell me where 

* you defign to go now V * I am going, anfwer'd 

* the Princefs, to find the Imperial Rafe without 
« Prickles.' * You may find it, an/tver^d the Ladjtt 

* on our Lands . And fince you are engag'd in fo 
' noble a Defign, we (hall think ourfelves obliged 

* to give you Aflrfiance, in order to fucceed.* 
Which they all repeated very obligingly. During 
this Converfation, there entered a Man of a mod<^ 
Look, being very civil, and well bred. Upon 
which, a)l the Ladies rofe up with great |te(jped» 
to offer him their Seats ; and then a Servant veiy 
officioufly brought in an Elbow-Chair, which wai 
fet in the beft Part of the Room, where he ieaced: 
himielf. And being informed of the SubjeiCl of 
their Difcourie, one of the Ladies told him that 
the Stranger which he faw there came from Ration* 
tina*t Palace to find the Imperial Rofe ; and being 
come into their Town without knowing any Body/ 
they had tendered her their Service ; and that iince 
her Arrival there, (he had related her Adventures 
upon the Road. 

This Man turning towards Fhrina^ exprefs'd his 
Pleafure opon her Defign ; and after wifhing hex 
much Jojr on her Sncce^fs, he told her, that Hea* 
ven had been favourable to her, fince flie fell into 
the Hands of fo fele£l a Company, who had the very 
fame Defigns with herfelf in purfuing that moft ex- 
cellent Enquiry ; and that (he could not fail under 
their Condud to gain the Prize ; and that for hit 
Pai t, he would ailHl them with all the Light poifi- 
ble to clear up the Difficulties, and to make them 
fi^rmount all the Obfiacles they ihould meet with; 
and after that went away. Thefe Words made not ' 
a little Impreffion on the Princefs : She depended 
•Q thefe Promifes fo muchi that fhe fiatter'd her* 

fetf 
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felf to be already pofTeflcd of the Flower. This 
i^reeable Illufioii had continned, if the Advice 
which Rationtina gave her had not alarm'd her» by 
making her always feniible of her Inconftancy, and 
of that Criidulity which would be her Rnin. Shci, 
was likeuife alarm 'd to fee her dear Agatonphifa all 
this Time mute, and in a Kind of Lethargy^ from 
which file could not awake him. This was a Damp 
to her Joy, and the intended Meafure of that Pro- 
testor or Guide. 

' After the Man was gone, one of the Ladies told 
Plorintit that the Perfon who juft'now left them was 
tiieir Conduflor in the Enqttiry they were making, 
as well as (he, after that incomparable i^lower* 
He is a Man, fiUdfit^ Madam^ of great l^'robit^ 
and profound Knowledge, and partiorlarly in this 
biicovery : He hath the Goodiicri to inftru^ us, 
and to communicate to us fuch Lights as we are 
capable of receiving and making an Imf>rovement 
of. Then aifure yourfelf, Madam, that this Flower 
is the Symbol oif Virtue, which makes all thoie 
happy who po(&fs it. Several fancy, that to en- 
Joy this Treafure, they fhould ftrlp themfelves, 
and mortify their PaiHons ; but they deceive them- 
felves, it is proper indeed to calm and temper 'em 
io that they (hal) not be difcover'd ; but it was 
no way neceifary that we (hould be depriv'd of 
what Nature has given us.' 
In that Moment of Time the little Phllaphtica 
appeared to Fiorina^ and did what he could to iniio* 
doce himfelf. Agatonphifa gave "him a fcornful . 
Glance^ upon which Philaphiica Jippcar'd no more. 
The Lady who had detain'd Flerina, faid, • *Tis 
^ fome Time that we have been here : let us go and 
V refrefii ourfelves, and then continue to give fuch 
• Juftruftions to this fair Lady as are neccfTary.' 
They all rofe to go into the next Room. But Aga- 
' tonphifa feeing ih^X Fiorina was going to be loft with 
the reft, ipread his Wiiigs, and taking two or three 
Turns before Fiorina, by an impetuous Motion he 
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Arattcr'd a contagious Air around her, which aidecf 
her Efcape. Philaphtica was To frighted, that he 
fled, and left the Princefs alone. Agatonphifa took 
herb> the Hand, and conducted her to a Moun- 
«ein at a Dillance, where he told her the Danger 
(he had been in, and what fecret Communications 
that Place had with the Palace of Pleafure, 

J/or/Vjfl was very melancholy upon the Refte6Uon 
of what had like to have happened to her, and 
knew not how to return the vaft Obligations (he had 
to her dear A^atonphifay from off whom flie never 
eaft her Eyes till (he came to the Foot of the Moun- 
tain, which wasborder'd with Cedars and Palms of 
a great Height. The Rock appeared fb (l^ep, that 
FUrina believ'd it inacceffible, and that me (hoqld 
liever be able to mount it. She took fever al Turns 
to difcovcr which Way die might get up ; but find- 
ing none, (he fell into the lafr Defpair. Prince Pra* 
huu Son of MaMritianaf would not fufFerher to be 
long in this cruel Uneaiinefs, but prefented himfeir 
before her. That Prince being known to her^ bf 
having feen him at the Fairy's Palace, where he 
was look'd upon by every Body as a Man of great 
Merit, was fo far from giving her the Icaft Diflur- 
bance, that he gave her a fecret Pleafure. 

« How comes it, my Princefs, faid Froiuf, yoa do 

* not aicend to the Top of that Mountain, to gather ' 

* the Imperial Rofe, which is to be the Reward of* 

* your Journey P * It is a long Time, my Prince, 

* rep/yi Fiorina, that I have fought how to do it, 
' but in vain ; and the Thing appears impoflible.' 
The JPrince fmiPd at her Anfwer, and faid, * Prin- 

* cefs, follow me.' At that Inflant he came to a 
very large high Tree, which join*d to the Foot of 
the Mountain, and bid Fiorina obferve that that 
Tree had Knots and Branches, by the Means of 
which they might afcend. He a^nally mounted, 
and the Princefs followed him : They climb'd fo 
well from Bough to Bough, and from Knot to Knot; 
that they got up half the Way, till the Rock was 
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fo form'd, that they could cafily gain the Top of 
the Mountain. Fiorina could fcarce contain herfelf 
for Joy, to find herfelf upon the Plain where the 
Flower grew that was to crown her with aTriumph, 
This Pleafure enliven*d her with every Thing that 
was gay. She exprefs'd her Gratitude to frobus for 
the Favours he had done her. * I could not delay 

* doing you this little Piece of Service, faid the 

* Prince : My Inclination for you en^ag'd me to 

* it ; and the Fairy, your good Friend; hath fuffi- 

* ciently follicited me.' *' How am I indebted to 

* that charming Fairy, fry V Fiorina-, after all that 

* (he has done for me, to fend io great a Prince to 

* me, who being fenfible of my Grief, came him- 

* (elf to deliver me from Defpair, and conduct me 

* to the greateft Happinels.* 

• Princefs, /aid Probus, fee there the Road that 

* !eada you to the Palace of Per/iterance^ who will 

* fhew you the Flower. You will meet with me 

* in your Return, to convey you fpecdily to my 

* Mother's Court.* The Princefs purfued the Road, 
and arrived at the Palace, where (he found the La- 
dy, who received her very agreeably, and conduct- 
ed her to the flowery Field, where the precious 
Pledge was. 'Tis hard to conceive the Sentiments 
of Pleafure and Joy that feiz'd the Princefs at the 
Sight of this Treafure. The Fear (he was in, left 
her F.yes fliould deceive her, made her greedily 
fnatch at this incomparable Flower ; and the Earth 
being flripp'd, appeared chang'd« opening itfelf, 
which ferv'd as a Mouth> to (ay to Fiorina^ That 
(he ought to be comforted. The Princefs feeing in 
a Moment the Place fo well prepared to receive the 
Seed, recolleded that Grain that (he had about her 
(hould be fow'd in the fame Place from whence fhe 
had gather'd the Flower; and had the Pleafure to 
iee Nature produce again another like that whick 
(he had gathered. 

Fiorina having got the Imperial RoFe, thought of 
nothing now but returning, and therefore took the 
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iame Road by which fhe came. 1 he Prince, who 
waited for her, feexng- her take this Way, ifcopp'd 
her» and faid, * Pnaceis* this Road is too tedious, 

* and you fhould never return with that Flower the 

* &me Way that you went to gather it; we muft 

* take a fhorter Courfe.' And givingher his Hand, 
he conducted her by a moil agreeable W-ay ; 'till 
Ihe infenfibly arrived at the Palace of the Fairies. 

Fame prefcnt)y pubiiih'^ thro* the Fairy Courts 
tlut Fiorina, was returned with the pj;eciou« I'-ea* 
fure« The goad Fairies ceuld not contain thein'> 
felvefi for Joy ; and il/aiyri//««a found herfelf at laft 
obliged to confefs .publickly/ that Fiorina <leierv'd 
a Reward worthy of her labour. Fiorina^ in her 
Return, was altogether tmder the Condu^ of the 
Prince; and when they were come near the Palace» 
Prahus faid to her, < J muii leave you, my Princefg, 
' for fear of being feen. Yon are in a dire£l ftoad^ 

* and cannot go afiray again.' 

The Princefs continued htr Way, lifting up her 
Eyes to Heaven^ to give Thanks ibr the Favours 
Ihe had received ; and Mauritiana had ailembled ^r 
Council, who waited to receive Fiorina with greaft 
Magnificence. When fhe came to the Gates of the 
Palace, Mauritiana, attended with ali her Court, 
went to receive her, prefenting her with a Charioc, 
on which they obliged her to mount. The Chariot 
was of Gold richly wrought, and drawn by four 
fine white Horfes harnefs'd variouily. The firft 
Harnefs w^s covered with Saphiies; the (econd with 
feveral orecious Stones, as Agats, Onyx, Topaz, 
and Rubies; the third was with Diamonds; and 
the fourth with Amethifts of an ineillmable Value. 
Four Fairies led the Horfes with Silk and Goldea 
Reins. 

The Princefs in this Equipage enterM the Palace 
with the Acclamations of all the Fairies ; and at 
the Foot of the great Stair- Cafe Mauritiana gavft 
her her Hand to alight from her Chariot, and con- 
dudcdher into the Hall, where a coufiderable E«- 
teruuoment was provided, which was carried off 
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with all Marks of Joy for her happy Return. Af- 
terwards (he was led into one of the fined Apart** 
mcnts of the Palace, to rcpofe herfelf. The next 
Day Fiorina was conducted with the fame Pomp 
and Magnificence to the Temple of Virtue, which 
was not far from the Palace, to return Thanks to 
Heaven for the Favours fhe had received during her 

Journey. There (he depofited the Flower (he 
roQght, and received from Mauritiana^ Hand a 
Crown confecrated to Virtue. 

Fiorina being returned to the Palace, and retiring; 
into the Apartment prepared for her, the two Fai- 
ries her good Friends, and ProBus^ went to congra- 
tulate her in particular, and exprefs the Joy they 
felt upon her Advancement. ' It is not to me^/ai^ 
the Prince/st that theie Praiies which you attribute 
are due : 'Tis to the powerful Adiftance you have 
given me, and particularly to that generous 
Prince. AH my Pains had been fruitle^, and l 
had remained at the Foot of the Mountain, de- 
prived for ever of the Opportunity of gathering 
that Flower, and the Happi'nefs of feeing you 
again.' * Could I refufe, /aid the Prince, my 
poor Aififtaace to a Princefs whom Heaven will 
prote^ for ever ? The Law of Nature infpires 
and ordains, that we (hould relieve thofe who 
want our Help.* • There arc few Perfons, faid 
the Princtfst who have fuch valuable Sentiments : 
But after all, I am not lefs indebted to you for 
that JBxcefs of Goodnefs you have (hewn to me.' 
The Converfation continued fome Time upon the 
Gratitude Fiorina acknowledged due to them for 
thtir Care of her, and pray'd them to continue 
the feme to her. * Our Duly obliges us, faid the 

* Counfillor Fairy t and we are fent upon Earth for 

* no other End, but to defend thofe who are un- 
' jndly per(ecuted.* And after a long Difcourfe, 
they left //onVr/i alone, to reft herfelf after fo much 
iPatigue. The good Fairy at parting, faid, ^ Fear 

* BothiDc farther, my dear Frmcefs ; live at Eafe ; 
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No Body (hall hurt you.* • But, /?/</ Fiorina, F 
am not yet in my own Palace.' « Time brings 
all Things to pafs, reply* d the Fairy ; and we will 
manage your Affaiys ib well, tlUit yon (hair have 
Reafon to be fatisfiedi' Fiorina thank'd them foi^ 
*heir Ca e, an^d begjj*d a Continuance of their Far 
▼ours; which the Fairy promt fed: afreib: And af- 
ter embracing her, rejoin'd the other two, who 
were gone berore, and.waited for.her* Prince Pro* 
bus and the Counfellor Fairy, feehng heranivej 
piropos'd to walk. together in the Piilace-Gardens to 
difcourfe of aM that liad happened ujion the Subje^ 
6i Fiorina^ They could not heljj) admiring of her 
Merit',^ and efpecidlly the Prince, who carried it fo- 
far,, that he gave Occaiion to the Fairy, her good; 
Friend, to think that the Prrhce lov'd her. She 
concciv'd ^; fccret Joy thereat, hoping thereby it. 
would be mope ufcful to the Priiicefs, And to be 
the more aflured of it, feeing the Prince continued^ 
to praifo. hiWj (he faid'i * Prince, I fancy tha^ in 
^ this Qpwroendation you have made of the Prin- 
*- cefjii, theii5 is fbrnethihg more than Admiration. 
*^*ih it.; ani if I am not deceived, there, is a little. 
•* Inclination to Love in the Boiiom.*' The Prince. 
colour*d.. Upon which the two Fairies laugh'd f . 
and: the grave Fairy faid. That it was not (o fnr- 
j>ri(ing a Thing, (ince it was difficult to fee (b much. 
Werit without having an Efteem ; and that Efteem. 
proceeding to Love, was too plea(ing to be re(ift- 
cd : But on the other Side, it would be a furprifing 
Thingi if his Soul was limited or tied dbwn to a 
fingle Eft6em. 'You then approve, fage Fairy, 
« /aid the Prince^ the Love I'have for thePriiotccfs/' 

* Yes, anf'wjer^djhe^ you need not doubt it.' Then 
tfeie Prince- could not forbear afTuring them, that 
he had all the Love for that Princefs that his 
Heart was capable of; * 'Tis by thefe Dteds I; 

* know,, Great Yimzt Frohus^ /aid J^ie^ you have 

* performed all. thofe bright Actions before : But 

* to love perfecutcd Virtue is an onparaUePd Ac- 
*' Hon, 4Bd wonby, of 'you.' * E\^x, rt^l^d tht 
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Frineet what fignifies my Love, (ince ike that in- 
fpires nfy Padion is ignorant of it; and I cannot 
confent that you tell her for fear of difpleafing her V 
Fear nothing, (faid the Fairy^ Fiorina's good 
Friend,) that is too plain and agreeable to be mif- 
taken.' * Fair Fairy, repfyed the Prince, you flat- 
ter my Pafljon very agreeably : But tell me, I be- 
feech you, when that is done, have not I every 
thing to dread, and the greateft Obftacle to fur- 
mount ? Will my Mother confent, when flie finds 
'tis for one againft whom her Malice will never have 
an end ?' * Heaven difpofes of every thing as it 
pleafes, faid the Fairy Ad^oifer : 1 hope your Sen- 
timents for the Princefs will be approved theieby, 
and that you will be bleifed with Means o exe- 
cute yourDeiigns. I forefee we (hall ere Icng h ive 
fome confiderable Events happen at Court. The 
Glory of Fiorina gives the Queen mod cruel Tor- 
ments. She (iffembles them fairly, but will refent 
it home at laft, waiting only for an Opportunity to 
dedroy her. I found her in one of the Groves of 
the Garden, only with her Confidante, and they ap« 
peared tomevey thoughtful and t>erplex*d ; whence 
J judged they were contriving: iome .grand Defign* 
In the mean time. Prince, conceal your Paffion, 
and let Fiorina know nothing : Only do her all the 
good Offices you can ; for that is the Way you are 
to arrive at the Happinefs* you <iefire/. 
The Fairy> Counfellor was not at ail deeeived iii 
her Judgment, that F^rl«^l'8 Glory occalioned ter- 
rible Emotioos or Diftutbances ii^ Mauridana^s Soul. 
She retired every Day with her Confidante into the 
moft retired Places of the Garden, to complain of 
her Grief. * You fee, faidjbey if I have not Reafon 
' to be afli£ted j all the Snares which I have laid to 

* deilroy this Mortal, fo odious to me, have only 

* ferved to increafe her Happinefs, and add to my 

* ConfufioD and Defpair. I would perfecute her and 
de r y her, . without difcovering my Revenge^ . 

• and 
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and I am forced to prepare a Tnuniph iot her, 
and cro ^n her with my own Hand. Unimppy Am- 
bitioa ! why baft thou carried me fo far, to uiaice 
ise undergo fuch cruel PutjiUhnienr ? Let nae for- 
fake the Fiace> where I am all-powerful, and fly 
from the Advke, which opposes every thing that 
may jRatter my Padion* wichout having ihe Liberty 
to cof»piaia. My Soo difappr^ve^ iny Condu(£t, 
tjho' i have advanced hina to the Dignity of a Prince. 
Yoi) fett almoin all my Court condeiiin me, and 
only pay roe the Appearance of Refpefl, which is 
due to the Glory that furrounds me. Let aie re- 
ftore to Feliciantt the Throive, from which I have 
baniihed her* it will be rr.ore glorious for one Co piv)- 
cure her Relloration. Let nie live where I have 
eObabliflied an Empire, that will maJce every Body 
tremble under the Severity of my Laws j iaipru- 
dent as I am, my Paflion ha£ blinded me^ that I 
did not know when I <aw ^h\% Frifhcefs, that her 
Virtue was fDH<i. and that Heaven favoured her.' 
• huufaidthf Confidante t if this Princefe has fur-^* 
mounted all tKerDilHculties flue met with, 'tis from- 
the Advice ^e received from Raiiertiina. 'Tistruey- 
replied ihe ^een ; biit jRationtsM only gave tfae 
Advice j bpt it was by the Decree of Heaven fte 
executed ij. A vaft Nun)ber of People pafs that 
way, whom /he advifes ; but the Nuuiber of thofe 
who follow it are (o fmall, that this Frincefs is al- 
molV the only Perfbn that hath made an Advan- 
ta^ of it. Neither the Charais of the Palace 
oi Odo/tna, befides the other Dificukies (he inec 
with, could detaia her She arrived at the Foot of 
the Mountain where the Flower grew, and €here» 
Heaven, by an vnforefeen and vvonderfnl Adiftancefr 
found out Means for her to aiceoU k. That 
could not have been, anfwered the CofiJSdante, had- 
not one of the Fairies heJped her to gain the* 
Height of that Mountain : And if it was lo, liavflp 
not you the Right to puniih imd revoke U'k%t

When the Queen had done fpeaking, the Aflem- 
bly remained a while without an Anfwer. All th« 
Fairies were perplex'd co penetrate what Views the 
Queen could have in this prodigious Change of 
hers : The Fairies plainly faw her Jealoufy againil 
Fiorina was not yet extinguifh'd, but they could not 
comprehend why Msturitiana (hould engage Fiorina 
afreih in an Affair, which could conduce to fomuch 
an unhappier End than the others, and to run the 
Hazard of loiing a Crown which had coft her fo 
dear. > 

When a Fairy of Mauritiana\s Party- broke Si- 
lence, and faid, ' That if Fiorina excus'd herfelf, ihe 

< ihould judge it proper to compel her; thaf^force 
' was juft where fair Meant could not perfuade, and 

* particularly upon this Qccafion.' ' What yon ad- 
' vance, faidMauritiana, is unjufl ; the Princefs, like 

< us, is at liberty to accept or refufe what I propofe. 
*' If the Fairies had been permitted to have under- 

* taken this Defign, the Queen's Return had been 

* eifedted long ago; but fince a Mortal only can ac- 
' complifli it, where is there one. better to be found 
' than Fiorina? and therefore it is to.her W£ muii:^ 

* make this RequeH: ' 

The fage Fairy Counfellor anfwer'd; it was true» 
that Fiorina had all the Qualifications and Difpo- 
fitions neceflary to fucceed in. fb great a Defign: 
But with all thefe rare Qualities ihe had cer- 
tain Danger to undergOy when ihe vrould fland in 

need 
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need of extraordinary Alliftance to Aipport and pre-* 
fcrve her. The Queen faid, (he would not oppofe 
that, but give the Princefs leave to take what Helps 
file could procure from tke Fairies, who were left 
to their own Inclinations as to that Point. 

Hereupon two^of the principal^ Fairies were fent 
to compliment her in the Name of the reft. Fiorina 
being come,. ifif^xir/ViaxrA (ent other Fairies^ to her^ 
to receive her ; and all together conduded her to 
the Queen, who feated her next to her fe If upon the 
fame Floor on which her Throne was placed. When 
Fiorina had taken her Seat, Mmtritiana fpoke thus r 
*■ The ConduA which you havefhewn, incompara- 
•• blePrincefe, in the Conqueft of the- imperial Rofe^ 
^ perfuades us that you are capable of executing the 
*- greateft De(igns, and that iher« were no Difiical- 
' ties, which could, bound the Courfe of thofe 
•" Things you have undertaken. Here is another 
*'■ coniiderable Opportunity offers itfelf of fignaliz^ 
*• ing your Heroic Virtue. Our great Queen Felicia^ 

* na hath been exiled fome Time in the wonderful 
^ Labyrinth, from whence fhe cannot return but by 

* a Mortal like yourfelfj Fair Princefs, give Liber- 
' ty to this dear Queen : Enter into the Labyrinth* 
*" and refiore- her to us^ : All the Fairies with me 
' befeech it of you, and entreat you with the 
^ ftrongeft Inftances of Affedion. See here, my 
*• Princefs, a Way of gaining more Glory than in 
' the Conqueft you have already made : 'Tis a dou* 

* ble Crown which Heaven offers you,. and I fancy 
*^ that your generous Heart- cannot refufe it.* 

Fiorina liftened to the Queen with great A(ten« 
tion, and thus reply 'd r ' Madam, the Honoor 
^ which you propoie to roe of finding out Feliciana 
*' the Queen, and obliging all the Fairies, would 
*- make me undertake any Thing : But, Madam, this 
*- Deliverance i» not referv'd for a poor Mortal like 
^ me. If I have gatherM* the Imperial Rofe, that 
*' A^OD was to' be done by every fiody that would 
^^ undertake it, and follow the Advice of J^^z/VfiriVra. 
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* 'Tis BOt the fame thing here, in relation to the 

< Qoeen $ that is a Favour which cannot be granted 

< but to a Perfon whom Heaven has chofen for that 

< Purpofe : So I heg of you. Madam, to di^nfe 
« with me,* 

Then the Queen attempted to perfuade her, that 
Ihe Celeflial Powers had de(lin*d her to be the Deli- 
verer of that QneeB ; and that ihe could not oppofe 
their Wilh without drawing on herielf the Anger of 
Heaven. While Mauritiana was making this perti- 
nent Reply, Fiorina attentively watched all the Fai- 
ries, one after another, to penetrate their Sentiments, 
and to judge from them what chey ought to do. She 
thought ihe faw in the Eyes of the fage Fairy Ad- 
viier, that ihe was pleafed to have her accept the 
Thing : But for fear of being deceived, ihe aiked 
Time to anfwer; which was granted. 

The Council riiing, Flcrina was carried back to 
her Apartment by the Fairies, who foliicited her to 
go to the Queen. When Fiorina was returned to her 
Chamber, Mauritiana lock'd herfelf up in her owm 
to think with Pleaiure on the new Snare ihe h^d 
laid for her : She fecretiy fiatter'd herfelf, that Flo^ 
rina muft perilh by the Multiplicity of Dangers ihe 
would meet withal in the Labyrinth ; her only Fear 
was, that ihe would not accept of the Commiffion. 
Prince Probus being informed of the Propofal 
which the Queen his Mother had made to Fiorina^ 
went to find out the Fairy Counfellor, to advife be* 
forehand with her, what Way would be the beil for 
Fhrind to execute the Frojed with Succefs. He found 
her alone on the Bank of the Canal in the Garden, 
who was contriving, as well as himfelfywhat power- 
ful Succours they could give her. As . foon as the 
Fairy faw the Prince, ihe^ent up to him ; * What 
is the Occafion of your Mirth, Prince ? fmdfiif : 
Fie^Jaa has had a Propofal to go fetch back Q^eea 
Ftlidank ffbm thb Labyrinth : WhatgpOfd Fortune 
win tc be to yooi upon this Occafiooj if you love 
the PrificeA ^*

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* If you doubcit» Czgc¥mTy,an/wir*i( tJi^ Prince, 

* you do me lojuilke ; For—' * i (hall be pcr- 

* i\MLdtdf oft/vaer^dtAi pMiry/rf yon will (crvt Fiorina

<As /\^riirA bad not yetacoe|ned the Fropofition 
made to her, they mrent to heur to^etSser, to 'knov<r 
what her laft Senttments were. Bemg enterM into 
herChambec^ tliey ibund the Fairy her good Fnend 
with ber« who had foliicited ha to reftore Ftiiciana. 
That Fairy ieein^ tbem enter in, faid, * Come ^d 
' perfiiade the Pjincefs : She doubts of the Power 

* ihe has, and feems undetermined to accept th^ 

* Glory of going to deliver the exiled Queen.' 

' MBd^tHfJaidtJlfe Prina^ I can fcarce believe that 

* you refufe to be the worthy Deliverer of a Queen 

* ib much defired.' ' How, Prince ; rtplfd Fiorina ; 
' would you, who know my Weaknefs, and theFa- 
' tigues I underwent to gather the In»periai Rofe, 

* would you too engage me in a fre(h Defign, which 
' is ftill more difficult, and where undoubtedly 1 (hall 
' perilh.' < Is it poflible, my Friacefs, Jiud rbe Fairy 

* Cwnftlkr-, that you can ^be ife hard-hearted to 
*' refuie Prince Ffobus, who hath been fo zealoas for 
' yo«r Service, and who defires with as the Deli- 

* vera nee of that Queen ? Can yo«r Soul have the 

* Weaknefs to believe that fo great a Prince can 

* abandon you, and leave you exipos'd to the many 
^ Difficulties that will happen ? if ypu believe 

* that 
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' that, my Princeff, undeceive yourfelf: His tended 

' generous Soul cannot fuifer it, and hw Intercft is 

* too large to permit you to mifcarry. As for usi 

* my Princefs, we (hall always be with you in our 

* mod clofe Defires, to fee you return with Felicia- 

* na the Queen.' 

Fiorina finding herfelf at lafl forced through this 
tender Violence, toanfwer to the Sentinaen^s of the 
Prince and the two Fairies, promis'd them that (he 
would go in fearch of the Queen ; which (he did 
upon the Confidence ihe had in theno, and that they 
would enable her to return with Succefs. 

The Time given to the Princefs for her Anfwer 
being com pleated, the Fairy Council re-ailembkJ^ 
where Fiorina was calPd, being condu£ted as before; 
and when fhe was placed, the Queen faid to her, 

* Well, Madam, (hall we hope that you will go 
' and bring back Queen Feliciana, from hier Exilei: 

< Madam, anfiwer'^i Fiorina, tho' the Defign i« in- 

* finitely above all that I have done, and the little 

* Experience f have tells me, I have nothtngr to hope 

* for on this Occefion but dreadful Confequences, 

* the ftrong Inclination I have to oblige you, 

* prevails with me : And if my Endeavours be- 
' comefruitlefs, it will be always to my Glory, that 

* I loft my Life in fo glorious, an Enterprize. I go^. 
' Madam^ whenever you honour me with your Com- 

* mands.' 

This Anfwer caufed an univerfal Joy in the Af- 
fembly, and all the Fairies gave a thoufand hearty 
Wiihes to Fiorina ; fo that there was nothing pafs*d 
thatEtay but Pleafure and Diversions upon her ac- 
cepting of the Propofal. When every Thing that 
Fkrina was to carry was ready, the Prince went to 
fee her, and faid, ' My Princefs, as you are upon 

* the Point of going, here is a Ring, which I give 

< you to prote^ you. By means of that Ring I ftall 
' know all the Dangers you are in, and where you 
*^ will want Afliilance; therefore as icon as you put 

• that 
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* that in your Mouth, yon will find me with you/ 
The Princefs received the Prefent, which did not a 
little increafe her Confidence. 

1 he Provifions given to Fiorina for her Journey 
being prepared, were eafy of Carriage; for the Food 
was to Aouri(hing, that ihe had Occaiion to take 
but lirtle at a Time to fupport her. All the Fairiet 
waited on Fiorina^ at her Apartment, and attend- 
ed her ibme Diitance from the Palace, which they 
made echo with their loud Acclamations of Joy.* 
The Queen embraced Fiorina^ wifhing her a fpeed/ 
Return, and good Succefs. Afterwards (he fent ouC 
with the two Fairies who were to condudt her to 
the Entrance of the Road that led to the Labyrinth, 
lod the Fairy Counfellor with her good Friend, fbl* 
low*d a little farther, to etnbrace her at parting. 
When the Fairies who were to conduA her were ar- 
rived at a great Wood, they faid, ' Fair Princefs, 

* *il8 here we muft leave you : We pray Heaven to 

* give you Strength and Refolntion to enter the La- 
' oyrinth, whither you are going, and to reilore our 
' great Queen. Follow this Road, it will lead you 
' to the Labyrinth.' Then they faluted ntx^ and 

returned to the Palace 

Fiorina entered the Wood, and purfued the Route 
which was (hewed her. In this Solitude, as (he 
was refle6ling in one View upon the Dangers (he 
was to undergo, fo far was (he from being afflicted 
with the Thoughts thereof, that (he employed her-» 
felf on nothing but thofe of ConqueH, by means of 
the Prince and the two Fairies. After having pa(red 
thro' the Wood, (he came to a Plain, which was 
interfpersM with fome fmall Rocks, on which (he 
faw fome wandring Flocks, who had but one Per- 
fon to watch them. Continuing her Pace, (he per* 
ceiv'd in the Hollow of a Rock a little Cottage 
covered with Straw, bound in with fome Branches 
of the Trees, which (he had a Defire to go to. * 
By that Time (b$ had advanced a little, (be faw a 

ycung 
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young Shepherdefs come out, cloathed in 9. gr^f ir 
Stiiir, lin'd with white. She had a Crook in her 
Hand, and a Straw Hat upon her Head to ihade 
)ier frorti the Sun Beams. When they approach'd 
nearer, /^r/ir« wasamaz'dtoiind in fo-much Sim- 
plicity an Air, an'^ Manner the moil obliging and 
moitgraceful in the World. ♦ May Heaven grant 

* you your Wi(hcs, /air Shepherder5,y<feV Floiina, 
' and bkis yon o/ifh «U Happim;id«* * i ivi^ yoo; 

* thie fame, fair PFincer», /aid the Siy/^iraiejs, had

* Bat tOrtaftrudbyou^ emtinued JIm^ I mui^tell you» 
^ XM PrinceiSt that when the Queen Ftliciana reign- 
^ edi every Thing was perfidly quiet upon our Earth. 

* My Si&ra, and I were then^ her deareft Favou* 

* rites;, and it was thro' ourCarethat Mortals re- 

* ceiyed that fweet Felicity. One of my Sifters was 
^ cali^d Innocincit the other Fidelhy^ and I atn caD'd 
': ^mfliciiy^ Innocence wa^ Aie that preferved Man* 

* kindaeainft^ovetQasanddifordertyDertres, which 
f robbed them of the Sweetnefs and Pleafures of a 
'. real Security . A/4Sp% infpi red them with Friend- 
^ fltip» Oddity and inviolable Trufi one towards the 
*^. other : And I, rdieved them when they fell into 
*• foch WeakneflTes^ as to believe they had need of a 
^ great many different Things to make them hap- 
-* py. This Order was fo well Sx'd, that weneed- 

* ed only ta appear before the People, where the 

* Queen fent us to fuppreis the one, and animate 
« the others The People expreflTed fuch Refpe^ and 

* Veneration for us, that they fancied they could 

* not live without us. ThatTime^ my Prtncefs.was 

* yet happy, before this, extraordinary Adventure 

* which 1 am going to tell you. 

« There was a handf^me yoking Fellow in our 

* Neighbourhood, called Sujficion. He was the Son 
-* ofjealoufy^ but had not fo much ill Nature as ftie.' 
' Their Complaifance and Civility gave *em an eafy 
' Admiflion into the beft Families, and among the 

* reft thay came into our»» Ftjonidat or Fidelity^ 
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pleasM this young Son of Z^A^a» or JeaUuJy, cal- 
led HypopfitesyOt Sufpicion^ To that he became (b a- 
morous, he had no longer Power to diflemble his 
Paflion. He expreis'd himfelf in fuch a lively 
and refpcdfal Manner, that tho' my Sifter was no 
ways inclined to hearken to him, yet (he enter- 
tained a ibcrct Compaffion for him ; tho' at the 
fame Time fhe gave him (tvtr^ Anfwers to every 
Thinjg hefaid, wbichperhaps was capable of (hock- 
ing the Conftancy of the moft amorous and moft 
infatuated Man in the World. However, he would 
not be repulfed, but continued his Address to 
my Sifter, in giving her frcfh Proofs every Day 
of his Conftancy, This engag'd Pifonida to give 
(bme Attention: But after examining the Thmg, 
(he faw plainly* that if fhe married Hypopfites^ 
(he would not only bring herfelf into great 
Misfortunes, but expofe herfelf ae;ainr^ to all 
the Violences of Zelopia his Mother ; which 
made her refolve to difcard Hyfopjttes. One Day 
as iie was making his Complaints to my Sifter, 
(he anfwer'd^ That fhe would not marry him ; 
that all he could do would be in vain ; and there- 
fore defired him to retire. Hypopfitu^ who was 
Mtx"^ amorous, anfwer'd. That if what (he faid 
was ferious, he (hould die with Defpair. As they 
talked after this ufual way of Loyers, Pifonida let 
him know, that he ought to be Satisfied with what 
(he faid to him, for that they were her real Sen- 
timents. Hypopfites retired, and went away as 
ufual. My bifter finding herfelf fatigued with 
his Addrefles, begg'd the Queen to fend her fome 
Diilance off where Hypopfites could not come to 
her. Feliciana fent my Sifter whither (he de(irM to 
go ; and the young Man finding himfelf deprived 
of her Sight, went to find out the Qjeen, and to 
entreat her to be favourable to him. He inform'd 
her of the Purity of his Flames, and the Sincerity 
of his Heart, with all he had done to engaee my 
Sifter to anfwer his Defires^ and begg'd that 

'the 
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* the Queen would force J*i/i«/Va to accept his Heart,. 

* and make him happy. Feliciana anfwer'd. That 

< all our Adions ought to be juft, and without 

* JPor^e; that Pifonida might have as much natural 

* Averfion to him, as he had Love for her ; that 
' he might eafily know that by her Refufal ; and that 

* it would be Injuftice in her to oblige her to ac- 
' cept of an Heart that was not agreeable to her. 

' As thiryonng Man was of a violent Difpofition, 

< this Anfwer drove him to Deipair ; and hearken- 
' ing to .nothing but his Rage» lie flew from the 
« Queen, and ran up to the Top of a Rock, from 
' whence he threw himfelf into the tempeftuous 

* Sea of Deiires, where he extinguiOied his Life 

< and Paflion. The Noife of his Death being 
^ /pread abroad, his Mother, who was not lefs vio- 
' lent than himfelf, became outraeeous, and could 
^ breathe nothing but the fubtile Poifon of Re* 

< venge. ZeUpia went to Maurltiana to engage her 
' in her Interei^* and to confolt with her about 

* proper Means to deftroy her Enemies* and thofe 

< oi her Son. 

* Mauritiims receiv'd this fifflidted Mother, and 

< jttdg'd it proper to do all they could to oblige the 

* people to carry their CompUints to the fupreme 

* Intelligences, and tell them &at Feliciana and Pi' 
■* JtmJaJiSid kiWd Hypopfites their intimate Friend, 
*. tiromwhom they had receiv'd confiderable Ser- 
' vioes ; jwiiich (ucceeded coaipleatly. TheCb- 
' vetoaa, the Ambitious, and the Revengeful, all 

* fign'd the Petition. The fupreme Intelligences 
« received it; and to be aflured pf the Truth, took 

* ffiamritiama into their Council $ which was fo fe-* 
■* cretly tranfa£led, that Feliciann was not apprized 

* of the Proceeding, Thefe Informations were con- 

* vey'd to the fupreme Intelligences : And whkc 
^ Care foever was taken to make the Queen and 

* my Sifter appear Criminals, the Intelligericet, 
^ who cannot be deceived, knew the Innocence of 

* the 
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< the PerfoBt accttfed and theChaniders of the Ac- 

* cufers. 

' The Intelligences provok'd with the Proceeding 
' of the Accafers,and being willing to pani(htheDi» 

< agreed upon the Method together lo do it with 
' an equitable Severity i when one of them faid; 

< That the beft Way to punifli thefe ungrateful 

< Wretches, who after fo many Favours receivM 

* from their Queen and my Sifter, had the Ra&nefs 

* to accofe them nnjuftly, was* in her Opinion^ to 

* agree to what they a&*d, of ienrfiw die Queen 

* and my Sifter into the wonderful tabyriathy and 

* giving Mauritiama to them for their Governor. 
' She added, that Felicity was an infeparable Com- 

* panion to Felieian^i and that where /)r/m»ni was 
' not. Trouble^ Inconftancy, and Diforder would al- 

< iKsy&j)d§B» hf which means they fliould become 

* the Authors of their own Misfortonea. This was 

* agreed to by all the IntelligeBceSk The ^oeA 

* and my Sifter were feat into the wondeifal Laby- 

* rinth, to remain there till a Mortal was Ibimd who 

* ihould force an Entrance, and fnrmount all Diffi* 

* culties to deliver tha^ Queen; till when, Mwrj^i- 

* ofta fhould govern in her ftead. 

* The Queen, and my Sifter obeyed this Decree. 

* ^nd went into the Labyrinth, where they are^ J#- 
' lidana took my SM\tt Ackakia^ Kaltmocencif along 

< with her» and left me with the care of her IiMie* 

* reft here. I have cly>fea this Retreat; and- my 

< greateft Diverftoa is in looking after thefe Flocks 

* you fee.* 

When the Shepberdefs had done fpcakin|b Fi^rma 
faid, * What you have told me, fo moeh inorcafes 

* the Defue I have*of ddivering Feliciama, that I 

* cannot think, of living without that Satisfaction t 

* and it will be, fo grei^t a Pleafuve to me, tiratl 

* (hall, defpife aJJ Dangers that may threatea mj 

* Life.' 

The 
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The Shephepdefs's Joy was inconceivable to fee 
Fiorina in thefe Sentiments. She prefented the 
Princefs with a Collation of the bcft of every Thing, 
and then Fiorina purfued her Journey* Simpliciana 
attended her fome Tibe ; and in leaving her, ob- 
ierv'd to her, that at a Diflance thence there was a 
great Tuft of Trees, which ferv'd as an Ornament 
at tJie Entrance into the Labyrinth. The Princefs 
continued her March, and arriv'd at the Labyrinth ; ■ 
which had at its Entrance two large Cedars, which 
being interwoven, form'd by their Branches, a kind 
of grand Portico, where (he enter'd, and continued 
her Route by a little Path way, which brought her 
into a large Opening that divided itfelf into a great - 
many Ro»is. 

The Princefs remained fome Time in that Place, 
without being able to guefs which Way (he ought 
to take ; and as (he was in this Perplexity, there 
Inckily appeared two Women ; one whereof was 
cloathed in White, (o ftiining, that it blinded her, 
and the other was not \e(B beautiful, being covered 
with a Mantle of fine Sky-coloured Btuo. .

* blefome : but 'tis the furell. Recolleflryourfelf, 

* fair Princefs, left you return back again ; for in 

* this Place the Ground changes continually, and 

* the Ways you think you ought to go in, are no pther 
•than what will lead you into mgkful Prcoipi^s.\ 
Fiorina defired to know to whom (he was indebted' 
for fuch good Advice. * I am called Pifonida^ or 
< Fidehfjy /aid fie that /poke, and (he thGrc, Jchakia, 
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or Inmcence* What Pleafare is it to mt^Jkid Fib- 
rin a, to meet with you, aiter having feea Simpli' 
ciana the Shepherdefs ! What have 1 not to hope 
for in my Journey, (incel have theHappindfs to 
flteet the two Farotirites of that good' Qftceo> 
which I am in fedrch after ? But' to whom- dm I 
indebted for this fortunate meeting V * 'Tis* to 
oar Sifter Simphciana, replfd they^ who tbid ut 
yoa wel-e in the Labyriilth, and engaged os to 
come and deliver you oat of that Perplexity yob 
was in, about the Choice of whkh Road yoa 
ODght to take. But as foon as we have ihfbnn'd 
you; we muft go and tell the Qjaeen you are in 
fearchofher. Doubt not, iAx?nxitt{^^ cvntinmd 
they^ but (he will favour you : only persevere, 
and wfe (hall have the Happinefs to fee you again 
at her Palace, when you have accompliih'd what 
you ought to do.' 
Pifonida and her Sifter being gone, Fiorina took 
the Road they camb to ihe^ her. It was corercd 
with flippery Stones, which xhade her ready td-fkH 
every ftep ihe toolc^ The way was furrbiindtd 
with nothing but barren Ground^ which only^to- 
dticed Thiftles and Briabs, andcoUld notbefoUow'd 
but by going continually up Hill, Or down Hill. 
Fiorina fome Time after finding herfelf tiring, and 
in prefent want of fomethihg to fupport her, wasob- 
lig'd to fit down on a Rock. But what SurpriEe' 
v(ra$ (he in, when ihe faW ihe had loft the Frovifioas 
which were given her ! and what Sadneis feieed- 
her, to fee herfeif in a dtfart w ithbut hbving any 
I'hing to eat, and without Hopes to find ahy ? As 
fhc was making thefe fad Reflexions, there came to 
her a Woman cloathed in Rags, with a melancholy 
Countenance, followed gently by another who look- 
ed more lively and eafy, but very negligent in her- 
Dreft. * Who are you,yWFlorinaif'If In^abkaJKa' 

* of this Place, pray give mefomethtng to eat' * i 

• Ara calLd, Antubiray ox Poverty ^ faidtbefirft\ I 
< have nothing to give you : But here's my Daughter 

* P-bihpomay 
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midpotutj ox Induftryy ihe can aifift you.* Phihpo* 
ma had no fooner heard her Mother fpeak, hut Ihe 
went to find fome Relief for the Biincefs. She 
bvooght her fome wild Fruits, wliiph Fiorina eat 
with the fame Appetite as thofe prefented to her by 
ErfOMtdej, When the Prinoefs bad refreih'd herfelf 
a little, (he continued the Road» and Philoptma of* 
fsr'd her Company, which was .a great Aififtance 
to her, by bringing Fiorina from Time to Time 
iomething to eat. 

Fiorina being advanced into theDefart, ?ik'd Phi^ 
^/a»a,if itwasjwtvery far from the Place where Feli^ 
dona was? Sheanfwer'd, the Way was fometimes 
fhorter, and fomtfflmes longer, according to the 
Changes that happened in paiTing over the Lan-?. 
F/or/W then made fenfible Rcfiedions on the Condi- 
tion (he was in. 7 he lofs of her Food was one of 
thiB ftrongetl;: andnotwithHanding di the Care of 
miofona, ibe waa not contented* JDuring that Time 
there came a Man to her caird Grili/on or Di/con- 
Unti who followed her, endeavouring to periuade 
her by many forcible Realons, thut ihr. dcfervcd all 
the Trouble ihc met with. * Was not yoyjiyfaid he, 
' happy enough in the Fairy Palace, after having 

* eicap'dfo manyDangersintheConqueflyougain- 

* ed^ bat yod mufl raihly and i nconn derate I y em* 

* bark y-ourfelf upon a new DeHgn ? Where are 

* now your Friends, on whom you depended, and the 

* great Afllftance they wonJd give you ? The Prince 

* and the reflare diverting tbesrviclves at Court with- 

* out thinkifig'of you 5 and had it not been for P/S/- 

* A>/«»a,y6u had not gone fofac.* /'/mart was vex'd 
to have tKk Ma-iv continuailly teazing her : She 
diAnided kim fev«¥al Times^ but ihil he return d. 
FbihponO' feeitlg th^ this Feltow^was iufupportable 
CB^-hfer^ ett«4ejH(«our-daW;the Wiys flie could to com- 
fort her; TMe poor Prifrrcers ^^ as aim oft dilconfo- 
liite with his Con^rerf&tion, which ^^avc her more 
Trouble than all Ihe had undergone in her Journey. 
There come happily, to her Relief, another Man 
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with a Spade in his Hand, which ihe knew to be 
Ergomdes, Florixa prtCenily ran to him, to receive 
her. * You comein the Nick of Time, Jaidjhii for

* feech yon, why he left me.' ' He has not left 

* yoxi^faid Ergonides ;it was he that fent me hither

* fort ycu f' « What you fay is true, /aid the Prin" 

* cefs: He follows me againll my Will. He is (b 

* infupportable, and wearies n>e fo much, that I 

* fcarce know where I am : I have difcarded him, 

* yet he follows me.' * I will difcharge him, from 

* ycu, y2nV Ergonides.* Who took his Spade, and 
flriking him on the Back, the Man Hed quickly, and 
ilaid not to complain. Then Ergonides dug op with 
his Spade a large Square of Earth, whereon he fow'd 
Seeds which he earned about him, and from thence 
prefented to the Princefs moft delicious Fruits : 
Then brought a fair Nymph, called Hypomona^ or 
Patiencetto keep her Company, and afterwards took 
his Leave. • 

Although Ergonides came to the Relief of Fiorina^ 
Philopona did not leave her. She lov'd the Princefs 
fo, that flie continually found out new Ways to be 
ufefu! to her. She affifted Fiorina all Day to culti- 
vate that little Earth which Ergonides had prepared 
for her, and which produced ^stty Thingfhe want- 
ed. Hypomona fo compofed the Princefs's Temper, 
and diverted her, that (he lived with the famePlea- 
fure as if (he had been in the Fairy Court : She 
could not fancy ever to have been more e^fy .and 
happv, than fhe found herfetf* in ^that Solitude. 
One Thing that perplex'd her was, that her Abode 
or Reiidence there would delay her ArrivaJ at f>- 
licianas Palace to deliver that Queen. She plac'd 
her Confidence in Hypomona, who told her fhe 
might be eafy in tb^it Matter ; for tbe.foi\Ya|ding 
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of her Journey did net coniiil in being alvt^ays upon 
the March, but in making a good Ufe of all the 
Troubles and Difapjpoincments they metwith; that 
Heaven caufed frequent Changes to arife, which 
brought us nearer jto the Palace of Feliciana; and 
that that was th^ true Way of finding out that 
Queen. Flon'/i/was fo fatisfied with what Hypomofia 
told her, thaf ihe thought of nothing farther than 
of cultivating her Gardtn, and the delightful Soli- 
tude .wherein (he was placed. While ihe was exer- 
ciled in the dreffing of the Garden, ihe walked all 
around, fometimes alone, but mod frequently with 
her two Companions. One Day as they were 
mounted on a Rock, from whence they dlfcovered 
a large Country, Fiorina was charmed with the 
Place, and particularly the Beauty of the Palace, 
which was in Sight of them ; therefore afkd Hypo^ 
mona what that Palace was which appeared fo beau- 
tiful ? She anfwercd, that it was Feliciana^s Palace, 
and the Place whither (he was to go. * Well, my 

* Princefs, continued Jhe^ you fee that you feem to 

* be near, and not fo far off as you thought of : But 

* 'tis here that you ought to be arm*d with frelh 

* Conftancy, and the ftrongeft Refolution. Don't 

* flatter yourfelf, my Princefs, there is yet a great 
' deal of Trouble and Pains to be taken before you 

* arrive at that Palace: But when you have conquer'd 

* all Difficulties, you fliall enter into that Adode, 

* and rejoice with the utmoft Satisfadion, to it^Fe* 

* liciana in all the Brightnefs of her Glory.' 
Fiorina hearken'd with great Pleafureto all that 

Ijfypomona (aid to her, and found it as a healing Bal- 
fam torefrelh her wearied Senfcs. During this Time, 
all the Princefs's Steps tended towards the Rock ; 
and all the Time (he went forward, (he feem'd ftill 
to approcah nearer to the Palace of Feliciana, or that 
it came nearer to her. 

One Day as (he was contempfating on the End 
of her Defires, (he faw an agreeable young Man, 
cloathed in purple Velvet, come towards her. Flo- 
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r/wawas AirprizM to fee that 7Dung 'Man-in thofe 
folitary Places. He faid to her, as hecaoie n^^iuvfy 

* Madam, you are admiring theBeauty of 'Feiiciaua^s 

* Palace. • 'Tis true, ^/V Fiorina; and the JDciire 

* of gening thither is what entirely cm^oys my 

* Thoughts.* » That is a glorious Defign, Madam, 

* /ard ikeymmg Man, and the Way to -arrive at tnie 

* Happincfs. It is a long 1 ime fince 1 prop08^d to 

* go thither; but 'tis what I cannot do alone, till*I

F/orfKa believing this young Man, who bad spo- 
ken to her, to: be Pf.phiJmatcSi^i^x Qocd'OfporUmity^ 
thought he might not be u'elcfstb her;hearing'him 
fpeiHc in fucii advantageous Terms, (he telHfied to 
him, rh^tfhc'^em braced the;OfH?rs he made of par- 
tiiking the Pa?igffesof thejourney together, on Con- 
dition that he would not leave l^r. *-1t was -not 

* 'I, yn/V Ffiphirm^tes, who 'fail'd thofc I accQ^«

»rous 'Seitteo^iiipoiiithemr PJlfkijkiausi ^'&9iVi%'w^x. 
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they were going to condemn both htmCelf and PU' 
rina without being heard, rais'd his Voice, and beg- 
ged leave to make his Defence : which was grant* 
ed. Pfiphif mates faid, As he was always wanderings 
he had met palUng thro' the Defarts of the wonder* 
ful Labyrinth, that Lady whom they accufed along 
with him, who was alone upon one of the Moun- 
tains of that Defart : That his Cunofity had carried 
him fo far as to approach her, and a(k the Reafon 
which brought her there, and what fhe regarded 
with fo much Attention ; to which Hie anfwer'd. 
That fhe had a ftrong Inclination to fee and deliver 
Feliciana : that fhe admired her Palace, which ap- 
peared of wonderful Beauty ; and that Ihe had a 
Defire to reach thither, but that it feemed impoili- 
ble ; That fmce it had been a long Time fince be 
himfelf had attempted the fame Delign* he fat him- 
felf down by the Lady, to confultand difcourfe with 
her on the Method or attaining to that Palace: That 
during the Time they were in this ferious Converfati- 
on, Zilopftdes perceiving them came up to them, and 
feiz'd, and brought them to this Audience: That the 
Lady and he were innocent of the Crimes of which 
they were accufed : That it was not fufEcient for 
their Enemies to fay they were criminal, but thej 
ought to prove it : And that their Accufers not hav- 
ing done what they were obliged, the Lady and him- 
felf demanded to be enlarged and fentaway, as hav- 
ing been unjuftly detained. 

Agnoija conferring afreih with her Counfellors, 
En<irf and Objiinacy were of Opinion, without regard 
to. the Reawns given by i^/i^^jinz/fx, xhsxFhrina 
and he ought to be condemned ; but Dday and Prt^ 
judice were of the contrary fiJe, and tor Laving Ag-^ 
noifa make an Order, that the Parties accufed fhould 
remain Prifoners and that Judgment ihould be defer- 
red till Calumny and the others ihould prove the 
Crimes laid to their Charge. 

They ftripp'd FUrinatiod Pfipbijmates of what was 
valuably about . them ; took the Ring which the

and led her into a long frightful fubterranean Dunge- 
on) where they tied them both, one dppoiite the o- 
ther. However, this was fome Confolation to Fiorina^ 
under her Misfortune, that (he conld converfe with 
Pbfipbifmates. Calumtly finding herfelf obliged to get 
Witnefles to prove her Accufation, alk'd Zilopjides^ if 
he would help her to any. *^o,faid be» I know 
' nothing fartner of the matter, but that I found them 

* together in the Defart.* * But, y^/V Calumny, you 

* fee that won't do.* And in that Moment entered 
Exapentay or Frauds who came to tell them of a 
Turn /he had to do ; and as fte was proceeding to 
relate it, Calumny anfwer'd, * We have fomething 

* ^{q to do, than to hearken to you. I have accuf- 

* ed two Perfons of Crimes, and the Tribunal of 

* Agnoifa will have it, that I fhould prove what I 

* have faid : Now I forefee that is impoffible for me 

* to make it out, and fhall forfeit the Confidence they

* this iSyfnid Exapenta : I can do yon a Piece of Ser- 

* vice; andl promife I'll do you all lean.' 
Calumny and Falfe-Zeal were cliarnied with tlie 

Promifes of Fraud ; and as they knew her, they flar- 
ter'd themfelves with S:itisra6tion. Exapenta ^yh'hh a 
forrowful Air of Affli(5lion, coming into the Prifbrt 
where Fiorina was, and approaching her, faid, * My 

* Priiicef?, I never was (cnfible of more Grief than 

* I feel now, to fee you in this deplorable Condi- 

* tion. I know you are innocent of the Crimes laid 

* to your Charge, and that It is nothing but the 

* malicious Contrivance of Calumny : I3ut comfort 

* yourfelf, for Heaven will not permit People to 

* be falfe enough to fwear againll you. Be alfured 

* that your Accufers cannot take away your Lives ; 

* you are kept here only under the Pretence of 

* proving from one Day to another what they i^ave 

* to fay agninft you, hoping that the Rigour of

* vifes ; 'tis a Snare laid- for cur DeftruClion. We are 

* innocent, Princefs, of the Criri}es .we are accufed 

* of: Heaven will take care to juftify us. Let us 

* not defpair then, and make a falle .Conftffion, to 

* deliver out felves.' This Dlfeourfe a*ftomiih'<I'£Jftf- 
/tf«/^I; fo that flie retired, and went to find out 
Calumny and Zalfe-Zeal, to acquaint them with the 
Succefs cF her Negotiation. She faid, that flxe 
had perfuaded the Lady to confefs, but that the 
young Man who v;as.in Prifon had in a Moment un- 

'done ail ; that while (he was advifing the Lady, ftie 
did not perceive any Concern of Mittruft upon her; 
therefore they mult find out Ways to Itop the 
young Fellow's Mouth, and try another Way to gain 
her. 

This News put the Accufers into an ill Humour. 
They Vv'ent to conlult with Qbfinacy and '£;77^, ami 
repeated to them whiat Exapenta had declared, and 
aflc'dwhat thty. might do to preferve their Repu- 
.taticn. They order'd Homotilhiy or Crtieliy^ to go 
into I he Prifon, and force Fftpblf mates by all manner 
oi" Torments to coni'efs his Crimes. ; which was rea- 
ciiiy executed, auer fo violent a Marnier, that the 
foor Pfiph if mates lay uppn the Rack with the laft 
Tqkens ot life in liiiii. The Princefs, who was 
an V.) e.witiiefi) of all tills Cruelty, had not furvived

* long abfent, anfwer'J he ; and you have your Ring 

* agam, to inform me when you want me. PfipbiJ- 

* mates ihall be lett with you, who will be a good 

* Guide : You may put your 1 ruft in him ; he is a 

* faithful Friend ' The Prince being retired* Fiorina 
continued in her. Journey with Pfiphi/mates* 

Some Time after, Fkrina %x\6\itx Coir.rade artiv'd 
in a Valley, where there was a thick Grove, which 
appeared very agreeable to the Princefs ; and as ihc 
was iii^Tch fatigued, fhe was dedrous to go and reft 
herfelf there^ She imparted her Defi^n to Pfiptif-^ 
matesy who woujd not agree to it ; but ,in com- 
plaifance^to her, he entered into the Gfove ;.and the 
Princefs chufing out a CQpvenient Place to (it down, 
he fat by her- They entertain^ each otiler H/iong 
Time wtth the Dangers they had efcap'd, 'and the 
Favour of Heaven in their Deliverances, till Fiorina 
infenfibly dropped afleep from the foft Zephyrs of 
the Grove ; and PJipbifmates feeing her afleep, would 
have willingly kept himfelf awake, but in fpite'of aH 
his care, he fell afleep too. Fiorina in this Sleepi- 
nefs fancy*d Ihe was on a flippery B.ink or Edge of 
a tVightlul Precipice J and this Fear was fo vio- 
lent, that 111 J waked, and found Ihe was not de- 
ceived. 
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ceived, and that her Dream was but too true : For 
ihe had no fooner open'd her Eyes* but ihe faw her- 
felf on the Brink of a Precipice, where, do what 
ihe <:ould, flie was not able to get back. The poor 
Princefs called feveral Times Pfipbifmates to her Ai^ 
fiftance, but in vain; he ilept fo found, that he 
heard not. At lad the Princefs, finding herjelf go- 
ing to fall, took the Ring out of her fiofom, and 
put it in her Mouth, when Prince Probus appeared, 
who, giving her his Hand, brought her back into 
the Road ihe had quitted. 

The Prince bid her keep the Road, without leav- 
ing of it ; for that flie faw the Confequences, if 
ihe ihonld forfake it, and then left her again. The 
Princefs now could not think of parting with the 
Prince but with much Grief, finding the great 
Want fhe fhould have of him. The Prince obferv- 
ing the Trouble it gave her, to comfort her, faid. 
That he would go fee the Queen Feliciana^ to tell 
her the Defign, that fhe intended to reftore her out 
of the Labyrinth, and to in treat her to fpare her 
ihe Fatigues in the Way. 

Fiorina purfued the Road again, and found Pft- 
phi/mates ; for which good Fortune (herejoic'd.

* that that Grave, which appears fo agiecable, 
«..ihouId be fo dangerous to enter and repofe in V 
Pfipbifmates anfwer'd, that the Wood or Grove was 
culled ^nteli/i!,' . which ilgnifies Reniiflhefsj or a 
yielding .up jto Pleafilrc ..^ •»*.* 

As they -topti ay ed talking, they.mct a Woman 
in the Rpad, pf a itiOjieilic t!or^, cloath'd in a white 
ihining Garment,, who.aik'd the Princefs*, ■ if it was 
Ihe that fought the Queen tehciana* * Ye?,- Ma- 
*'■ damj artJ^^er^dtbe^Prince/Sf 'tis I wjio (etik that 
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•< 'Quowi, todeliver'her.'from.tiieilrabyriath.' '^You 
'* are.t]ie>P«Fibn tha.n.^iiom.'I-'alfo^am in ieaHsh of,

A litfik.whUe .after, they ^und theAfelve^-on-lhe 
iS^rders af a ^Lake,-.enGotn paired mth large Twes. 
This, Lake Jiad in the Middle 4if ft a Ans£['lf]and» 
(Wj^erein ^was the Queen's Palaoe. As foon as they 
fa w the Palace, two Womcnicn^er'd into a Boat, 
and came to fetqh them. -FloriftaVntvt them co be 
AihaAiaznd .P^/i/tf, jwhoftf etch M out their -Hamis 
for the Princefs to come into the Boat, and- to-con- 
idu^ her to the Queen, who attended in-fche-pQla«e 
to receive her. As foon as ^Fl^rina had landodNon 
this happy S^i, •ihe^^unid'herieir tranfponted «Jith 
Joy <aud Pleafure. The* Queen <embf aced -beT", -4nd 
eave herher Hand, wand^oanlda^d her in^ theg^Pa* 
lace. But while the /Princefs- was- bpeathing- the 
Sweets of a perfbd Tranciaitli^y, the Qneen gave 
Orders -for every Thing to be- ready, and foon after 
departed with Fiorina and th&reft of her Court, in 
the mean Time, the Fame ofi^^^Wshavi tig -found 
<he . Queen, and that, they -were u^pon Che. Road,> to- 
other in order co return, rejich'd the Fairy Court. 
This News afflicted MauritUmaf who ' fent her Con- 
fidante to inform her of the Truth ; who gave her 
•an AccQUftty ihAi Feucuffta^Lnd-Flonmi would pre- 

fently 
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fcntly AtTive. .Upon ^i^h Mauritiana imroediate- 
ly gotrcaiclyher Eqaipagc, and left the Court, to 
return with ill'her Followers into the'Iflands. 

"The eood Fairies, ^bo waited impatiently the 
"Queen and Fhind*^ Return, went to meet her ; 
aVid when thtyrfoundher at the Palace-Gates, th^y 
'fet up.loud Accltnratloiis of Joy. The fage Fairy 
Counfcllor was tbelfifft who approached the Queen's 
.CKariot : *Her Love And Zeal for .the Queflrn and 
^Fiorina made* her adv;incc' before the rdl. Fhrina^s 




"before and behind her Chariot, forming a Train 
worthy the Reception .of. their Queen. 

In.entering into the rgrear Court, of the -Palace, 
they heai^ nothingbut AcCUmations, and Concerts 
of Fairies finging the PraiTea.of the Queei), <^ijil 
the Xjlory of Fiorhta, Ty not difiicttlt to tell the 
Sentiments of ihp Queen and f he* Fairies upgn this 
h,appy Re- union. Princc^/^rdii*/ arrived foon after, 
and all the rdl of that*Day was fpent in'Mirth and 
Rejoicings. 

The next Day the Queen .mounted, with Florifta 
upon a Golden Chariot fet with precious Stones, 
they went to the Temple of Virtue^ where all thie 
"Fairies attended them. After the great Ceremonies 
of returning Thanks for the happy Return of the 
Queea and Florinuy Feliciana took a Crown of an 
ineftimable Value, and turning to the Fairies, faid, 

* My dear Sifters, you know why the fupreme In- 

* telligences judg'd it proper to order me to quit 

* my Throne, and to place me in the wonderful 

* Labyrinth, till a Mortal fliould be found, whofe 

* excellent Virtue had Power to force an Entrance, 

* and to furmount all Obftacles that (hould oppofe 

* the Means of difcovering me. What ftiall wd do 

* nov.', my dear Sifters, to this Princefs, who hath 

* vclaiiuirily cnter'd the Labyrinth, and generoudy 

* furier'd the Fatigues of an endlefs Labour and 
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< Chagrin till (he arriv'd at me, and is the Caufe 

* that this Day I rc-aflamM the Throne f There- 

* fore to teftify to this Princefs part of the Grati- 

* tude due to her for the Obligations I have receiv- 

* ed, I believe it is proper that I crown her once 
' more. She deferves it, continueii JheJ* And in 
faying thefe Wtrds, the Queen placed the Crown 
ihe had in her Hand upon Fiorina*^ Head. ' During 
which, all the Fairies fang Praifes to the Honour 
of Fiorina, which was anfwer'd by a Concert of all 
Sorts of Inilruments of Miiiick. 

Prince Probus could not contain himfelf for the 
Joy he felt in feeing the Princefs twice crown'd in 
the Temple of Virtue, She never look'd fo beauti- 
ful as ihe appear'd in this laH Coronation. When 
the Aflembly was return'd, he went to pay a Viiit 
to the Princefs in her Apartment, to let her fee the 
Pleafure he took in the Honours conferr'd on her. 
The Fairy Counfellor, and the other good Fairy 
were both there. 

While all thefe Things were in agitation at the 
Fairy Palace, the King, Fiorina s Father, after the 
Conqueft of his Enemies, return'd to the Caftle 
from whence Fiorina had been taken ; and upon his 
coming thither, his Grief was renew*d for the Lofs 
of the Princefs of whom he could get no other In- 
telligence, notwithftanding all his Search, but that 
ihe was furrounded with a thick Milt, and in that 
Moment was lod. 

The King, after this Enquiry, fent for the Magi- 
cian ; who being brought to him, he afked why he 
had deceived him, in afiaring him that he had made 
the Caftle inacceffible againit any Surprize or Infult 
for the Prcfcrvation of the young Princefs. * The 

* Princefs is well, /aid the Magician, She went out 

* of the Circle which I crew, and was taken away, 
< which has proved to her Glory. But (he will re- 

* turn fl)ortly, and with her a great Prince, to whom 

* you ought to give the Princefs, and accept him 

* for your Sou.^ 

Fell- 
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Ptlicidna aflembled her Coancil> where it was le- 
iblv'dy That Fiorina (hould be condudted to the 
King her Father with all the Marks of Grandeur 
poinble> not only for her Merit fake, bat alfo to 
repair the Injary done her ; and all the Fairies pre- 
pared to appear bright in this Expedition. During 
this Time, Prince Probus found himfelf overcome 
with Sadnefsy for the Lofs he was going to fuftain 
in the Abfence of the Princefs, whom he loved ten- 
derly, andwhofe Prefence gave him the moft charm- 
ing Delight. He retired into a folitary Place, 
where he could not defend himfelf, thro' the Excefs 
of Love and Grief, from being overwhelmed in 
Tears. And as the Prince was thinking how to dif- 
cover his Paffion to the Princefs, Felicianay who was 
walking in the Palace-Gardens, furpriz'd him in 
an Arbour ; where as foon as (he faw him, (he faid, 
laughing, * Why, Prince, are you alone, and not 
ready to condudt Fiorina to her Father, that we 
may put an End to all her Vi6lories ? Are you. 
Prince, who have always given a helping Hand 
to that Princefs in all her Dangers, the only Per- 
fbn now inactive f 

' Fiorina has no need of my weak Affiftance, 
anfauer^d Probus ; (he enjoys with you a real Hap- 
pinefs. But if I could perfuade myfelf that I 
could yet be ferviceable — ' * You muft attend 
the Princefs in theTriumph, interrupted the ^een. 
The Time is now ihort. Leave this Solitude, 
and t>Jik of preparing yourfelf to augment the 
pompous Equipage with which we are going to 
conautft her.* 
The Prince obey'd the Queen : And as Lovers 
always flatter themfelves, he fancied that, by what 
the Queen faid to him, fhe had penetrated into the 
Subject of his Grief; and that ihe would think of 
Ways to make him happy with the Princefs. And 
in this he was not millaken : The Queen faw what 
had invited Probus to jgive the Princefs fuch Af- 
fiftance» and the wife Fairy CounfeUorhad difcoverM 
!'■ . to 
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to her tJbe.Paifipn that the PrUpe had for Flarha ; 
. fo that (he iii^prov'd it dAiyingthis favoittiiabje Of»- 
portuDity, urging that he paghc to be rtwarded for 
what he had done for Fkritia* 

Every Tliing 'being rt:a<iy .for their Departure* 
Felicimna left her Palace, .and purfaed her JoQmey» 
and fet OQt in this Order: .Four poa^pous Chariots 
began tjie March, in which «/ere as rpany Concerts 
of Vocal MuficJc, who fiiog hi prai^ of FlwrtuA* 
Thofe Chariots were preceded aad follow VI ^y la 
great Niiizibcr of Fairies, who anfwerM to the 
others by playing on various loflrojEDeBts. Other 
Fairies a^;iin followed thofe, carrying Eafigas, 
whereon were painted FUrina's Vi^ories. Prince 
Prohus follow'd thefe.£n{}gn8, with .a Train ofmoft 
beautiful Fairies magnificently cloath'd,.and crown* 
ed with Laurels, Myrtles, land Hofes. The Fairy 
Counfellox and Good i^airy foliow'd the Prince ki 
two flatcly Chariots, carrying upon the riche<( 
Cufliions the Princefs's two Crowns. More Fairies 
attended the Chariots, continually repeating their 
Acchmations of Joy, that the Crowns ivere.given 
to Fiorina to reward her Virtue. SimpUfiMta^ jdtha- 
kia^ Pifmidai .and .Leu€ot\ffa$ were^jn another Gha- 
iiot> a^d.made a rnoH wood^ful J^MffPOny in Ring- 
ing the Vidoriesrof Fiorina m t^ieXoftbyriofih. Arti 
then came EUrina crowned Avith^ay^, Attended) by 
the Q\xt^n Eiiic'uma: -Both fiat in-a-vCfaaciot^^f'.Goki 
and 'vocy, dra^vn by -Eagtas. And the , whole 
March .cios'dtWtth.aCroM^ of Fatvies, ^lociouny 
;^pparel rd. 

When this pompous Afiembly arri^ iotthe^er- 
.ritories .of I the King* .FkrMs )F#tbcr, ithe -Woife 
.fpread vall.over, ^ndthis NtwsieeiMhiogithetCkMiit, 
,he wenttfiooi his>PaUceto fde what; it. -was. .In an 
Jnilant.t\^x>.Fairies pr^feo.Htd.them(flvjQS I'TkeiJ^ii^g 
(^was rurpriz€;d*with)t)ieBQati|yiaikiii$pkoiterof?»liatn, 
^^d.a{k^d .them Avh^t th^y.dj^ired .-ofihun. iTlKlFai- 
vies^n&ver'd) ''Sir,(the^(^«entfc^V4^«»deifif(es/^- 

* with 
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* with^'her whole Court.' The «Kiiig-anfwer*d, That 
be- was too highly honoured, that fo great a Queen 
ilid liim the Favour of a Vifit, that 'he would go 
"before, and prepare every Thing for her Reception. 
The F^iTOs told him, that the Q^een only defired 
4ie wouid (lay in his Palace \vh«re (he would prefent- 
iy vViait on him. 

^Fhe King leturn'd into his Palace, order'd his 
-Court to meet to receive Feiidana ; which was no 
iboner done, but the (irll Rank of theTriumph ap- 
peared in admiahlc Order. This Cavalcade bein^ 
eiiter'd the Palace, ranrg'd themfelves on both Sides 
of the Court. The King 4vas furprized to fee fiioh 
Magnificence, and 'knew not what to thinJc : But 
when he (aw the Trophies of Fiorina s Vifbories, 
tod perceived the Prince ^ho follo^^'d, he began 
to fancy that it v/as hisDaogh'ter that the Queen 
had brotighl hsick to 'his Palaoe. He look'd a long 
Time on the Vimoty who raog'd 'himfelf as the 
others, but at a greater Diftance from the Entrance 
into the Apartment of the Palace ; and then the 
King recolledled what the J/!agician had faid. At 
laft, Feliciana*^ Chariot arrived ; which when the 
King faw, he advanced to receive the Queen. But 
what Joy did he conceive, when he faw and knew 
Fiorina, likewife there I He prefented his Hand to 
the Queen and (he hers to Fiorina^ and all three 
enter*d the Palace together. 

Feliciana pvcknted F/orina to the King her Father, 
faying, * Sir, here is the Princefs your Daughter, 
whom you thought loft, ."rhe has undergone great 
Troubles, and been expos'd to all Dangers, which 
have been the Means to raife her to the highefl 
Pitch of Honour and Glory. Thefe Crowns 
which you fee are the Prizes of the Vidlories 
which (he hath gain*d by the Afliftance of Prince 
Probusj whom I here prefent to you.' The King 
cmbrac'd the Prince with the utmo(t Sentiments of 
Gratitude, and the Queen continuing her Dif- 
cou/fe;i begg'd the King to receive that Prince into 
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his Alliance, and to reward bim with the Princefs 
his Daughter* whom he lovM with a faithful and 
tender Paflion. * lAaAzm^faidtbe Kingy the Choice 

* is glorious for my Daughter and myfelf, fince it 

* comes from you : ' Pis too little for fo eenerous a 

* Prince, to whom we owe fuch high Obligationsa 

< I have with my Daughter flill more Crowns to 

* prefeot to him, and think myfelf too happy if 

< he will do me the Honour to accept them/ The 
Prince exprefs'd to the King and Queen a Share of 
his Acknowledgments ; and Fiorina underflandiog 
that they fpoke of her IMarriage with the Prince, 
was tranfported with Joy. The Noife of this Mar- 
riage was foon fpread tvtxy where about the King- 
dom ; there were univerfal Preparations made to 
celebrate it with all poffible Magnificence. And 
afterwards, the Queen Feliciana retired with her 
Court into her own Dominions, and It ft the Prince 
in the Poflefllon of his dear Princefs. 
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IN former Times there lived a Xing, who was a 
Pattern to all others for his great and rare Qua- 
lities. He baried the Queen his Wife when (he was 
very young, by whom he had a Prince, who was 
beautiful, and his only Comfort, and bcfides, ,a 
Pfince of extiaordinary Parts. As the King was 
pretty well advanced in Years himfelf, he thought 
to marry him early ; and to that End, cafl his Eyes 
on a young Princefs of his Court named Rtfmeh'a, 
who was a Sovereign of a Province tributary to his 
Crown. She was beautiful, but very ambitious and 
jealous ; and had a Sifter whofe Beauty exceeded 
bfi:Si and whofe fweet and complaifaqt Temper 
made her as much beloved, as her Si£ei*slmpe:ioQf- 
nefs made her hated. 

The Prince could not behold her without being 
affected by her Charms, and had for a long Time* 
conceiv'd a violent Love for her ; lo which Lecnice, ;/ 
which was the youg Priaceis's Name, was not in*' ' : 

&nfible. 
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fenfible. They conceaPd their Paffions with Care, 
infomuch that none of the Court perceiv'd it but 
Ccphtfay a young M&id» vWio was v^^y much be- 
Ibv'd by her Milhefs. Thefe two yoong Heartt 
tafted a perfeft Happirefs in their Tend ernefs, while 
they were not di(lurb*d. But the King having 
form'd the Defign I mentioned, fent one Day for 
his Son, and order'd him to prepare to marry Ro^ 
melia. Never was Grief equal to the Piince*s, who 
begg'd of the King not to think of marrying him 
fo foon ; for that at prefeat he h^d no loclinatioa 
to MarriagOw The King reprefeoted to him th« 
Beauty of the Princefs, and that Princes were not 
altogether to follow their Inclinations ; and, in 
iliort, told him. That he mufl think of obeying 
him ; for that he had already fpoke to RomeUay who, 
being a very powerful Piincefs, might create great 
Difturbances m the Kingdom, if he did ngt per- 
form what he had promifed* Thf Pnv^c co^ld not 
relifh all thefe Reafons ; his Love of Leonice ren- 
der'd his Marriage with her Sifter a cruel Punifli- 
ment : But not daring to provoke the King by an 
obftinate Denial, only begged for Time, which the 
Ring granted him, upon condition' that f^otn that 
Night he (houM begin to make his AddreAes to clie 
Princeis, and after that difmifs'd his Son ; who had 
no footrer left him, but he ran to his dear Leonice^ 
totclllier their Misfortune. What a Thunder-ftroke 
was this to the yotmg Princefe ! (he was jaft rend^ 
to expire with GrJef. But after a great many Gom«- 
plaints, Sighs, Tears, and Proteftations ta love 
esrch othfeT fbr ever, they refolv'd, that the Ptiuee 
f&otrld feem to obey his Father, and make his-CoarT 
to RtnteUa^ 

Ttet'NMtthWrwas'a: Bal! at Coutr, ftnd \x^^ 
the Priitte!Ss were dhsfst^d ve y mafgrtificentlf. '^Ite? 
Prince, to execute what they had refoiv'd- upoff, 
fjSoke to notie but R^omelia, wtfo, beHeving hcrfelf 
already a Queen, receiv'd him with iRlupportft"^ 
We Pride; which had no Effeft upon the pVjnee, 
tho* the King who obfciv'd thtew ckrfely, xwfk it 

very 
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very illy and told Romeliaas much. The next Day 
^ne whole Court were a Stag-hunting, and the La- 
die^y drefs'd like Amazons^ rid on Horfe-back. But 
Hbw beautiAil did Leonice appear in the Prince's 
Syesl who Was forcM to follow htfr Sifter. The 
CH^ee Was very diverting to the Ladies ; for the 
Stiig ran a long wLile, and pafs'd often by them. 
Btil as it was extremely hot, the Princefs was very 
dry, and feeing two Springs that flowed out at the 
Bottom of a Rock, and a pretty Brook, ihe went 
thither to quench her Thirft. The Prince foUow'd 
lust with the fame Defign ; and having help'd her 
to difmouilt, (he drank a great deal of one of thofe 
Springs, and the Prince did the fame, but not of 
the fame Waters, tho' he knew not the Virtue of 
tltoife Waters, one of which infpir'd Love, the 
other Haired. 

The Princefs drank plentifully of that Water- 
which created Tendernefs, and felt theEiFefts. Then 
her Heart; which had never entertain'd any other 
Thoughts but what were ambitious, grew fen/ible 
of another Pafllon ; fhe look'd on the Prince with 
Other £ye^, he appeared much more amiable, and 
fii^tht)ught herlelf happy that he was deftincd for 
her. But at the fame Time that ihe conceived 
thfefc tender Sentiments, the Prince's Averlion re- 
doubled wifh fo much Violence* that he had much- 
2A0 16 ftay with her ; and with theie different- 
ItlibOghts they return'd from theChace. 

Thfe ftince, no longer Mafter of himfelf, went to 
Ms di^ar Leonice^ and would not leave her all that 
Day, fay what fhe would ; and the proud RomeU» 
obferved bVit too muth the Regard he paid her. 
Then a thoufand Things came^nto her Mintd^ o£- 
whiich fhe had never raken nouce before, and per- 
^^ed her that they had 16v?a aloag Time. iKen 
Jealoufy pofTe&'d her Hearf, as well as Love ; and, 
racked between thtefe two Paflions, ihe retired 
Aalf d^I!raclcd ; and Leonice^ for her Part, was not 
much more eafy. She knew that the Prince loved 

her

her tenderly ; but then again /he fear'd the King*s 
Authority. And the better fhe was acquainted with 
her Siiler*s imperious Temper, fhe trembled the 
more, led ihc (hould perceive the Sentiments of 
her Lover. The Piince, we may be fu re, enjoy'd 
not more Tranquillity, Love, Hate, and the Fear 
of difpleafing the King his Father, equally torment- 
ed him. Never any three Perfons pafs'd a Nigbt 
more melancholy; and yet their Misfortunes m- 
creafed more the next Day. 

Romelia refolv'd to know whether the Prince real- 
ly loved Leenice ; and having a Clofet that join'd 
clofe to her Sifter's Apartments, and having given 
out, as foon as fhe got up, that ihe was ill, and 
would not be feen, went privately into this Clofet, 
not doubting in the leaft but the Prince, finding 
that fhe would not flir out that Day, would make 
ufe of that happy Opportunity to fee her Siller, if 
he certainly loved her. And in this Conjecture fhe 
was not at all deceived : For the Prince having 
been to pay her a Viiit, and underflanding that fhe 
was not to be feen, went dire6tly to her Sifter's 
Apartment, and finding her alone, fell on his 
Knees, and faid, * Now, fair Princefs, I have the 
' Happinefs to fee you without Conftraint : Romelia 

* is ficK, and fees no Company. How m^t a Plea- 

* fnre is it to me, continued he ^ after Jhe bad made him 

* fit hy heti to be able to tell you what I have en- 

* dured fince that fatal Moment, when you charged 

* me to deceive my Father ! Alas ! I hav; not Power 
' to do it : I hate Romelia too much, and love you 
' with too great a Paflion, to difguife my Senti- 

* ments. Yes, my charming Princefs, faidhe^fal- 

* ling on his Knees again y you muft give me leave to 

* declare my Love to\he King, and to beg of him 

* not to oppofe thet^hoice my Heart has made of 

* you.' * Alas ! reply dh^omcQ.forro'wrulIy, that will 
' only render us the more' unhappy : The King your 
*' Father, whatever Tendernefs he may ha\e for 
' you, has his Reafons ; you know, why he prefers 

* my 
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^ my Sifter before me ; and Policy will prevail. Bc- 
•* fides, fince the Death of my Father land Mother* 
"* I depend on her : and how do you think ihe 

* would refent fo great an Affront ? No, my dear 
^ Prince, cont inue J Leomce^ take notfo ill a Courib 

* I conjure you; it will only be a Means of fepa- 

* rating us for ever.' * But what would you have m< 
' do ? replfdthe Prince: Would you have me marry 

* Romelia ?* * I have not Power to advife yOM^ /aid 

* the Princefs ; continue flill to feed the King wiU* 

* Hopes that you will obey him, and endeavour to 

* conftrain yourfelf when near my Sifter : But a- 

* hove all, be fure not to let her perceive that yoa 

* love me.' ' But what will be the End of all thefe 

* Reftraints ? reply d the Prince* * It will give us 

* Time, anpwer^d Leonice ; and that is all we caa 
'hope for in our Misfortunes.' 

The proud Romelia heard all this tender Conver* 
iatiofl with a mortal Grief; and not being able to 
bear it any longer, retir'd into her Apartment for 
fear (he (hould not J)e Miftrefs enough of herfelf. 
But, oh Heavens ! what faid ihe when ftie faw her- 
felf at liberty to complain I All the moft violent 
Refolutions imaginable came into her Hand : Steel 
and Poi/bn, in her Opinion, were too gentle Puni(h- 
ments for their Perfidy. In ftiort, the violent Paf- 
fioD ihe was in, made her (ick indeed. But tho' fhd 
had no need of being alone to take fome Reft, yet (he 
was no fooncr got to Bed but (he called her Wo- 
men, and bid them go tell her Sifter to comt 
to her. A Fit of Jealoufy made her defirous to fee 
her, by that means to prevent her entertaining the 
Prince any longer, who was then with her when 
the Meft^age came.

Leonicc bJufh'd at this Anfwef gf hcri 
Sifter's, and made no Reply, but was fo uncajy 
all the rcilof the Day, {hat their C^nverfation was 
but very dulj, .The next morning the King and 
Prince came to fee Romelia^ but the King llaid not 
long. The Priuce wilb'd to follow him wh^n be 
went away, butdurftnot; thp' he ftajd a long Time 
alone with her fo confufed, that he never ojpen*d his 
i«ip3 : But the Princefs unwilling (o l9fe fo fair «n 
Oi>portuuity, and feeing he itil! continued mu/ing, 
fafd, with Eyes en flam d with Love and Ang^Ft 

* ComCf confefs the Truth : Does not your He^irt 

* reproach you for thofe Moments which the K-ing

* nice poUelFes you even while you are here witU 

* me.' At the naming of Leonke the I'rince xw^" 
vcr'd hirafelf, and faid. * HowcQmeyou, Madam, 

* to make me tliis Reproach ? Am not I guilty 

* enough to forget a Mom&ntihat I ftood by you* 

* bwt you muil accufe mc of loving Leon'ue^ tho* you 

* know I am commanded by the King to attach my- 

* felf to yow ?* * Can you deny that yoq love my 

* Sifter, refiyd Romelii* after the Converfatipn J 

* heard Yefterday ? Yesj perfidious Prince, continued 

* Jbe in a ^pMonf tvhich Jhe could not £o<pertf, I 

* wa£ in a Place where I loU not one Word of 4II the 

* Proteftations you made never to love any but her, 
' I was a Witne(« to all the tender Things ygu fajd 

* to €ach ojthe<r. Bux the ungrateful Leonice fiiallngf 
" txiumpb unpnni(h*d over me : She (ball pay de^r 

* for the Ple»fure of ypur Conqueft, and anfwer 
' fpj- all the Tormcius I have enaur'd upon the ac- 

* Co»iPt of your Love. She (hatl-curfe the Day that flvs 

* Acceptedof your Heart. And ifl cannot mjike my-

The Prince was fo furpri;5'd to find that his Paf- 
fipD was d5fcpver*d, that be hardly knew what tp 
Tofolye : JJwt feeing that U was in vain for hi® to

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4i%ijiiiSB the Matter any longer, and anaM< to bear 
th^ Menaces which (he pronounced agatnft his dimir 
frin^fiU^ he faid, * Why, Madam, (bould you com- 
plain of my loving Leoniei ? I had given my Heait 
t>e|'Ofe t^e Kinfi; commanded me to addrefs yon, 
but duffl not tell him ib. Love had not reach'd 
yppr Breaft before that fatal Order ; and I am peiv 
fuadfd this Moment, that it 15 the Crown that 
gives you the greateft Pleafure in this Alliance i 
hetiYH me but with my Leonici^ and \ (hall be fathfied ( 
let tbe King fet the Crown on your Head.' * 1 moA 
eoflfult my Heart on that Article, r^/^V^omeiia ; 
and in the Sentiments I have for yo^, die Crown 
without you would be but an indifierept Prefeat. 
What have I fo few Charms, that you chule ra- 
ther to quit that, than (hare it with me } Conii- 
der, taOf lovely Prince ; reflet on the Troublet 
yog will raife in this Kingdom, (hould you per- 
. fift in (lighting me : Improve the Moment of my 
tender Paflion ;- forfake Lionicey confant to ray 
WiOies^ and I (hall forget the Injury. But *u$ 
Time you fhould refolve.' * Since I have gone fo 
far, npiyj the Princty astoconfe(« the Love I have 
{qt your Sifter, you may think I never will change 
my Sentiments. All your Threatshave nofcffed: 
I am not afraid of your Revenge on me.' < \ 
know fo wpn how to touch you in a fenfible Part, 
aHfiu2ir'*djhe^ that you may repent.' ^ Ah, cry* d the 
Prince^ that's to fay, iny Princefs: But think, Ro- 
Tn^at before you undertake it, the Thunder 
may falLoo yoor own Head.* * Go, goj f lear 
you n£)t, faid ftie 'with Difdain : the Misfortunes 
you make me endure, have learnM me to dregd 
no others.' 

Such high Words as thefe could not p^s without 
b^ing heard by Romeiia^s Women ; and as Cephlfa 
vvd5 aniongthem at that Time, /he ran to'infbrmlier 
MiAicfs, Lecnice was a^ortaUy griev*d at the fad 
NcH'ii, wJiich was the wor(J (he feared. jShe knew 
that her hifter, when enr<'ig*d, was capable of doing

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any Thing; and under the Appreheniion of being 
expofed to the Violence of her Sifter's Temper, (he 
ran away to the Temple of the Veftals, which was 
near the Palace, auended only by Cepbt/k, The 
tt^ of her Maids went to tell Remelfa, while th^ 
Prince was with her, which foon pat a ftop to their 
Paflion. For the Prince, he Hood like an Image; and 
Romelia knew not whether (he (hould be glad or for- 
Ty I For if the Prince was hinderM from feeing her 
fo often, (he at the fameTimecould not execute what 
her Rage prompted her to However, the Prince 
borne away by his Love^ left her to her Refledtions, 
and ran away to the I'empleof the Veftais where he 
a(k'd very pre(Cngly to (ee Leonice ; and the Great 
Veltal, fearing to make a Prince who wasnext Heir 
to the Crown her £nemy, fent to his abided 
lA'iStttk to come and talk with him in her Prefence. 
As ibon as the Prince faw her^ ^ Ah ! why, my 

* Princefs, *ry V he^ do you leave me exposed to your 

* Sifter's Rage ? Was it for this that you protefted to 

* love me for ever^ And what do you think will be- 

* come of me, if I never fee you more ? T6 what 

* End did you retire to this facred Place? Do vou 
< believe that I cannot defend you zgainikRomelia^ 

* I am fenftble, Pj-ince, reply* J Leonice^ both of your 

* Love and Courage: but it would not be well in me 

* to make jufe of them againft my Sifter, who is fup- 

* ported by the King's Commands. I fee already 
' the Difturbance my unhappy Tend ernefs will ere- 

* ate : I muft apply thcjieccffary Remedy, fince 'tis 

* 1 who ought to be the Sacrifice. Marry-theambiti- 

* ous Jloaelia, and give Peace to your Subjeda^ 
' whom (he would embroil in Troubles and Confu« 

* fion. Obey your Father ; forget me, if you can ^ 
*^nd let me fpendthe (hort Remainder of my Days 

* in the Service of the Goddefs, who alone (hall be 

* your Rival : For (ince I am Dot born for my dear 

* Prince, no Mortal elfe (hall ever afFed my Heart:* 

* Now, my Lionicet replfil the di/con/olate Princiil 

* fee 
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* fee you don't love me, fince you are capable of 

* giving me Tuch Advice : J adore you too m-ach, fcf 

* yoa to think I ever could follow it. What if the 

* cnrag'd Romelia has Power, and draws the King 

* over to her Party, they never can force my Heart, 

* nor Hand. But if you will not promife me to be 

* always my beloved teonicit I cannot anfwer for 

* myfelf to be Mafter of my Faflions.' Then the 
Great Veftal, who flood by all the Time, interrupt- 
ed this tender Convcrfation, to beg of the Prince to 
think cf the Duty he owed his Father : But find* 
ing that all (he could urge was to. no Purpofe, (he 
obligM Leonice to retire. 

In the mean Time, the King was informed of this 
Diforder, and fent for the Prince ; who was met by ^ 
the MefTenger as he was coming back from the 
Temple, and went with him dire^lTy to the King;

* Moment (ince I am deprived of the Sight of her ; 

* and I tome to beg of you, if you would prefcrve 

* my Life, to take her out of a Place fo fatal to my 

* Repofe, and to defend her again ft her furious Sifter."* 

* I ought, reply d the Kingy to puni(h your Difobcdi- 

* ehce more (everely than I deiign : But yet, you may 

* merit your Pardon, and fee Leonlcezt liberty again.* 

* Ah, Sir, ! erf d the Prince, luith Precipitation^ what 

* mufti do?* * Go 10 iYitVrwiztky /aid the Kingt 

* fwear to her never to love her Sifter any more ; 
*• that you are fubfervient to my Commands, and 

* that you are ready to give your tland To-tao^-

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* row Morning, and I'll anrwcrfor^o«^//a*« Frien4- 
' (tiip, and chat ftie fhall have noCaule to fear her. 

* Alas, Sir !/aiV/ the Priwe, if thac's the Price of my

* never will marry the hateful komeliuj and what- 

* ever happens, will always love her too charming 

* Siller.' ^ VvtWf \\itti, /aid ihe angrj king, \ will 

* marry her for thee.difinherit thee from my Crown, 

* and for ever deprive thee of feeing Lumicit who 

* makes thee brave my ComroaQda with this lofo- 

* lence. I^ll give you till To-morrow to think of 
' it ; and that's all the Favour you can expo^from 

* me/ 

After this the Prince took his Leave, and rttir'd 
to his own Apa/tmeiit with inexprefiii^e Grfcf, 
ahd fpent the Night in the mod frigbtfirl Agita^ 
tions; and as (boa as he thought itconvenient tt> 
(ht RomtUay went to pay her a. Vifit* * Bfkold^. 
W{adami72^/ViJ^ PoingintcherClMifiderf aPrilui^ 
whofe Life depends on you : The Kiog^ to keep 
his Word which he gave to plate the Cro«iw dn' 
yout Head, will baye me marry yeb or is ft- 
foiv^d to do it himfelf, and iu the Aifl^uraoce of 
having Children by you, will deprive me of it for 
ever : I confent to it with all mf Heart; and 
fhall behold you on the Throne wiihbut Eavy^ if 
you will but obtain of my Father the Fayedr of 
confining his Revenge fo far, and to reft<)re ne* 
my Princeft. \ prcmife not to marry her^ bbt 
only to have the Plcafure of feeing her foiQ^triQes.

ftylrtg thefe words he turu'd absut ro go, but wai 
Iropped by the King, who was juft then coming ih :

' Orders ?* * I am confouftded with your Majefty> 

* fiboflfy, reply* d Ramelia, aftd fubmit to what you 

' ihall pleafe to eommand.* What a fadden Shoctt 

#as thistothe tinrt>ttUriaref*Hnce, toheanheRe- 
fobtiOtt of the revefigefaJ khmella /But It was oui 
of his. Power to pfeVeet it: and he was forced to 
fee hef th«Eteniiig the Wife of his Father; for

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the King would have the Marriage private. The 
whole Court was very much Goncern'd : They knew 
the Princefs's Humour; and never doubted but the 
King, who was very old, would be governed by 
that wicked Woman ; and above alU pitied the 
Prince, who did not deferve fuch ill Fortune. Tho* 
this he found was not the greateft, when going that 
Night to fee his dear Leonice, he was lefuied 
that Pleafure by the pofitive Command of the new 
Quee^i. 

The poor young Princefs was inconiblable when 
(he was inform'd of her Sifter's Marriage : She knew 
Tery well that it was to torment her that fhe married 
the King, and that (he never (hould fee the Pnncc 
any more. Alas, what Complaints did (he make to 
Cipbifa! who endeavour *d x6 COmfort her ; but knew 
at the i*iime Time (he had fo juft Caufe to bewail her 
unhappy Fate» that (he could not forbear crying 
with her. ki the mean Time the new Queen's Pka- 
fure was famewhat allayM with Grief ; for (he was 
no (ooner married to the King, but (he knew that 
(he was no longer to look ujpon the Prince. Thea 
Ihe repented that (he had made herfelf fo great an 
ObHacle to what (he fo much defired. Her Revenge 
fell with more Violence on her own Head than (he 
imagined ; and the more (he (Irove to take Pleafure 
in rendering both the Objedts of her Love and Hat* 
miferable, the more (he found herfelf fo ; and could 
not but fear the £jng would lepent of tke Injufticc 
he had done his Son, and would give his Confent 
that he (hould marry Leomci to make him* an A- 
mends. 

She was no fooner (Iruck with this Idea, but (he 
thought of preventing it while (he had the greater 
Jnliuence over her Hu(band. She was not unfenfi* 
ble, that a Prince named Ligdamon had been for a 
longTime in Love with Licnice\ and that the voung 
Princefs conceived a mortal Averfion for him by 
reafon of his ill Qualities, and that be(ide8'he was 
very ugly and deformed. This Prince the Queen 

ieiK 
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Pint for, and told him. That if he would ileal her 
Sifter away, and marry her, (he would find him the 
Way how ; and that he might not fear the Prince's 
Rage, (he would give him a Guard to conduA ihem 
into her Province, where he (hould be abfolute Ma-^ 
fter. Ligdamon accepted thefe Conditions fo conform- 
able to his Defires : His Delicacy was not fo refin'd, 
as to infift on an equal Return of Paflion : but if he 
could pofTefs Leonice^ he cared not by what Means. 
And the Qneen, pleafed to find him fo ready to obey 
her, difmifs'd him, charging him to engage as 
many People to aiTift him as he could, and leave the 
reft to her. 

That this Plot might fucceed the better, it was 
necefTary that the Princefs (hould be taken out of 
the Temple. To this End, one Day when the 
Queen was alone with the King, (he fell on her 
Knees, and begged of him to grant her the Favour 
of permitting her Sifter to be with her, afTuring 
ftim, that (he (hould have no Commerce with the 
Prince. The King, who could refufe her nothing, 
and who, ficce his Marriage, had conceived a very 
great Tendernefs for her, confented. The Queen 
had no fooner got his Leave, but (he fent immedi- 
ately for the Prince, to whom (he had never fpoke 
fince (he had been his Mother-in-Law, and told 
him, that having reHedled on thofe Misfortunes 
&e had caus'd him, to make him a Recompence, 
ihe would reftore Leomce to him, for whom (hp had. 
afked the King's Leave to quit her Retirement.. 
The Prince knew, not what he ought to think, and 
how fo great a Change (hould come about ; an4 
fhe perceiv'd his Irrefolution : But willing to per- 
fuade him, that (he was (incere, faid, ' I fee/ 

* Prince, that you don't believe me ; but that you 

* may be a Witnefs of the Truth, give me your 
♦Hand, and lead me to the Place, which retains the 

* Perfon who of all Things is moft dear to you.* 

* Ah ! Madam, reply* d the Prince ^ recel'ving her hand^ 

* ivhtcbjbe held out to him, how much (hall I b^ ^VA\-

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* ged to )ou ; my Life will be bfit tod fmall a Re-^ 

* turn for this Favour/ 

Afier thcfe WorJs th<*y went to tht Temple, arid 
the Quten (hewing thf King'fe Orders to the Greai 
Veftal, bid her let her Sifter out.. The Vcrial re- 
ply'd. That (lie was ready to obey the King, if 
the Princefs would conCcntj hut as :biit Temple Wat 
a Sandluary (he had made choice of* to bd snder 
the Protedtion of the Got^tltfr, (Ke cnuld riot force 
K'er to quit ir. The Q^een hearkenM w Ihii Dif- 
coorfe with great Impatiencei and turnibg beriHf 
toward the Princefsj faid, * Wha^, Z«;«/r^# are yo» 

* refolvcd to live here the Remainder of youfDajrj* 

* and will you notobey the CcromandioftheKing, 

* who crdcr'd me to bring you back to the Palace }• 

* Do you hate me fo much as to ehufe a ^rifon ra- 

* ther than be near me ? Speak, (ince we muft have 

* your Confent.* * Why, Midamj J'nid iht. Primcey. 

* feeing lev douhful wahat io db, ate you 16th to leiive 

* a Place which gives a Prince ivho adbrns you fa 

* much Pain ? i he Queen grown (enfible of thfc! 

* Mifery I cndur'd in your Abfencc, hath made Uw 

* King my Father relent ; and will yoti be iftbrein* 

* exorahle than him V \ I dolibt net of the Queen't' 
■ Favours, r^/y^Leonkc} but tho* f afe difpos'd tx>

* facred Place.' However, v. i:h fome intreating by 
tKe Prince, (he with Tbars in her Byes, took hfi 
leave of the Vcft^l, and all her lovely Compani* 
ens, and followed the Queen to Court, who pr^- 
fentcd her to the King; by whom (he Was recfeiv'd 
very coldly, but by the whole Court with all iik)^i« 
nable Drmonftraiions of Joy. ThiJ Qiieen hcr^lf 
tarcfs'd her feemingly with a great deal of Piea- 
fure ; and in her owil Aparirtif nt« fw6re (he bid- 
forgot all that had happened before, and that fl)e 
would endeavour to get tHe King's Confent fbrlhe- 
Prince to marry her : To this (he added, that in t%c' 
mean Time they (hould have thfe Liberty, aVikto6i^n- 
to the King, of feeing one another ev^ry 'Dtiji aod 

that 
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thlt by Chis I'lece of Service, the hop^d fti'e (hoijid. 
niake an amends for the Injuries received by them,' 
and (h6uld oblige them to entertain a Fnendfhip for 
h6r. 

The Prince, who thought what (he faid to be 
all fincere, knew not how to tcftify his Acknow- 
ledgment by Thanks : But the young Princefs, who 
could not pcrfuade herfelf into a Belief of what 
file faid, was xnore referv*d in her Joy. And after 
the Queen had led her to a migni/icent Apart- 
ment, which rtie had prepared for he, and whither 
the Prince had follow'd her, (hs told himtheDiftruft 
fhe had of all Rome/ias Carelfes. The Prince could 
not approve of this Millruft of the Princefs's, and 
was m unconceivable Tranfports of Pleafare to 
fee his dear Z^o;r/r^ again ; and tho' he faid all the 
iftoft tender Things a violent Paffion could infpire, 
the Princefs anfwerM only by Tears : And whatever 
the Prince could fay to remove her Apprehenfions, 
ihe was ftill aflured that the Queen had concealed 
fome Defign in what (he did» and that (lie fhould 
pay dear for the Pleafure fhe then enjoy M ; and 
was not much miftaken in thefe Conjeftures : For 
that wicked Woman had no fooner retired to her 
t)wn Apartment, but (he fe«t for Ligdamony to bid 
him prepare againft the next Night. Her Rage . 
iVbula not permit her to wait longer for her Re- 
Vcrige ; the Pi-luce's Love far that i*mocerit Lady 
redoubled both her Pailion and Jealoufy, ihfomuch 
that fhe could not bear thofe precions Moments 
tliev pafsM together : And tho' through Policy the 
Kaa refolv'd to defer it for fome Days, (he changed 
her Mind, and contrived every Thing with that 
Minffler of her Hate for ihe next Nigbt, and order- 
ed him to take care to be fupported in aTl the Pla- 
ces through which he was to pafs ; and tlien he took 
his Leave. 

The Apartment that the Queen had apppointeS '. 
the Princeik was at a great Oiftance from her^v'n^ 
indJodk'd into the Gardens ^Hfo iVi^xV^'j xVi*^ "^l^ci^ 
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of one of the Park- Gates, which opened into theoi^ 
and wai by her Orders left unlock'd, (he might be 
taken away without any great Dliliculty. All Things 
being ready, the Queen appeared very merry that 
Night, and extreme complairant to her Siiter; and 
> when (he retired, embraced and withed her a good 
Night. The Prince, who could not bear the 
Thoughts of parting from her, ofFer'd his Hand to 
condu£l her ; but was defired by Romelia not to do it 
for fear the King might fee him : But he, unable to 
oppofe the Defire he had of converfing with her be- 
fore he went to Bed, thought that when h;:r Atten- 
dants were difmifs'd he Oiould have that Happinefs, 
and fo went and walk'd in the Gardens : and fitting 
down in an Arbour that faced her Windows wait- 
ed with Impatience till (l^e and Cephifa were alone. 
Ligdamorti after he had placed his Myrmidons, came 
juft almoil to the fame Place to execute his perni- 
cioas Defigns; and feeing but little Light in the Pa- 
lace, and being fecure of Leonids Guards, gave the 
Signal for his People to advance. Upon which th« 
Doors of |he Princefs's Apartments were open'rf, 
and Ligdamon, and fome of his ^'arty went in unpec- 
ceiv'd \>y the Prince^ the Night being dark. The 
Shrieks of the Princefs and Cephifa alarmed him, 
and he ran in juft as L'tgdamon was dragging hec. 
along ; and at that Sight, like an enragM Lion,, 
drawing his Sword, cry*d out, • Stay, bale Villain,. 
* or with thy Death atone for. thy In folence.' Lig-- 
damon fearing that he was difcover'd, turned his 
Head, and looked pale, but feeing the Prince alone^ 
would not vouchfafe him an Anfwer, but making a 
Sign to his RufHans to (lop him, kept dill hold of 
the Princefs. The (irft who advanced receiv'd his 
Death from the Prince, and feveral were fore wound- 
ed, that at lali he made his Way thro' them, and cal- 
ling out to Ligdamon to defend himfelf, gave him 
fuch a Blow on the Arm, as forced him to quit his 
Hold. In the mean Time the Shrieks of the Princefs 's 
Maids awakened the whole Court, and the Guards, 
. ^ ' which- 
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vhtch were not in that Confederacy, rail to fee 
what was the Matter^ and came to the AlFillance of 
their Prince juft when he was opprelVd by great 
Numbers oi*i/;5[//«OT<?n*s Party; who as foon as he 
faw the Guards would have made his Efcape, but 
was prevented by a Stroke, which the Prince gave 
him, of which he immediately died. 

The poor Princess, during this Diforder, was in a 
Condition worthy Pity, and implorM Heaven toaf- 
(ift her dear Prince, whom (hee^peded to be facrifi- 
ced eveW Moment. But how great was her Joy, 
when flie'iftw the Guards arrive, and Ligdaman wel- 
tering in his Gore ! whofe Followers, as foon as 
they faw he was dead, fled with fo much precipita- 
tion, that in the Confufion every Poily was in, thef 
were not pur Cued till they were got out of their . 
Reach. 

In the mean time the Queen was tranfported with 
Grief, when (he was informed of the ill fuccefs of her 
PIor» which had been the only Means of reftoring her 
Sifter to her Lover : But that die ftill might the 
better conceal her ill defigns, (he rofe prefently, 
and went with all her Guards to Leonice's Apart- 
ment, to give her an Afliftance which fhe knew 
flic then flood in need of She found the Princefs 
half dead with the Fright, her Chamber full of 
Blood and dead Bodies, and the Prince on his 
Knees, holding one of her fair Hands, and endea- 
vouring to remove her Tears. What a Sight was 
this to her ! She was ready to burlt with Rage; but 
reftraining herfelf, at lalt told ber Sifler how forry 
flie was tor the Accident ; when the Prince, intef- 
rupting her, gave her to underfland that he knew 
it to be a Work of her own hands too well, laqd. 
told her, that for the future he himfelf rwould be 
the Princefs's Guard, to defend her againft. all fuch 
Aflaulcs The Queen denied it with Anger; and 
telling the Princefs that flio ought not to flay any 
longer in a Place fo horrible, ordered her to follow 
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S06A afttfr this Difdrdtfr, Day appeared, and the 
Princ;* went to complain to the King of the f nfult, 
and Icctifed th^ Queen as an Actfoit)p!ioc : Which 
the King would by ho means hedfken ro ; but prd- 
niifed to tiW^^LisoHict fo godd a Obdrd, that (he 
fhould not be expofed ^gain t6 the like Misfortune. 
After this, the Prince not OVW ^ell iatisfiedwith 
their Affur^aces, went td the Princefs, arid Av6rc 
never to leave her. Hdwevefr, all hU Precautloni, 
were in Vain ; for t^e Qae*en pfcreeivjrtg that It lay 
n6t In her Power to feparate tho& two Hearts, ad- 
drefs'd herfelf to a Fairy, whom (he knew to be an 
Enemy to the Royal Family, and told her, that (he 
came to beg her A(riftance againft the Prince her 
Son-in-Law and her peffldSous Si(!&r; and that by 
revenging her, (he might alfb gratify her 6wh pri- 
vate Pique. The Fairy, glad of the Opportofiity, 
bid the Queen carry her only into the Palade Gar- 
den, and then leave the Affiiir to her. Upon which 
the Queen returned Home very well pleafed, and 
vi'ith Hopes of being delivered of her Rival fdteVer. 
And to e)ceCute her Part, in the Evening invited 
her Sifter to take the Air in the Gardens, with very 
ftW Attehdanti. The Prince, who never left her, 
went with thettl ; which was not fo agreeable t6 
the Queen, to ^hofA he w^s obliged to give his 
Hand ; and the Pfincefs walked behindi leaning on 
Cepk/a't Arm 5 ^hert ill On a fuddenlhc felt herfelf 
lifted up into the Air by an inVifiWc Power.- She 
cfskVe ^ itiriek, which made the P.inceflop, who 
ittirticdiately let go the Queen's Hand to rtin to th6 
Affiftance of his dear Princeft ; but finding only 
CtjSifai and hearing het Vdce in the Ak, foTlowM 
it ti long Time, till it leflehihg by tlegrees, was nd 
linger to be heard, and he juft ready to die with 
WeArinefs and Defpair, had g6t a great DiHance 
ft6rii the Palace. In the mean Time, the poor Prin- 
cefs was tranfportrd by the Fairy Into an oldCaftle,. 
bttilt on the Tbp of a ftecp Craggy RoCk, which 
no Mortal had ever clirnbM up ; where, after lhe$ 
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fiad piii her tinder the Gctand of a Dra^oit with (hree 
Hcry Tonguos^fhe return'tl tdthcdifconfekite Pfihee 
in the Shape of a decl'epid did Wothan. ' Alas !

Track; b^t wdB^ to6 much afraid of Ho^ fitidinj^hil 
Pfittoefl again ^ td i-efotVe to leave her. Atvd in thtj^ 
I^refolutions^ aiid be«(r|ail{^g h^if^fdlf^ hs f^efit iht 
Night wtthbnt ainy Hot>«s that thb ne^tt Day Woniid 
fiflilie him the itiore happy. 

On the other Ha^d, the Quoe^ ivtl veiy HiMh ' 
pkasM thai (he had got tid ofhef diflH-i but not f6 
lofe the ftlnth. The King grew very ttfttafy ft* 
hii S6n4 aird (tt\t bm Patties, but dl in vain^ ki 
find himr whficfa ]ncfe:t(ed his Mel<anc)^Iyi H« Hi- 
pentid^ bet too iatt^ of thd ill df^ h^ gdVd his 
Son, srhd beg^n to cbHceive dft Av^yfttin fbr Ihfe ' 
Qaetn:^ v^hi^ htt^v idiAaf bed k& | fer by K«c 
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Intrigues (he had made fure of the greateft Part of 
his Dominions : and the Prince's Abfence afFedled 
her more than her Hufband's Coldnefs. 

She went again to the Fairy, to aik where the 
Prince was, and what (he had done with her Sifler ? 
The Fairy told her, (he could give her the ^ leafure 
of feeing them both in that miferable Condition to 
which her Hatred had reduc'd them. The Queen 
feem'd verydefiroosof it; and the Fair) immediately 
tranfported her to the Caftle where the unfortunate 
Lionice was kept, whom (he found chain'dtothe Foot 
of a Pillar, from whence (he could fee the Prince 
without being ever perceiv'd by him, and guarded by 
a watchful and terrible Dragon which never (lept. 
The barbarous Queen, overjoy'd at her Mifery, in- 
fleadof comforting her, loaded her with Reproaches: 
To which the Princefs returned no A nfweri but iix^^ii 
her Eyes (ledfailly upon the Prince, whom (he faw 
endeavouring to climb the Rock: which the Queea 
obferving and turning about, beheld the Objed of. 
her Love and Hatred, jud when he had found a 
better tracked Path, and began to mount with more 
Elafe. At this Sight, and for fear he (hould deliver 
her Rival, (he (hriek'd out : But the Fairy a(rured: 
her (he had nought to fear ; and that the. Dragon 
would iecure her, (hould he get to her, in the. 
mean Time, the Prince purfued the Path, and the 
Hopes of aflifting his Princefs gave him fre(h.. 
Strength, when he perceiv'd a Greyhound Bitch ^ 
tied to a ragged Piece of that Rock, and juft 
(Irangled. This Object raifed Companion in his 
Breaft ; and going up to the poor Creature, with . 
fome Di(Hcjulty broke the Chain : But how great was 
his Surprize to fee the Greyhoiind, as foon as at 
liberty, become a Woman ! He (leppM back : But 
that beautiful Perfon taking him by the Hand, faid, . 
' Be not afraid. Prince, of the Inchantment which. 

* you yourfelf have broke. I am of the Race of theFai- 

* ries, and have a great many Gifts, which I bellow 
f on you. But my Power is limited : The enviou\ 
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* Fairy, who keeps the Princefs a Prifoncr, hath 

* tied me to this Rock for many Years under that 
' Form you releafed me from, becaufc I was be- 

* loved by a great many Princes, who defpifed her. 

* I have waited your Coming with great Impati"- 

* ence ; and in Acknowledgment of your Service 
' to me, and out of Revenge, will do what I can 

* for you. GOifaidJbct into that Cavern, ^^ouiVr^ 

* him an Opening that «was hetun out of the Rock^ and 
' put on the Armour you will find there, and fear 

* not the Dragon, for you (hall afTuredly vanquifk 
' him ; and in the mean Time i will wait for you 

* by yonder Broojc, which purls over thofe Peblcs.' 
After thefe Words fhe left him ; and the Prince as 
foon as he could put on the Armour , purfued hit 
Way to the Cadle Gates ; and the Fairy feeing him 
advance, detach'd the Dragon from the Princefs to 
thofe Gates; The Prince without difmay preiTed 
hard with his Lance in his Hand upon that fright- 
ful Monder, which at the fame Time, with a dread- 
ful Hifline flew into the Air, to fall plum upon 
him; which the Prince being awai^e of, ftepp'd 
back and taking the Opportunity of that Monfter's 
Extenfion of his Wings, ran his Sword dire^ily in- 
to his Belly, that he died at his Feet. 

The Fairy no fooner faw this Adion, but taking

With thii thdDght, and not lookring upon 
fSe Queen, be wcfttottt of theCaftle, with an In- 
credible Swif^rtefs, and d{inb*d down the Rdc^ whk 
Ai moeh Haifif, withont i^sfding Rtrm^Iia'^ Crfes, 
ivhoj n^twltbllaiidmg hh D fHaftt, ran as fsA a^ ftrt 
<5t5ul<I after hJifl, and fell Into that Cava^n front 
whence tYit Pririte h^ hh A/to, and wa^ heve:f 
htiard of more. 

The Pfince made all Imaginable haftfe to th(f 
Bfdok, whiird he foortd the taii-y Greyhdund walt- 
kfg ibf him. * Well,; ^eneroas Prtnct, f^idjhi, \ 

* fed yod ha^e t^nqulm'd the ^foftf!e^' * Al^s? te- 

* piftl he, of what life ts my VlAofy td me, fcntie E 

* have ftdt dei!yet*d my Pritirtf*, and kndW ttot 

* where to look for her?' ' Never fear, anf^jjer^d 

• the 
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* the corrpnjjionaie Fairy ^ we (hall find he.' Attd bid- 
ding the Frince itay a Httle, lefc him, and reiurft* 
td Toon after with an Horfe in her Hand, which 
(he bid him mount ; and Viewing him a Track 
which lay by the Brook- Side, told him that would 
lead him to a fubterranean Cave, where his Prin- 
cefs was ; that ihe Gate was guarded by Moh&e^ft 
that were half Men and half Serper^M, whi^h wOuld 
Oppofe his Entrance ; but that he need but prefeni 
liis Shield to them, and not make uie of his Sword 
and Lance ; that after he had overcome them, htf 
would meet with a furious Lion, which was ckf 
laft Guard the PriBcefs had ; and alio, that when 
he came near h^, he ihould Qiew his Shield, whick 
would hinder the wicked Fairy from taking bet 
away, as before. 

The Prince thanked the Fairy in few Words ; attd 
moanttng the Horfe, and following the Track with* 
out topping a Moment^ arriv'd in a diort if^ime at 
the Entrance ef the Cbvern. It was guarded, aS 
the Fairy had told hiiii, by Monflers ^ to which th6 
t'rinoe no feoi>er prefented his Shield^ btit they ftood 
ir.otionlefs, werechang'd iBt<> their fbrnver Shaped 
of Men, whe throwing themf<^Ives at the Ptince'j 
Feet, fwo^e to employ the reft of their Livts to ac- 
kn&\^I«dge their Deliverance froni the m^licittu^ 
Fairy's Enchantments, and that hd ndight coniAatid

her. What a Sight was this fbr the Prinde \ ah6 
deflrous to free her frohi ia rdiferslble a Cohditi^ny 
gave ^ Shout, which rous'd the Libn« The FriilCtf 
went dire€)!ly up td him without anj^ Difniay b^fbftf 
the reft c^me up, ran his Spear into his I'hroat di 
he open 'd his Mouth, and that he might not lofe 

any 
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any Time, plung'd his Sword into his Sides .* But not- 
withftanding the Largenefs of both the Wounds, the 
furious Creature flew upon him, when the Men» that 
were freed by him came unto the Aid of their Benc- 
faftor, and gave him fo many Wounds that he died 
tnftantly. The Prince no fooner found that he was 
rid of his Enemy, but he ran to his Princefs, and pre-^ 
Tenting his miracufous Shield, her Chains fell oflTt 
and that frightful Den was chang'd into a magnifi* 
cent Palace, out of which there came a great Num- 
ber of beautiful Perfons, who came to rejoice with the 
Princefs for hers and their own Deliverance. 

The Men who foHow*d the Prince, ihouted with 
Joy at the Sight of thefe Ladies, i»nd threw iheir.- 
felves at their Feet, to teftify their Gladnefs to find 
them again j while the Prince, who never obferved 
what pafs'd, was at the Piincefs's Knees, cspreffing 
the moft violent Paflion that Love ever infpired.

* new Torments.' * Fear nothing, rrjV the Fairy' 

* Greyhoundi ivbo appeared that Moment, your Misfor- 

* tunes are ended as well as mine. The Queen is 

* puniHi'd for all her Crimes; the envious Fai;v has 

* no more Power over you j and you are now abfolute 

* Mifttefs in this Palace, which your generous Lok 

* ver has reftor'd me, and nothing fliall interriipt 

* your Happinefs.' The Princefs beheld fo many 
furpflzing Things at once, that (he knew not what 
Anfwer to make ; when the Prince, who knew and 
bad made trial of the Fairy's Kindnefs, thanked her 
with a (incere Acknowledgment both for himfelf 
and his beloved Leonice ; and till then had not t.^ken* 
l^otice of the Metamorpholis of the Cave into a Pa- 

lacei 
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lacff, nor of the many iiluilrious Perfons who flood 
about him. In the mean Time, all thofe Gentlemen 
and Ladies preiTed forwards to pay their Refpe^ 
to the Fairy their Princefs, who, though (he had 
been translbrmed into a Greyhound, was the So- 
veiefgn of that Palace, and all the Country about 
it. 

Leonice could not recover her Amazement, and 
would have aik'd her Lover a thoufand Quellioni 
at once, to clear up that Adventure : But the Prin- 
cefs Fairy, taking her by the Hand, told her ic was 
not then a proper 1 ime ; that (he (lood in need of 
fome Repofe : and that the next morning her Cu- 
riofity (hould be fatisfied. After that me led her 
into a ^Chamber that (hined all over with Gold and 
Jewels, where foon after there was ferved up a nice 
Supper, and as foon as the Ooth was taktn away 
again, (he retired to give her the Liberty of en- 
joying the Prince's Company in private. O how 
tender was their Converlation ! They would have 
. fpent the Kight wkh Pleafure together, if Leonice- 
had not been afraid of offending againil the Rules 
of Decorum, by permitting her Lover to (lay too 
late. 

In the Morning the Fairy Princefs paid her a Vi- 
fit, to enquire how ihe did ; aild embracing her,

' Fcrfoas of both Sexes: Nothing bat Pleafure wa? 
^ to be feen in every one's Countenance; and hard-

THisDifcckxrfe increased Phiiomce^ Fear ; fli'fli prd-

£cnlt. Neverthelefs Fbihmce grew handfomef and 
handfomer every Day, and became the Eteligh^t of 
the Faicies ; who feeing her perform every Thing- 
chat they enjoin'd her, carefs'd her, and loaded heir 
with Prefents ; Jtnd it M ente tain^d' fp grtat*

to you fiyr fo mflch Goodrtefs ? 'lis,!, my Vnx^ 
cel's^whomuft ddiver you from this Tyranny? 
and will punifh with Death the Perfon for whom 




theie Menaces only provoke the good Fairy ; ra- 
ther implore her powerful Aid, (he expels only 
your Obedience to allay your Misfortunes. If (he 
cannot render you altogetherhappy, yet her Heart 
16 not void of Emotions of Tehdcr«cfs for that 
charming Princefs ; make ufe of it, and depefod 
upon= my Word, you will not be lox^g infenfible 
of the E(!e6ls of her Compaflion/ • Farfewell, 
Anaxander^ faid Philonice, holding out her Hands \ 
let us believe Elifa^ and yield to oar Fate, fince 
we cannot do otherwife.* The Prince took hold 
of the Princefs's Hand, and kifs'd it in fo great a 
Tranfport, that he had almoft qaite difarm'd ^er- 
fenia ; who, that they might not perceive htr Sen- 
timents, which (he ebdeavour'd to conceal as much 
as poffible, pull'd Phihnice by the Arm very rough- 
ly, and made her eo into her Tent, leaving the poor 
Prince in the moff deplorable State imaginable. He 
followed hi5 dear Princefs with his Eyes as far as he 
could, when f /-i/i made a Sign to him' to (lay where 
he was, and me would come and bring him fomc 
News. 

In the mean Time, the Fairy Serfenia (hut Philt^ 
nice into 'iCr Tent, with Orders not to ftir out till 
flie came again ; and without faying what (he fur- 
ther refolv'd to do, left her. Put, O Heavens ! 
how miferable was that poor Princefs's Condition ! 
Eli fa could not comfort her in the letdl, the fmar 
gination only of being married to fome M,on(iei', 
put her into fo horrid a Defpair^ that (he could 

fcarce 



fcarce breathe for ighing and fpbbmg, and In that 
melancholy Manner i'pent the whole Night. As 
foon as it was Day, the Fairy came into her Room \ 
Pbilonsce^JaidJlfe^ I have done what I could to 
.gec'^ny Sifters to consent to give you your Liber- 
ty; I haice boafted, pf your Lover's Merit, and 
' tqld them, that it was a good Adion to reftore a- 
Princefs to her Mother, and to endow yod with 
all the Gifts that lay in our Power ; that you had 
never difpleafed us, and it was unjnfl to foi^e a 
Princefs to flay with us againfl her inclination : 
But all my Remon Frances were in vain. 1 hey. 
to)d ine, they had taken you away on purpofe to 
bellow you upon tlie King of Mongers, and or* 
der'd nie to prepare you for it.' < Alas ( Ma- 
dam, /a/i/rhilonice, you fliall fooner prepare me 
for Death, than that fatal Marriage ! What will 
become of poor Anaxander, if he never fees mc 
more V * i can let you fee that Prince again, re- 
t'fd the fairy ; but as it is not in my Power to 
oeilow you upon him, .that Indulgence will but 
make you the more.miferable ; therefore refolve 
fooner td obey my Sifters, than to \ovt a Prince 
whoie you can never be, while we have Power.' 
Sure, cryd Philonice, it cannot laft long ; for 
Heaven, wearied with fo much Injuilice, will not 
always abandon unhappy Mortals to the cruel 
Tyranny of your barbarous Sifters, i fee, I fee, 
cry/ijhe in a prophetick Manner t that adorable Prin- 
cefs promifed by the Gods, coming to loofeour 
Chains, and reduce your Sifters Power only to 
£nd out new Inventions to embeiliih this Place : 
Methinks I behold thoie Furies turning great 
Wheels in a River hard by, to furniih this in- 
chanted Palace and Gardens with Water; and by 
their, bitter Yells and Cries, more horrible than 
thofe of the unfortunate Peribns they changed 
into wild Beafts, they make ail that pafs by think 
Hell broke loofe. But for you, Mj^damM continued 
tbi IPrincsfst who never confented to the Mifchiefs

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* your wicked Sifters hjtw dcmc m the World, yoa 
' ihall not be one of their Nbmber ; the Princefs 

* knows as well how to reward as ponifh. She will 
< diftiR^uiih yoii from the reft, by committing thefe 

* beftutiful Crardens ao yoar Cn^e^ whefe yc(Q will 
' enjoy the Hap^^inefs of her anggft Preiehce, and 

* be carcfs'd by her, while your Sifters repenti bet 

* too latCf of all their Crueltii^s.' ' 

Serpent a hearken 'd to this 1>i{boutfe of the Prin- 
ceis J with Amazement, and was (enfible (he was 
inrpir'd by fome Divinity^ becaufe that Prophecy 
was writ at the Beginning of the Empire ; bat that 
there was no other mention made of the Time; bat 
thar it ^uld eome to pafV in the l^brgn of amoft 
powerful and' vi6iarious Prince, and though they 
faw the Ftince perfdrm the moft furpriung Thiifgs» 
and obtain the greateft VrAories, yet they ftill flat- 
ter*d themfelves, he was not the Perfon meant by 
the Oracle, and that that Day whereon a Princefs 
(hould be born, who wouM prove ffttaf to their Eio- 
pire, was not yet arrived But the Paify finding 
all thefe Things confirmed' by Pbilonicej perceived 
that their Ruin wars nigh at hand", and refblved to 
iritbrm her Sifters of it, that they might cohfuhhow 
ta avoid the imperrding Danger; bqt in the mea^i 
TtBie, told the Princefs, that fhe did not take her 
Words for a Prophecy^, but rather looked npor»them 
a& the EfFeA of her Rage, telling her, utat their 
Power had been of ib long a Continaancei and 
would laft to the End of tlie World; After that 
fh<e promiM to u(e her utmoft Endeavours to make 
her happy, and afthred her, that if file could oot 
obtain any Thing of her Sifters, while ftte was un- 
der her Care, ftie wouki give her the Opportunity 
of feeing the Prince ; and then left her» to go and 
acquaint the other Fairies with what hfd happen- 
ed, who- were all^frightened, and the nrcire, be* 
caufe the Fairy. i?ff<E^ told them, that having a Mind 
Xa change a Prince that had difpleafed her into a 
Beati 9ke could not do it. The Fairy RaHomr aMb 

comr 
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C^im^liioedy that (be cook] not do all the- MtArhicf 
(bo wxdked I and in ihoiti in cheir Pear for the Dc« 
iirtt^oa of their Empire^ they eonfuked their Ma- 
gic Book* and found Pbilonkts Prophecy to be very 
trocu Enraged at their hard Fate, which they ihw 
draw fo nigh^ they re-doubM theJr CruehJes, of 
which PhUonici^ wo may beiieye, had her Share. 
Th(^ Immediately (tutSerfenia for her, and loading 
h^t wHh Injuries, fold her (he muft prepare to mar- 
ry the HiUband they had provided for her the next 
l3ay ; and ordcied StrpinNi to (hew her her Spoufe 
ID the ley Hall. 

Tho Fairy» fc* fear of orovohing her Sifters 
more, took tlio PrirKefs b^ nie Hand, and carried 
her info the Hall, where the Prince of Monfters 
watted for her. He wat like the Miphemus of the 
Poets* but he had a HogS Sftovt, which rendered 
hi^ Voice fo very terrible, that poor Philonice was 
ready to die away with Fear, when he a(ked her if 
il|€[ would coofent to marry him ? And when the 
PrtBCfffa wtih Teara toM him, (he would prefer 
Death a thoo&iid Times before him, the Monfter, 
without being the leaft moved by them, no more 
than the hateful Fairies before him, told her, (he 
mvft make him amends for the Torments he ha 
epdured. and think foon of obeying him ; and then 
wcAt from her without the lead Emotion of Pity. 
Sirp0nta Cftrried her back again to her I'ent more 
lij^c ft dead Corpfe than a living PerAm ; and not 
kiMXwipg how to com-fort her, eonvey'd the Mrince 
to ber ID athickOoud, and di(rolving that Vapour, 
lod higi clofe to her, faying, * I have brought Jnax- 
' <i4M^r here to you, concert your Meafures toge- 
* iher..' Aod then h fi them. 

The Priace was tranfported with Joy to fee his 
Pnucpiii asaiift; but could notgaefs what made her 
fo ipienfibTe of all his endearing Ex preffions, and to 
b# in Tears. EHJ^ bore her Company in this Mc- 
]iUlchpLy> infomuch that he «ould not get one Word 
o«l Qf: either of them, * Why, my Frincei's, /aid 

* Anax- 
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AnaxaDder, will you not tell me the C 
thofe Tears i 1 flattered myfelf that my P 
might have (bmewhat allay'd your Misibi 
and that the Pleafure of knowing all th 
you have iofpired me with«. might fufpen 
Grief: Do you believe that I am lefs cone 
Yet charmed at thjc Opportunity I have of 
ing an eternal Conftancy to you, whatevei 
fuSer to deferve you, ftill the Joy of feeii 
again out-balances all my Sorrows ; and 
loved me, Pbilomce^ with the fame Paifion I < 
my Prefence would have the fame Effed < 
Heart.' * Ah ! cruel Prince, rr/^V the I 
do not com pleat my Mifery by your Reprc 
you know but too well the Value I have f 
but are ignorant of all our Misfortunes, 
Fairy Serpenta would have had her barbar 
ters confented to our Happinefs; but they, 
ble to her Entreaties, arerefolved, to giv< 
a frightful Moniier, whom they acknowle 
their King ; and can yon now want to ki 
Caufe of my crying i Ah! my dear ^jm 
the Source will be dry'd up, and thefe 
Furies feeding on my 1 ears will not let i 
an End to them by Death. The compa 
Serpenta has told me (he can do no more 
than to give us the fad Pleafure of comp 
together for the lad Time.' * Ah ! Madan 
the FrtMe^ you will nOt deferve all her Fai 
you don't make a right Ufe of them ; . 
y^ry well the Meaning of Ker laft Words, \ 
Misfortunes prepared for us. Did not ihc 
will go and fetch the Prince, that you m\ 
cert your Meafures with him ? What do you 
Madam, are the Meafures I fhall advife 
take? Can you believe that (he, knowing it 
for you« hopes J will perfuade you to givi 
feif to the King of Monfters ? No, Mada 
means that you (hould follow the Advice 
you in theSammer-Houfc in the Grove ; a 
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* while you are free, and your Keeper opens the 
PriioQ'Doors, you ihould go away : Have a Care 
that it is not too late ; make u(e of thofe preci- 
ous Moments given you ; they quickly glide away, 
and will never come again.' * Alas ! Madam, 
y^z/WElifa, feeing the Prince/s unrefol'v^d'what to dot 
why do you (lay here ? The Fairy will undoubt- 
edly conceal us in our Flight, and we (hall meet 
with no Obftacle in our Way to the Princefs your 
Mother.* « Alas ! how vainly do you flatter 
yourfelf, reply* d the difconfolate Princefs, to believe 
It fo eafy a Matter to avoid the ill Fate .which pur- 
fues me I' * But, fold Elifa, can you be more 
unhappy, and what Rifque do you run in taking 
our Advice V « Well then, faid the Princefs, let 
us go ; but yet remember, Anaxander, that I am 
doing what! (hould not do, in taking you for my 
Guide.* * You (hall have no Caufe, Madam, re- 
ply d the Prince, to complain : Love (hall be rcf- 
ponfible for all.' 

After this Difcourfe, Elifa went and fetch'd what 
jewels they had; and they all three went out of the 
Pavilion, to hide themfelves in the Grove till Night ; 
but were very much furpriz'd to fee themfelves fur- 
rounded by the fame thick Cloud which concealed 
the Prince ; and not doubting but that Serpenta fa- 
voured their Retreat, and having no Occadon to 
wait till Night, followed Anaxander, who purfued 
his old Path. When it was dark, and they were 
got out of (ight of the Gardens, the Fairy Serpenta 
came to them, and ordered them to travel always 
by Ni|;ht, and to make all the Hafte thev could in-, 
to their own Territories, a(ruring them, tnat as foon 
as they wee within them, they were out of the Fai- 
ries Power, and of all Things to beware of Day- 
Light. 

After this kind Advice, the Fairy took her Leave, 

and they went forward 1 and the Prince foon after 

perceiving a great Number of Horfemen making 

towards them^ began to be under fome Appfehen- 

Vol.. in. K &^tA, 
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lions, but that Fear was foon removed, when he 
found them- to be his Gentleman and Attendants, 
who told him, they were fent to meet him by a 
Man who brought a Letter from him, which they 
were all feniible was another Mark of the fairy's 
Care. They all imniediately mounted Horfes^ dod 
leaving the great Roadi went before Day-break to 
the firlt Habitation they found, where the Wnce, 
for fear Phihnice^s fieauty might difcover tbem» ob- 
liged her and Eli/a to put on Man's Apparel. At 
Night they took Horfe again, arid iravelkd with all 
Ej^pedition poflible ; and this they did throughout 
their journey, the Princefs's Defire making be r fuft- 
port the Fatigue with great Refolution, tn&* at the 
fame Time Anaxaiider was in great tarn for His 
dear Philonice, left (he fiiould fall fick. 

In this Manner they got within a Nirhf 8 Jfow- 
Jkty of Home. The Hopes of being in Safety gare 
new Life to the whole Troop. Never were any Peo- 
ple more gay and merry ; they could talk of no- 
thing but the Happinefs they fcould enjoy. < What 

* a Plcafure it will be to me^/asilthePttnc^ft^ to fee 
« my Mother again! O Heavens ! how charmingly 

* ihall we fpend our Days!* I (ee already the Bea- 

* cons ; in a little Time we (halt be outof fianger.' 
« Wodld to Heaven we were, ripty*d &lifa j but 

* methinks I hear fome Noife behind us; too de- 

* iirous of reaching Home, we have travelled t^ 
' late, for fee Day appears ; and that was forbid 

* us by Serpenta,^ hcrewpon the I'/ince liftcnirtg, 
and hearing a jp;reat ^Joife of Men an^Herfes, be- 
gan to be uneafy, and made the t'nacefs itlidi titfa 
£0 fomewbat before with fome^ of his ttetiiiae to 
defend them, while the reft flaid with him. Philo* 
kice would not leave him ; but upon his j'roteftatiolis 
to overtake her as ibon as he knew who they Wef%, 
(he at laft coiifented. B lit before flie bad got far, 
the Prince perceived a fcreat JBody of tnon^oiis 
Men, and tne King of Mobfters at their Head, 
how having been informed of Fhilo»ic0*$ Ekuptt 

had 
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hid pm-Aied her with iXL Hafle to pomfh her ftm 
flighting hisAlHaace, with x^Y^AVf Rmuout on oaae. 
Side of hiniy exafperaling him againd cluit beaatiful 
Prmcds. 

As foon as the Prince faw this frightfal Troop, he 
put himielf into a Pofture of Defence; *which the 
Fairy ^Miroitr obferving, advanced firft. * .^^ee there, 

* /aid fin U the King tf Monfters^ PhiUnice^s Lover, 

* whom my Sifter Serpenta would have per fuaded us 

* to prefer before you ; be a Witntfs of the Revenge 

* I'll ta^e of him,* In faying thefe Words, me 
tooch'd Anoitander with her Wand, bttt all in vain, 
her Magick had no Force, and the Prince was ne- 
ver the lefs abk to fight with thofe Mongers, who, 
tho* they had Boars Head», yet their Bodies were of 
hssnan Shape. The Fairy iwetling with Rage, left 
ihe Prince mftantly, venting a thou fandCurfes upon 
him J and Hew dire^lly after the Princefs, whom (he 
knew was gone before, and overtook her, when ibe 
thought ihe luid nothing to fear ; and catching hold 
of her delicate Hair, lifted her up into the Air; 
and returning back with her to the Place where 
AnuMmdir was fighting with that monilrous Troop, 
flopped juft over his Head, andraiiing her Voice, 
cry^ out, * See, Prince, my Power is not «ilways 
< reiVrained; forbear that unprofitable Combat; the 
« Delivery of this fugitive Princefs,o«t of my Hands 

* wiU be a more glorious Enterprize for you : And 

* you. Prince of Monfters, continued Jhe^ leave that 

* unhappy Wretch ; your Revenge will be greater 

* in giving hlni his Life, than by putting an End 

* to bis Misfortunes by a fpeedy Death/ 

Upon thefe Words the Fight immediately ceafed ; 
for toe Prince at the Sight o{ Fhiknice fell into a 
Swoon, with the Grief of not being able to affill 
her ; and when he came to himfelf again, faw not 
one of the Monilers, who all went away as foon as 
they faw that the Fairy Rancour had got Philonia in 
her Power. She tranfported her back to the Fairy 
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Abode, and carrying her into a vaolted Hall of their 
Palace, where all the Fairies were aiTembled toge- 
ther; *' Behold here. Sifters, y2i/W Rancour, that 
guilty Fugitive, who left us to follow a raft) Youth, 
whom I have puniftkM for his Infolence ; ihe muft 
be made an Example of, that all who fliall dare 
to difpleafe us, may tremble at the mentioning of 
her Punifhment.* ' We leave her to you, anpwer'd 
all ihe Fcdries^ ftie is your Prize, and yoa may re- 
venge yourfelfof that ungrateful Princefs.* * That 
Ta& (hall be mine, /aid the King ofMonfiert : I 
pretend to be Made* of her Fate, fince you gave 
her me when flie was twelve Years old.* The 
Fairies agreed that the King was in the right, and 
that tbey could not diipofe of the Princets. Ran- 
cour con Tented with Rel usance, though with the 
Hopes that the Prince of Monilers would be as cruel 
as herfelf. In fhort, the poor Vi^im was delivered 
to him ; and he, without being in the lead moved 
with her Tears and Complaints, hurried her away 
Ida frightful Den, where he told her, if flie would 
marry him, he would forgive her Flight, and make 
her the Queen of Monilers, and Miftrefs of all his 
Treafures. The Princefs told him, that the only 
Thing that could induce her to accept of fuch a Pro- 
pofition, would be to find out a Way to deliver her- 
felf of him ; and therefore deiired him to be fatis- 
fied with making her as miferable as he could with- 
out her own Confent. ' Well then, /aid he, fince 
' thou wilt be fo, thou ftialt :' And with that car- 
rying her down Steps below that frightful Den, and 
opening a Gate, ftiew'd her a large grafTy Plain, wa- 
tered by a clear Brook, and bounded by a Rock» to 
which he failcn'd her by a long Chain, and driving 
fome Monilers of all Kinds out of his Stables, told 
her. That fince (he would not be their Queen, flie 
muil be their Shepherdefs ; and that tp have them 
at her Command, die needed but to touch them with 
a Crook, he gave her ; and afterwards left this 

poor 
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poor unhappy Piincefs fo frighted, that /he would 
have raisM Pity in a Heart of 'Stone ; who, when- 
ever (he faw thofe Creatures coming near, (he cry'd 
and ihriek'd our, arid keeping clofe to the Rock, 
made ufe of her Crook to put them off 

In the mean Time, the unhappy Anaxander was 
in the utmost Defpair, not knowing which Way to 
follow his Philonice, when Eti/a returning as foon 
as the Princefs was taken from her, came to him : 

* Ah ! my 6e?iT Eli/a, /aid he^ where (hall I iind 
' my Princefs again ?* * Without doubt, y^/VEli- 

* fa, (he is carried back again to the Fairy Abode, 

* and perhaps, by the iVJeans of the Fairy Serpcnta^ 

* J may fee her, and let her know that you furviv*d 

* ths Combat with the Monfters.' * Alas ! faid this 

* Prince f certainly it had been better that I had 
' died, than to live incapable of ferving Philonice-.' 
' Follow me, reply d Elifa, and I hope we may once 

* more fee that lovely Princefs.' After this they 
clapped Spurs to their Horfes, and with an incred^- 
h\t Speed reached the Fairy Abode in a few Dl0M 
and when it was Night, went by the old Way into 
the Gardens, where they found Serpenta^ who told 
Anaxander^ that her barbarous Sillers^ as (bon as 
Rancour hrd delivered Philonice into their crud 
Hands, gave her to the King of Monfters. * Ah'! 
« compaffionate Fairy, cry* d the Prince^ can you let 

* fo charming a Perfon fufFer ? And will you not 

* afford me the Means of dying at her Feet, if \ 

* cannot free her from her unhappy Fate V • It is 

* not in my Power to change her Defliny, /aid the 

* Fairy, nor in yours, but the Time will come when 
' (he (hall be happy. All that I can do for yoa 

* now, is to condud you and £li/a to the Place 

* where (he paffes away her tedious Days, in the 

* Shape of fome Monfter, for fear the King of that 

* fubterraneous Abode (hould know you.' Where* 
upon touching them with her Wand, they immedi- 
ately became CeniautS ; and then giving them a cer<p 
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tain Herb; of whtdi tiiey nctded but to tafte to 
Yccoiwr their former Shapes* ivcnt wfth l^em to tiie 
Plain of Monfters, where the luifbrcunate Philtmiee 
watch*d her terrible Flock Nig^t and Day. There 
at Day- break they found the rfincefs kiid on the 
Jtock, with her Crook in one Hand, and her Head 
leaning on the other, while Tears tridcled down 
from her Eyes upon her tender Breafls, which were 
half naked. The Notfe they made aAvakened her, 
and op ihe il&fted, thinking they were £otae new 
l^onfters ; when the Frince, to iremovie her Fears, 
iaid, * Since, Divine Princefs, none but Monftert 

* are fuffer'd <o appitoach yoo, be not forpmVi iChat 

* £ii/k and I appear nndertthis horrible iFonOj, for 

* nothing is impofltble to Love and Fxiendihip, 
when joined. The Faniry Sgrfrnta^ actoasdsng to 
her ufual Compaflxon, hoctk tFansfiacmM us into 
this Shape, to give us the Heaftir&Qf ipaflMfg away 
our Time with you.' * Ala's, JmutMat/ifr, t^tj^er- 
id th€ Priuce/Sf after r$€OVim^ htr ^tirfrizx^ lliKK 

iPrmon, an E^my to your Laves, Itath ccmdn^d 
you and Elifa heite \ Were not my MiferieB gveaft 
enough before, but you fRuft add to them the

By this Time the Sun began to rife, and thcmon- 
flrous JFlock to rouze themfplves with terrible Roar- 
ings arid Rowlings, which fo frighten'd Ekja^ who 
ki^inot been trf&d to them, that«(he rananche crther 
Side of the Rock, and iinding kihollow, wont pre- 
cipitately into itj .but ^was very in«^h amrafsed 'to

As the Princcfs was about to anfwer her, ^ coifi* 
plaining Voice, which (he heard from the Coffin, 
ftoppdher. The Stranger redoubling her Tears, 
viade incredible Efforts to opea it| ana Philoniee^ 
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*hc Prince, and Elifa ufed all their Endeavours t6 
help her. • Trouble not yourfelves in vain, /aid 

* the Voice^ let me fulfil my Fate in this melancholy 

* Tomb ; a Day will come, which is not far off, 
' when I (hall behold the Light again, and tell you, 

* my dear Melicerta^ that the cold icy Grave cannot 

* afPefl my Love ; till then, rejoice for th'fe Com- 
' fort Heaven has fent you in the Prefencc of a 

* Prince and Princefs as unhappy as thyfelf.' 
After thefe Words the Voice was heard no more, 

and Meliceria throwing her Arms about Philomce's 
Ne9k, faid, * Ah! how bleft. Madam, am I in 
your Prefence, to hear my Hufband promife a 
more happy Time, and to hope to fee him once 
again ! But is not this a Dream, reply^djhe^ jfal- 
It/tg on a Couch from njohich fhe had rijen? certainly 
my Senfes, diflurb'd by the Length of my Mis- 
fortunes, make me believe Impoffibilities.' * No, 
Madam, y27/^ Philonice, you are not deceived ia 
wliat you heard, we heard the fame ; and Hea- 
v(ip«ndoubtedly, weary with the Punifhments in- 
flifted on fo many innocent Perfons, will fend us 
Succours proportionable to our Miferies ; and this 
is not only declared by the Dead, but foretold by 
tht Living.' • Ah ! Madam, yi/V Melicerta, how 
much am I obliged to you, for confirming what 
' I durfi not 'believe ! ^ut where is that Prince, faid 
fhci leaking about her^ my Hufband fpoke of? Can 
this obliging Centaur, who was fo kind to endea- 
vour to affift my poor Uphidamentusi be him ?' 
Yes, Madam, y5?;V Anaxander, 1 am he, though 
forced by pervcrfe Fate to appear under this ex- 
* traordinary Figure.* * I mull own, yJi/V Melicer- 
ta, that I fee very furprizing Things, and cannot 
help having a Curiofity to know your Adventures ; 
fincc I have given my Word to that fair Lady to 
fatisfy her's whenever (he pleafes.* * It fliould be 
now, Madam, rr/Zj;'^ Philonice, if 1 was not ob- 
liged to take my Leave of you for the remaining 
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* Fart of this Day, for fear the King of Monftcrs, 

* who rometimes conies to fee if I perform my Du- 

* ty, (hould find me abfent, and fhoald abridge me 

* of the Liberty I have. Forycu, generous Prince, 

* added Jhey flay here with the charming Melicerta^ 

* and quitting your Difguife, (hew her you are de- 

* ferving of her £iieem ; while my dear Eli/af throw- 

* ing off her Metamorphofis, likewife informs this 

* beautiful Lady, by relating my Hiftory, that (he 

* is not the only miferable Perfon.' * But do you 
' think, my Frincefs, y2i/VAnaxander, that I caa 

* part with you fo foon ? that fatisfy'd with having 
' feen you but a Moment, I have not a thoufand 

* Things to fay to you V * At Night, replfd Phi- 
' lonice, I'll come and hear them all ; but be fo 

* complaifant to me, my Jnaxander, as not to (hew 

* yourfelf before my Argus y the Emotion he would 
' fee in my Countenance would inform him of what 

* we have fo much Reafon to conceal.' 

After thefe Arguments (he left him, and goebut 
juft in Time upon the Rock, before the frightful 
King appeared. * You are very gay To day, Phih' 

* niciy /aid he, I fee none of thofe Tears on your 
« Face, as ufual ; your Punifhment begins either to 

* be eafy to you, or elfe you intend to confent to 

* marry me. Speak, continud he^ foothing her 

* 'with fair Words ; I am yet inclined to receive you ;; 

* but take care how you provoke me by a Refufal, 

* for what you have hitherto undergone, is nothing 

* to be compared with what you muft fuffer, if you 

* deny me.' The Princefs (hudder'd at this Dif- 
courfe, but at la(l told him plainly, that (he mud 
now yield to(b muchConftancy, and defir'd but till 
the Return of the new Moon to offer up a Sacri- 
fice to that Goddefs; The Monfter, very well fa- 
tisfy'd, anfwer'd, that he would grant it her, pro* 
vided fhe would not deceive him, though a Month 
feem'd too lon«j for his Impatience ; and in the 
mean 1 ime would go tell the Fairies, and order 
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JiisSubjeds to prepare all Things .for am agntficenC 
Solemnis^ationof liisNuptiak. As ibon as he .was 
gone) thePrincefshad a great Mind to have returned 
CO Uphidamefttm^ Tomb ; hut -fearing he might come 
again that Day, ilaid till it was IWight. When ihe 
went into the Room, £lifa had juft'finifhed her Hif- 
tory. Meliarta exprels'd howTinttch :ihe interefted 
iierfelf in her Xroables ; and the Prince told her a 
hondred Times, in Tranfports, nevAr ifdit .by ^any 
Lover beudes him, -that he had much ado tofapport 
her Abfence, deilcing her^for^the fatuse to.exad no 
more fuch cruel Proofs of Qbedienoe. The iPvn* 
cefs anfwer'd his Paffion with great Tendemefs ; 
and afterwards addrefiing herfeif to Mdkertat laid, 
' It is jrourTurn now, Madam« to gratify my Cu- 
' riofity, when I can lifien to you without the Dte ad 
•* of being difturb'd by my cruel Tyrant.' Milictrta 
told the Princefs her Kequeft was ytri^ joft ; and to 
lofe no more Time began as follows :

Am the Daughter^ yL^AaxoL^faidfie^^ of a fovereign 
Prince below the Rhine. I have two Brothers, 
who fignaliz'd their Courage in a War whiphhas 
been carried on by almoit all Europe^ againft the 
King of this Country; who to the Shame of fo 
many crowu'd Heads, is not lo be conquer'd, v^'hat- 
ever Forces they bring againft him. While my 

Father 
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FsLtlier and Brothers were employ'd in defjcnding 
their Dominions againft the Cionqutflof this yifto- 
rious Prince, I was brought up under my Mother 
with all imaginable Care, and wanted no Educati- 
on to make me an accomplifti'd Princefs. When the 
Campaign was finiih'd, and the WaCrriors were r«- 
tiirned Home, iheFame of the fmall Stock of Beau- 
ty with which Heaven had bleft aac, brought almoil 
all the young Lords and Princes to my Father*8 
Court : but oFall the Princes, Vphidamentusiomxiz^i 
excelled the refl^ that I could not help entertaining 
a fecret Inclination for him. All his AAiops were 
graceful beyond every Thing I had feeja ; and from 
the extraordinary Ardour and Refped, with which 
he always addred himiielf to me, I foon found that 
hi« Heart was tcuch'd with a moA violent PailipD. 
And that he might not difcoyer the advantageouf 
Sentiments I had of him^ 1 avoided the giving him 
any Opportunities of a declaration. 

In tliis Con(lra;int the Winter was fpent, and th$ 
Spring calling the Armies again into the FielfJ, I 
could not prevent, in his taking his Leave, his per- 
ceiving fome Emotions of my Heart. But with 
.what Tr an (ports of Joy did he receive thofe Marks 
of my Tendernei^ I IJe made a thoufand Protefta- 
tions of loving rae eternally ; and would never have 
given over repeating them, but that he was told 
my Father.and Brothers waited foj him to be gone. 
And I was fo happy in this Affair, that the Abfencc 
of fo many near Relations jgave meanOpporunityof 
concealing the mortal Grief I was in for his Dcr 
parture. >I fpent all that Summer in the moH inr 
fupportable Uneafinefs ; and had not Winter ap- 
proaching cdlm'd my Troubjles, I could not have 
borne them. Upon Advice of my Father's Return, 
my Mother and I went a great Way to meet them 1 
and after the Prince had fainted my Mother, he 
came to mc with an Eagernefs that was obferved 
by all the Court, and all the Way in our Return to 
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Court, rid by my Coach fide, and faid all the ten- 
der ihings his Paffion could fugged, which I heard 
with the utmoft Pleafure : Beiides, he appear'd fo 
much more amiable, that my Heart could not deny 
the Conqued he had made. 

In this tender Con verfation we arrived at the Pa- 
lace, and from that Time every Day increased our 
Loves ; and the Prince knowing himfelf to be 
Mafter of a very plentiful Fortune, a&'d me Leave 
to demand me of my Father ; which I readily gave 
him. Unwilling to defer his Happineis any longer* 
be went diredlly to my Father, who received nim 
very handfomely : and tho' he promisM me to him, 
yet would not confent that we (hould be mairied 
before a Peace, allcdging. That it would not look 
well for a Soldier to folemnize Nuptials when all /?»- 
rc/f groan'd under the Burthen of an heavy War. U- 
phidamentus came and told me his Anfwer, and 
coin plain M hard, to find his private Happinefs niufl 
depend on the public Good ; while I endeavoured 
to perfuade him that the Reafons my Father gave 
were very juft. 

From that Day we fpent our Time themoft plea- 
fantly in the World : We faw each other almoft 
every Hour ; and iliould have been happy if that 
Time had always been. But a'as ! the Spring re- 
turn'd again, and we mull part ! It is impoffible 
to exprefs our Griefs. For my part ! when I heard 
of the Orders given out for taking the Field, 1 fell 
in a Swoon upon the Bed, while my Brothers took 
Uphidamentus out of my Chamber^ Alas! we both in 
a manner divin'd at what happened, and had a fe- 
cret Forefight that our Abfence would be attended 
"with Death. After my Swoon, 1 fell into a violent 
Fever, which in a few Days brought me to Death*s 
Door. My Mother wasinconfolable, and never left 
me a Moment, till by the Strength of Youth and 
good Remeciies I recovered. When J was able to 
go Abroad, I aflc'd my Mother to go to a Couniry- 
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Feat, fome Leagues diftant from the Town ; >yhere 
I fpent my Time in thinking on Upbidamentusy and 
counted the Days, Hours, and Minutes, when I 
ihould fee him again. One Day, after Dinner^ 
when my Thoughts were more employ'd than or- 
dinary on my Tenderneis, I took a Walk into an 
adjacent Foreft, and walking muling in a pleafant 
Path, which was fomewhat dark, and the more 
agreeable to the Humour I was in, went farther 
than i thought ; and finding myfelf weary, fat 
down under a Tree, and feliaileep. But, O Hea* 
vens ! how confusM was I when I awakened, and 
found myfelf in a frightful Den, and your Tyrant, 
attended with the Fairy Rancour •, and her Sillera 
En^y and Cruelty^ (landing by me \ I could not tell 
what to think, whether I was among the Living or 
the Dead ; and juft as I was going to afk, the Fairy 
Rancour faid to me, * Blefs Heaven, Melscerta^ that 
for thy good Fortune we happen'd to pafs thro' the 
Foreft where thou wert lain afleep : Thy Beauty 
furpriz'd theKingof Monfters ; and he was To much 
flrackwith thy Charms, that we immediately took 
thee away to make thee Queen of all that mighty 
King pofieiies. Accept of ib great an Honour as 
thou oughteft to do, and by thy Obedience merit 
our Friendship ' • f tliought,7iiiV/, low'd no Obe- 
dience to any but my Parents, and cannotcompre- 
hend what Right you have to command over me, 
nor what Juftice there is in what you have done 
by me.* * We have no Regulation of our Anions 
but our Wilb, /aid Rancour v All the World 
knows our Power ; and happy are they, who like 
you find Favour in your Eyes, which, if you are 
wife, you will make good uie of, or dread our 
Anger.' • Why,, what can you do worfe to me, 
reply d /, than to force me away from my Parents, 
to give me to an execrable Monfier? Either 
give me my Liberty, or take away my Life/ 
Go, /aid the onee/d Monftevy don't trouble your- 



* ifslves about the AeUdanoe ibe -fliewf ; hwcme 

* aIodc with her, I know how to .induce her to 

* Obedience.' * Ah! Mackiin,fryV/, tiff&vn'ng m^- 
« /ei/ai Rancour'j Feet, ff ev^r y«a wenp Anftble^ 

* Fity, leave me <not with your King* for I AiaU 

* certainly die, if you do.' T^e fairy wld^Dtioig H 
my Grief, tho' the itrft Tine ihe idv€r>did in her 
Life, told the Moitftor file would t»ke cane %o 
difpofe me to obey hiw. The Kriog c^i^feivted, 
And I was put into ^a»£«fir*s Handsk, ^whp carffied 
fne to the Fairy Abode, where t0)e fheiy-d tufi all 
the Beauties of that Pkce. After !dia;tifl](e:Cpndtt^- 
ed me to her Pavilion, vi^fatohf at yop know, Hands 
jtfft by the great Grove, and is 'Vjery rich rin ^Qp\i 
and Jewels, and gave me ro^^iflGent Mabiis, iiod 
negledied nothing to make jme forget iihe ilnjury 
done me. fiut all this U^ge jcoi^ld .^not dry up my 
Tears: My Abfenoc from my Father »pd IVfcPther 
afSided me very ienfibly, and the Ijiea of never 
-iecing Upbidamentus mort^ made me Jilmpft di^ 
t adcd. 

In the mean Time the King of Monften wa^ im- 
patient to fee that I was not difpos'.dto marry him ; 
and Rancwr^ weary of a Softnefs, fo conlrary to .her 
l^Iature, told me one Day, that I abufed their X^ood- 
Bcfs ;:that I muft think of conforming to their Will, 
•or prepare for the moft cruel Puiafliment. Neither 
jny Tears nor Sighs could moveiher enntged jSpirit, 
imt away (he hur ied me, to thisi:urs'd I'iace ; and 
labandoning mc to my Defpair, left me Tather dead 
ithan alive. When flie was going,. J called aftt?r Jicr, 
und feid, * Why, Madam, will you iorce me to 
•* marry theKin^ of Mongers, fince I am ipromi;>'d 

* .to Vphidameitius F And you know I ought not to 
« break my Vows/ Rancour had no 4leijih ol my 
^xcufes, but without hearing me any ianger, ic^; 
me with this wicked Tyrairt, who is a tboufana . 
Times r\orc cruel than frightful; and after ilie !*'a5 
gone, I fftbted a^way. When I.came.tp royfelf, ^ 

wiuch 
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M^oh .was without any Afiiftance from him, -he 
told me, .that I did noC'deferve that he Ihould take 
any Cace -of me ; that he Avoald not marry me, for 
that the Fairies had ptovided a beautiful young 
Princefs for him, (which. Madam, was undoubted- 
ly yotirlelf:;) but that notwithttanding I (hould 
.not be the moxe iiappy, for -iinoe 1 was fo fond of 
JJrphidamentuiy he woald lietdh liimto partake -of my 
:Punifhments» In this and ^udh like Converfatioij 
we fpent that hosrible Night .together-; an^ as foom 
as the Morning appeared, /^^z/r^^tfrcame to us, and 
•bid me in a fejrere manner «f6llow her, which I did 
trembling, till wc came to this horrid Cave, where 
I faw-ihis Coffin covor'd with.a'bljtck Cloth, Which 
ffhe took off, and fhewed v\c^fhidametitus6itz^ 
Never was Grief equal to mine^ this jJrfohai Sightf 
I faid and did ail that the mdft vi;9^ent Love coulA 
infpire, and Mxould willingly eh^k^e died with this 
ilcar Objeft of my Tendeww^. T4ie deplora^ble 
State I was in at the Sight «^ 'this unliappy Prince^ 
would have melted the moft 'flinty -Heart, but that 
of this ,oroel Pairy, who, as iff by what flie had done, 
flieiiad gived.me fomeComibft, putdown the black 
Cloth agaiii» and taking two or three Turns about, 
the Coffin went away, ttilling me in -a /arcadicd 
Way, that I ought to be fatisfi^, •fince ftie left mp 
with him I loved. As foon as ever her Back was 
turn'd 1 ran to lift up the Coffin 'Lid : But,t3 Hea- 
vens ! how much amae-d was J tof^nd it faftened! 
Upon which 1 .redoubled my Tears. But when I 
heard my Upbidamentus f]gh from' within, judge c[f 
my Defpai:! I made the moil ihctedible Efforts to 
open the Coffin, and called both Gods and Men to 
my Affiftance, bet all in vain. Then again heap- 
ing nothing ftir, I believed my dear Spoufe was 
llificd. Ih.thefe cruel Agitations I pafs'd the whole 
Night almoft diftradlcd. And when again my Ears 
were ftruck with the fame iighing, I ran to thje 
Coffin, but with the iame Succefs. From that fatal 
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lime, I have never failed hearing him iigh ami 
moan juH at the fame Hour ; and always forgetting 
that it is not in my Power to help hiniyyet 1 iTriveto 
open the Coffin, as yon faw me. 

Here Melicerta^ almoft drown'd in Tears andGrie^ 
made an end of her Story. Bbilomctf the Prince* 
and Elifa did what they codld to comfort her, and 
made her hope her Misfortiines would foon have an 
End : fiat the Sighings beginning as ufuai, (he ran 
to the Cofiia with the fame Eagernefs as before, 
not regarding what thofe amiable Perfons faid to 
her. In the mean Time, the King of the Monfters 
return'd from giving his Orders to the Fairies to 
prepare every Thing to celebrate his Marriage with 
Fhilonicgi to tell her that no Solemnity, had ever 
appeared fo noble in the Kingdom of Fairies as 
his Wedding (hoald, and withal to condudi her to 
a magnificent Apartment he had provided for her 
till that Day came : and amazed not to find her 
there, looked about to fee which way the Chain 
might dired him^and followed her into the Cave juft 
as Uphidamentus*s Sighing ceafed. Alas! how inex- 
preffible was the Fright our Lovers were in I They 
Hood perfedtly motionlefs, while the King of Mon- 
Hers loaded Philonice wich injurious and opprobrious 
Language ; but to pafs that by, and come to Fa6ls, 
he took her by the Arm, and by Force pulled her 
out of the Cave. Anaxandcr attempted to refcue 
the Princefs, when the Monfler looking on him 
fco.nfully, faid, • Learn, rafli Youth, to know thy 

* Strength ; and to encreafe this falfe Creature's 

* Punifliment, come and partake Torments with 

* her.' At the fame Time Anaxander {{.^^Vi6, himfelf 
bound by the fame Chain that l^hihnice was fallen d 
to» and forced to follow that monftrous Tyrant as 
well as ihe ; and cho' he was in the ucmod Defpair, 
that he could not deliver her, yet he had fome 
Comfort iu bearing the fame Chains, and in that 

miierable 
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tniferable Condition followM her to a dark Prifor. 
Poor Eli/a^ was inconfolable, Miltcerta increased 
her briny Tears, and the WTshsi^^yUphidamentus^ by 
new Complaints, (hewM how fenfible he was of their 
Misfortunes. After this the King of Monfters told 
the Fairies the News, who were alTcmblcd from all 
Parts of the World to be prefent at this Marriage, 
and had all prepared Gifts for the Bride. They 
were all very much furprized ; and every one, to 
fliew their Zeal for their King, were for contriving 
the moft rigorous Puniihments for PbilonUe and her 
Lover; till the King thanking them, faid. That, 
he believ'd he. had thought of one which would 
be fevere enough, which was to marry her, and 
to put Anaxander to death that Day before her 
Face. The Fairies all applauded his juft Revenge, 
and prom! fed to be prefent at the Execution of fo 
horrible a Piece of Cruelty ^ and the next Day the 
barbarous Tyrant went to tell thofc illuSridus, but 
unfortunate Lovers, the Sentence he had pronounced 
again (I them. But what Grief can be compared to 
what they both endur'd ? * Ah ! how tranfported 

* ihould I be, faid Anaxander, if by my Death \ 

* could make Pbiionice happy } But to leave her a 

* Prey to the moft horrible Monfter in Nature, racks 

* me more than a thoufand Deaths.* * And, alas ! 

* Prince, faid the forronxful Princefsy if he would but 

* fpare your Life, I'd marry him freely ; but ah ! 

* the wicked Tyrant knows your Death to be my 

* greateftPain.* 

In thefe and fuch like mutual Complaints they 
Ijjent the Night, and as foon as Day appeared, 
the Fairies, Rancour ^ Cruelty and En^vy, came with their 
King to carry Philonice to the Palace, and from 
thence, regardlefs of the Prayers and Entreaties 
ihe made to them to fave Anaxanderh Life, con- 
ducted her to the Temple, where a Scaffold was 
raifed, and the Prince tied to a Poft, was ready 
to be facrificed, What a horrid Spediacle was this 
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to the t^xidcx PhikffUjf ! Sb^ c^ Ivpffejf at th£ 
Tyrant's Feet, wmI witf^ a Pielugp of Te^rs begjg'd 
once more th^ h^ would ifpace (hp PrHice's Life, 
l^aiei's be wou.Jd with the famp ibpfce takf h^rs 
too. B^it h« was as deaf npy/ a^ it>cf(>i3e« J^fid i^iye 
deadly Kfiiie was lifted up, when a Clap of Xhun- 
^^i atteadjed w..th Lightning, f^e the Trpiple 
(hake, and foimdjng'i ra<ppejts pierped the Moa^

The Princefs had no fooner pronounced this

After this Ae went, attended hyBbH^nke^ Jitax* 
{ittder^ 2nd all her Count, to the Palace, w^ere flie 
.i^infefled a great Fnendfhip for tiiePrincefs, while 
all her Bietinue gaeed lon dmr Beauty with Adnu» 
ratioa, and were charmed with ber graceful Mien, 
in the mean Time i^er^^Mtoceturn'd, leading Clsouice, 
follbvv'd :by her dear Dragon, and prefented her to 
the Priucefs, and after t^ing her that ihe deferv'd 
her ProtefHosi, related all her Misfortunes; which 
-rai-fed fo much Pity in the (Brcaft of the beneficent 
Princelfs, that, unwilling to defer her Happtnels 
any longer, -fhe touch'd i\^i^;vi)>«j, who immediatefy 
quitting that tevribleFetrm, appear -d rtheifame as 
when he gain'd his charnungSpoofe's Heart ; who 
was fo overjoy'd, that li PbiTonice had not fuppcrtcd 
her, :fhe iiad fainted in that iExtafy. After them 
came the two Turtles, who recovering their ifQ»mer 
Shapes, thank'd th€ divine iPninxcefs, and (hew'd 
her, by their polite Manner of Addrc(^,and .paying 

their 



their Compliments, that they were not unworthy 
the Relief Heaven had fent them. At the fame 
Time the Statues on the Terrafs, re- animated with 
the fame Life the malicious Fairies had taken, came 
and made the Hall ring again with the Praifes 
they bcftowed on the Princefs. But in the midft 
of all this Joy, MeUcerta was abient as well as the 
friendly Eli/a^ who was not fufFered by the King of 
Monftes to foWow PJbiionicef and who were both 
ignorant of this furprizing Change, and poured 
forth Torrents of fait Tears. But when Serpenta 
told the Princefs, that Upbidameniush'&iiQhzntaitTil 
could not be deftroycd but by her Prefence, (he ha- 
ften'd to the rocky Cave juft when they, thro' defpair, 
had relinauifhMall Hopes.

After thefe Words they all left that horrible 
Den, and returned to the Palace, where perfuaded 
that they had nothing more to fear, they enjoy*d 
a perfeft Happinefs. When it grew late in the 

Evening, 
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Evening, they all took their Leaves of the Prin* 
ccfs, and retired to their Apartments, where they 
had the noore Liberty of difcoariing in private, 
and tailed fo much Pleafure in entertaining each 
other on their Loves, that the Night> in refpe^l 
to thofe they had fpent To forrowfully before, wai 
gone before they could well tell where they were. 
Above all« MelUerta could not forbear aiking Uphi" 
damntus^ how he was convey'd into that Coffin, 
and how he lived in it fo long without being Hided }

The next morn- 
ing the Fairy Serfenta prepared magnificent Habits 
cover'd over with Gold and Jewels, for the ado- 
rable Princefs, which (he accepted of ^ety favour- 
ably, and mounting a triumphal Chariot, which 
the Fairy had alfo provided for her at the Palace- 
Gates, went attended by thefe illuftrious Slaves, 
to meet the victorious King, to whom (he prefented 
all thofe charming Perfons, and whom he received

¥d!aiit« AH the Princes ibew'd their Add^efs in 
onrnamettts and Horfe-'Races I and thePrinceCes 
were diefi'd (b rickly^ and in fach Yatiety of beao* 
^fbl Colours, as ibew'd the ludgment of the Fai- 
ry Serp0ntA, But among aU thelb Beavties, the 
lovely Prineefe's Charms wese i<> piercing, that 
none cooM look on her without Admration. Af- 
ter this Peaft was over, which laded nine Days, in 
wbidi there was ihewn all the Grandeur that a 
pQwerfi^l Monarch and a (kilful Fairy were capable 
of fetting forth, Vphidmnntus taking upon him to 
pay the Compliments of all the Princes, as MtU^ 
tirta did for the Princefips, t^d tke happy Bride 
and Bridegroooi, that wh ^kould always preferve 
a living iCeiaembraace of all their Favours, and 
fo took their Leaves. The Fairy Strftntaf that 
nothing might be wanting on her Par^ provided 
Equipages fuitable to their Births, and in her 
Aaietf promiied them an eternal Friendihip. Bat

Anaxandtr^ 
plea fed with his happy Fate, and ierving fo great 
a King, performed all the Duties of a tender Huf- 
band, preferving a growing Paffion. 
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
